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FOREWORD 


Over the years there has been considerable interest in having more 
ready access to the total specialized treatment of the Bible prepared by 
Joseph Smith, Jr., in the 1830’s and 40’s. This volume is an attempt to 
supply this need. 

In his recent book, Restoration Scriptures , a Study of Their 
Textual Development , Church Historian Richard P. Howard discussed 
the procedures the Prophet followed in preparing the manuscript for his 
“New Translation,” as Joseph called it. He included some sample 
reproductions of the manuscript pages to enable the student to more 
readily understand the process of “translating.” Also in a series of three 
installments in the Saints' Herald (November 15, December 1 and 15, 
1967), F. Henry Edwards, a former member of the First Presidency of 
the Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, briefly 
outlined the historical background of what is now identified as the 
Inspired Version of the Holy Scriptures. 

But in neither of these works was it possible for the scholar to 
compare in totality the differences which accumulated in this “New 
Translation,” which evolved as the Prophet sought enlightenment while 
he and other associates paged through their King James Bible. It is to 
provide this opportunity that this book has been produced. 

The introduction which follows is a reprint of the F. Henry 
Edwards articles of 1967; the rest of the volume is devoted to 
reproducing those verses of the Inspired Version which differ in some 
way, however minute, from the King James version which Joseph had 
in his possession at the time of his translation. Because of the many 
variations in verse structure which occur in this comparison, no attempt 
has been made to indicate specific word differences. The appearance of 
an asterisk in front of a verse indicates a change in verse numbering 
rather than a basic change in verse structure. 

The basic research by Arthur E. Starks and William and Eleanor 
Lord in the preparation of the Concordance Supplement for the 
Inspired Version was especially helpful in the comparative section of 
this volume.

INTRODUCTION 


I. THE BIBLE IN THE EARLY RESTORATION 

Joseph Smith was led to pray for divine guidance while reading the 
Epistle of James. In writing of this some years later Joseph said. 

Never did any passage of scripture come with more power to the heart of man than this 
did at this time to mine. It seemed to enter with great force into every feeling of my heart. I 
reflected on it again and again, knowing that if any person needed wisdom from God 1 did, for 
how to act I did not know, and unless I could get more wisdom than I then had would never 
know; for the teachers of religion of the different sects understood the same passage so 
differently as to destroy all confidence in settling the question by an appeal to the Bible . 1 

The clause which I have italicized sets forth one of the problems which 
confronted the Restoration from the very beginning as, indeed, it has 
confronted every other Christian denomination. This is the problem, or 
association of problems, centering in the text and interpretation and 
authority of the scriptures. 

The specific problem of the accuracy of the scriptural text was 
raised three years later when a heavenly messenger quoted to Joseph 
part of the third and fourth chapters of Malachi but made slight 
changes in the verbiage of verses 1,5, and 6 of the fourth chapter. The 
messenger also quoted verses 22 and 23 of the third chapter of Acts 
“precisely as they stand in our New Testament.” Isaiah 11, Joel 
2:28-32, and “many other passages of scripture” were also quoted 2 
without Joseph’s being impressed by any differences of verbiage. The 
variations from the accepted text, where they occurred, were significant 
enough to impress Joseph—or possibly they were explained to him. In 
any event, it is clear that from this early date the young prophet was 
aware of discrepancies in the King James Version. 

When Joseph learned that he was to translate the Book of Mormon 
he must have been deeply aware of the importance of the word of God, 
and later—when he was actually engaged in the work of translation—he 
learned at firsthand something of the difficulty of conveying the intent 
of scripture with complete accuracy. 3 He also learned that “many plain 
and precious things” had been taken away from the “Book of the Lamb 
of God.” 4 

Members of the early church were familiar with the King James 
Version of the Bible and apparently shared the widely held belief that it 
had been accurate as to content and expression when it came from the 
hands of the original writers but had been corrupted, in part, as it 
passed through the hands of copyists, translators, and printers. Many of 
these early converts had long looked forward to the restoration of the 
gospel as it had been known among the saints of the apostolic age. 5 To 
these, the text of the Bible was obviously of major importance. It is 
quite probable that a considerable number of them owned copies of 
Alexander Campbell’s version of the New Testament, which had been 
published in 1826. The idea of a “new translation” was not unfamiliar. 

The Book of Mormon had been published only a few months 6 and 
the church had been but recently organized when Joseph Smith 
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received a revelation narrating the experience of Moses when he “was 
caught up into an exceeding high mountain, and he saw God face to 
face, and he talked with him.” 7 This revelation ended: 

And now, Moses, my son, I will speak unto you concerning this earth upon which you 
stand; and you shall write the things which I shall speak. And in a day when the children of 
men shall esteem my words as naught, and take many of them from the book which you shall 
write, behold / will raise up another like unto you, and they shall be had again among the 
children of men, among even as many as shall believe. 

These words were spoken unto Moses in the mount, the name of which shall not be 
known among the children of men. And now they are spoken unto you. Amen. 0 


Translation Began 

The promise that the Lord would raise up another prophet-leader 
such as Moses and that the words given Moses should be “had again 
among the children of men,” with the pointed declaration that the 
words spoken to Moses were now spoken to him, could not fail to 
impress Joseph with his own probable relation to future work on the 
scriptures. He may have received further specific instruction, but if he 
did it does not appear to have been recorded. It is clear, however, that 
Joseph began to revise or “translate” the Bible not later than December 
1830. 9 Of the growth of the church at this time he wrote: 

It may be well to observe here that the Lord greatly encouraged and strengthened the 
faith of his little flock, which had embraced the fullness of the everlasting gospel, as revealed to 
them in the Book of Mormon, by giving some more extended information upon the Scriptures, 
a translation of which had already commenced. 

Much conjecture and conversation frequently occurred among the saints concerning the 
books mentioned, and referred to in various places in the Old and New Testament, which were 
now nowhere to be found. The common remark was, they were lost books; but it seems the 
apostolic churches had some of these writings, as Jude mentions or quotes the prophecy of 
Enoch, the seventh from Adam. To the joy of the flock, which in ail from Colesville to 
Canandaigua, New York, numbered about seventy members, did the Lord reveal the following 
doings of olden times, from the prophecy of Enoch. 1 0 

One of the remarkable things of the early Restoration was the way 
in which key men came into the movement at times when such help as 
they could give was in urgent demand. Oliver Cowdery was such a man. 
So were Edward Partridge and William Wine Phelps and Frederick G. 
Williams. So, also, was Sidney Rigdon who became a member of the 
church in December 1830 and was almost immediately called to serve 
as “scribe” to Joseph in connection with the translation of the 
scriptures. 11 Sidney had been closely connected with Alexander 
Campbell and knew of Mr. Campbell’s scripture revision and, in 
addition, was one of the ablest biblical preachers of the time. 

The Progress of Translation 

Joseph and Sidney went to work without delay; notwithstanding 
the fact that Sidney was an able and experienced and older man 12 he 
seems to have accepted Joseph’s leadership without demur. We do not 
know what he contributed apart from his secretarial skills, but there is 
some indication of possible additional involvement as the two men 
worked together. It is expressly stated, for example, that both Joseph 
and Sidney were “in the Spirit” on February 16, 1832, and shared the 
remarkable vision recorded in Doctrine and Covenants 76. 13 
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The work of translation was interrupted from time to time by the 
pressure of other responsibilities 14 but the importance of their task was 
emphasized once more in the instruction given in February 1831 to the 
effect that Joseph “should have a house built in which to live and 
translate.” 15 

Joseph had begun translating Genesis, but on March 7, 1831, he 
and Sidney left their work on the Old Testament and moved forward to 
the New Testament. 16 Although their work was interrupted many 
times 17 the New Testament manuscript was completed by February 2, 
1833, and Joseph “sealed it up no more to be opened until it arrived in 
Zion.” 18 Translator and scribe then resumed work on the Old 
Testament; this was completed on July 2, 1833. 19 

The printing press at Independence, Missouri, was destroyed by a 
mob July 20, 1833. Disappointed and outraged at what had happened, 
the Saints nevertheless continued to hope that the inspired revision 
(translation) could be put before the church and the world. Joseph 
Smith and five other high priests made it a subject of special prayer 
“that the Lord would protect our printing press from the hands of evil 
men, and give us means to send forth his record, even his gospel, that 
the ears of all may hear it, and also that we may print his 
Scriptures.” 20 Later, an organization was effected at Kirtland to print 
the scripture and the revelations, 21 but again this came to nothing. 
What was probably the last attempt at publication during the lifetime 
of the Prophet was in January 1841 when William Law was urged to 
interest himself in the publication of the new translation. 22 


Completion of the Manuscript 

On February 9, 1831, Joseph Smith received a revelation which 
set forth the law to govern the church: 

Thou shall ask, and my Scriptures shall be given as 1 have appointed, and they shall be 
preserved in safety; and it is expedient that thou shouldst hold thy peace concerning them, and 
not leach them until thou hast received them in full. 

And 1 give unto you a commandment, that then ye shall teach them unto ail men; for 
they shall be taught unto all nations, kindreds, tongues, and people. 23 


Attention is called to the promise that the scriptures (1) shall be 
preserved in safety, (2) should not be taught until they have been 
received in full, and (3) shall then be taught to all nations. Obviously 
the question of the translation’s being completed is an important one. 
Unfortunately, it is also difficult to answer. 

First, here is the evidence indicating that the translation was 
completed. 

In January 1832 Joseph Smith and Sidney Rigdon were expressly 
commanded to “continue the work of translation until it be 
finished. ” 24 

In March 1833 Joseph was told: “When you have finished the 
translation of the prophets, you shall from henceforth preside over the 
affairs of the church and the school.” 25 Early completion was 
evidently anticipated. 
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On February 2, 1833, Joseph wrote: “I completed the translation 
and review of the New Testament. . . and sealed it up, no more to be 
opened till it arrived in Zion.” 26 

On July 2, 1833, Sidney Rigdon wrote: “We this day finished the 
translating of the scriptures . . . having finished the translation of the 
Bible, a few hours since. . . 27 

Not only was the translation completed but printing was 
contemplated also. 

As early as March 21, 1833, Joseph Smith wrote the leading elders 
in Zion, “It is not the will of the Lord to print any of the New 
Translation in the Star; but when it is published, it will all go to the 
world together; in a volume by itself; and the New Testament and the 
Book of Mormon will be printed together.” 20 

On May 6, 1833, the Saints were told to dedicate the second lot 
south of the Kirtland Temple “for the building of an house unto me, 
for the work of the printing of the translation of my Scriptures.” 29 

On June 25, 1833, the First Presidency wrote William W. Phelps 
that the printing of the New Translation could not be done until they 
(the First Presidency) could “attend to it” themselves. 30 

On April 23, 1834, selected elders were told to organize 
themselves to print “the fullness of my Scriptures.” 31 

When persecution and other factors again delayed publication, and 
the Saints were settling in at Nauvoo, William Law was told to 
“. . . hearken to the counsel of my servant Joseph, and . . . publish the 
new translation of my holy word unto the inhabitants of the earth.” 32 

There are evidences in the manuscript that Joseph and Sidney 
looked toward publication. In the later New Testament manuscript 
(page 2) chapters are clearly designated and given subtitles. 

From the foregoing it would seem to be incontrovertible that 
Joseph and the other members of the First Presidency considered that 
the New Translation was complete enough to warrant publication. But 
other evidences indicate the high probability that the manuscript was 
not “complete” in the sense that all errors were now eliminated. These 
facts, among others, may be noted in this connection. 


“Completion” Possibly Not Final 

The angel who visited Joseph Smith on the night of September 21, 
1823, quoted the prophet Malachi as follows: 

l or behold the day cometh that shall bum as an oven, and all the proud, yea, and all 
that do wickedly shall burn as stubble, for they that cometh shall burn them saith the Lord of 
hosts, that it shall leave them neither root nor branch. . . . 

Behold, I will reveal unto you the priesthood by the hand of Elijah the prophet before 
the coming of the great and dreadful day of the Lord.. . . 

And he shall plant in the hearts of the children the promises made to the fathers, and the 
hearts of the children shall turn to their fathers; if it were not so the whole earth would be 
utterly wasted at his coming. 33 


This differs at important points from the King James Version of 
Malachi, but the Inspired Version is identical with the King James 
Version. 
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Changes made at some points in the Inspired Version were not 
followed consistently. Thus, the Inspired Version of Acts 2:27 says, 
“Thou wilt not leave my soul in prison .” The King James Version says 
“Thou wilt not leave my soul in hell.” But the word “prison” in the 
Inspired Version is never again so translated. On the fifty-three other 
occasions when the same word occurs, the Inspired and King James 
versions both use the term hell . 

“Which” and “that” are changed consistently to “who” in the first 
three gospels and up to the close of John 6. “Saith” is similarly changed 
to “said” throughout the same chapters. Few such changes are made 
after this point. 

Some passages were corrected, but the parallel references were not 
corrected. Examples are Matthew 26:22-24. 34 A parallel text in Luke 
22:19, 20 was not corrected to harmonize with Matthew. Again, Isaiah 
65:1 was corrected. This text is quoted in Romans 10:20 but at this 
point is left uncorrected. 35 

Emma Smith Bidamon, writing to her son Joseph on February 10, 
1867, makes clear her recollection of the position of Joseph Smith, Jr., 
as to whether he had completed his work of revision prior to his death. 

My heart is made glad by your report of your progress in the translation as you know 
something of my fears with regard to its publication, on account of what your father said about 
the unfinished condition of the work. 36 

Mormon authors Sperry and Van Wagoner have pointed out that 
the Psalms are evidence of the incompleteness of the translation. They 
say: 

Psalms 1-11 are exactly as in the King James Version. 

Psalms 12-17 contain numerous alterations. 

Psalms 18-32 are exactly as in the King James Version. 

Psalms 33-38 contain some changes. 

“It would be peculiar,” commented former Church Historian Charles A. 
Davies, “for such definite areas as Psalms 1-11 and 18-32 to be free of 
error, while Psalms 12-17 and 33-38 should have errors.” The 
manuscript shows signs of haste at various points, e.g. where a group of 
minor prophets are all marked “correct” without change. 37 

Ready for Publication 

In view of the foregoing, it appears that the manuscript of the 
Inspired Version of the scripture was completed to the point where 
Joseph Smith and the First Presidency contemplated publication. 

Members of the Presidency expected the publishing to be 
done under their supervision, and sought to arrange this as late as 1841. 
There is no available evidence that they ever decided not to publish it. 

In view of the difficulties encountered in publishing the Palmyra 
edition of the Book of Mormon, and the revelations in the 
Independence edition of the Evening and the Morning Sfar, the desire 
to give personal supervision to publication of the Inspired Version may 
have been because the members of the Presidency wanted to proofread 
the printed copy. Or it may have been to give Joseph a chance to 
further change the text, such as making parallel references conform to 
changes already made. This is conjecture only, but it does not seem to 
be unreasonable. 
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Revisions of earlier revisions are apparent in the manuscript. No 
one knows if they were made before or after July 2, 1833, when it was 
indicated that the work had been “completed.” Nor is it known when 
revisions on separate pieces of paper were attached to the manuscript. 
But even if these were added after July 2, 1833, this does not appear to 
have any bearing on the determination of those concerned to publish. 

All who believe that Joseph Smith was divinely inspired to 
produce the “New Translation” of the scripture wish that his work had 
been completed in the fullest possible sense. But even if not all is 
available that could be desired, there is enough to indicate major lines 
of revision, and parts which have not been changed can be read in the 
light of changes in parallel passages. It would seem that this, and the 
additions already noted, would fully justify publication. 

The publication of important parts of the Inspired Version was 
undertaken during the lifetime of Joseph Smith, apparently on the 
understanding that these covered “in full” the topics with which they 
dealt. Major portions of the Inspired Version of Genesis appeared in the 
Evening and the Morning Star in August 1832, and elsewhere. 30 The 
twenty-fourth chapter of Matthew was published on a single sheet at a 
date and place not yet fully confirmed but possibly in 1834 and 
possibly at Kirtland. This sheet was captioned “An Extract from the 
New Testament of the Bible.” 39 All of these items were included in the 
Pearl of Great Price which was first published in Liverpool, England, in 
1851. A somewhat amended version of this edition of the Pearl of 
Great Price is now the fourth “standard book” of the Mormon church. 

In view of the foregoing there does not seem to be any great 
advantage in debating the matter of completion at length. The Mormon 
church has published and canonized a large part of the Inspired 
Version. The Reorganized Church has published what Joseph 
apparently desired to have published. Anyone who wishes may 
purchase and use the publication. 


The Authorized Version 


Important though the Inspired Version was, it was not vital to the 
faith of the Saints of the early Restoration. The fact that it was not 
published during the lifetime of Joseph Smith was regarded as a serious 
handicap, but the King James Version was nevertheless treasured and 
used. When the ministers were instructed to “teach the principles of my 
gospel which are in the Bible and the Book of Mormon” 40 the Bible 
which they used without hesitation was the King James Version. When 
the elders called on their enemies to “bring forth their strong 
reasons” 41 in debate, these elders relied on the popular version and the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit for their victory. 

It was against this background that Joseph Smith wrote to John 
Wentworth of the Chicago Democrat in 1842: “We believe the Bible to 
be the word of God so far as it is translated correctly. . . .” 4Z Two 
years later he spelled this out in some detail in an article in the Times 
and Seasons: 
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If any man writes to you, or preaches to you, doctrines contrary to the Bible, the Book 
of Mormon, or the Book of Doctrine and Covenants set him down as an imposter. You need 
not write to us to know what to do with such men; you have the authority with you. Try them 
by the principles contained in the acknowledged word of God.... Follow after purity, virtue 
holiness, integrity, godliness, and everything that has a tendency to exalt and ennoble the 
human mind; and shun every man who teaches any other principles. 43

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II. THE PUBLICATION OF THE INSPIRED VERSION 
OF THE HOLY SCRIPTURES 


The manuscript of the New Translation was probably among the 
efforts of Joseph Smith, Jr., at the time of his assassination. His widow 
Emma knew what the work of revision had cost Joseph and Sidney 
Rigdon, and she safeguarded the manuscripts with great care. When 
Apostle Willard Richards, an associate of Brigham Young, called on 
Emma in August 1844, she said that she “did not feel disposed to give 
it up at present.” 1 Joseph Smith III, her oldest son, saw it from time to 
time but did not read it while residing in his mother’s home. 2 

Mormon historians state that Dr. John M. Bemhisel made a copy 
of the Inspired Version manuscript. 3 We do not know when this copy 
was made and have no indication which of the changes made by the 
prophet were included and which were not then available. 

As has been noted, the Revelation of Moses and the Prophecy of 
Enoch were published prior to the death of Joseph Smith. 4 These were 
republished in England in 1851 as part of the Pearl of Great Price. Also 
included in the Pearl of Great Price was the Inspired Version of 
Matthew 24, which had appeared as a single sheet possibly printed in 
Kirtland in 1834. 


Preparing the Manuscript 

At the General Conference of 1866 it was “resolved that the time 
has arrived for the church to publish the New Translation 
immediately.” 5 The next day it was further resolved 

That William Marks, I. L. Rogers, and W. W. Blair be appointed a committee to confer 
with Sister Emma Bidamon respecting the relinquishment of the manuscripts of the New 
Translation of the Scriptures for the purpose of publishing the same for the church and to the 
world, and that said committee be empowered to enter into and fulfill the contract for the 
same. 

That the manuscript of the Scriptures be engrossed and the engrossed copy put into the 
hands of the printer, with a view to the preservation of the original copy. 

That President J. Smith, 1. L. Rogers, and Ebenezer Robinson be appointed a committee 
to publish the New Translation, and that they may be empowered to act in the name of the 
church, to lake all necessary steps to secure its speedy completion. 6 

The committee went to work without delay, and the last Herald of 
1867 announced that the Inspired Translation of the Holy Scriptures 
was ready for mailing, five hundred out of the first edition of five 
thousand having just been received at the Herald Office. 7 

In the Temple Lot Suit Joseph Smith III said: 

When wc received the manuscript from my mother it was secured in a bundle by itself, 
wrapped up with covering on it. 1 do not know that there was any specific seal on it. but there 
may have been wafer seals on the outside of the cover, and if so they may have been broken. 

I cannot say that I know of any specific authority by which she had it in her custody, or 
how she was made the custodian for it. 

I know what she said about delivering it to the committee; she said that she had been 
entrusted with it, and she kept it as faithfully as she could, and she was glad to be relieved ol its 
care, and she believed that she had put it into the right hands, and that the time had come for it 
to be published . . , B 
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The committee found four manuscripts. These are usually 
numbered two, three, four, and five. The manuscript numbered one is 
as authentic as the others, but it did not come into the possession of 
the Reorganized Church until 1903, when it was secured through the 
Whitmer heirs at the same time as the manuscript of the Book of 
Mormon, and so was not available to the committee on publications in 
1866. 

Here is a brief description of all the manuscripts: 

1. This is a fragment of 15 2/3 pages comprising Section 22 of the 
Doctrine and Covenants and Genesis 1-7. It is in the handwriting of 
John Whitmer. 

2. This is a fragment of 61 pages comprising Section 22 and 
chapters 1-24:42a of the Book of Genesis. It is a revision of the text of 
Old Testament “manuscript one” plus some new material and is in the 
handwriting of John Whitmer, Oliver Cowdery, Emma Smith, and 
Sidney Rigdon. 

3. This manuscript comprises three folios or sections of paper and 
totals 119 pages in all, the last 23 being unnumbered. It includes 
Section 22 of the Doctrine and Covenants and the whole of the Old 
Testament Genesis 1-24 written out in full. The remainder consists of 

notations indicating the verses of the King James Version revised by 
Joseph Smith, Jr. The handwriting of manuscript three is largely that of 
Sidney Rigdon, although several other handwritings, not fully 
identified, appear. This is a further revision of Old Testament 
manuscripts one and two plus added material beyond Genesis 24:42a. 
It is itself revised at some points. This fact is indicated by marginal 
interpolations in different colors of ink. Interpolations too extensive 
for recording in the manuscript were written out on separate scraps of 
paper and pinned to the manuscript. On page 119 is a notation 
“Finished on the second day of July, 1833.” 

4. This is a fragment of 65 pages on which the full text of 
Matthew 1 to 26:71a is written out in full. On the first page is the 
date—March 8, 1831. On page 21 is the note “Thus far transcribed 
April 7, 1831” in the handwriting of Sidney Rigdon. 

5. The second New Testament manuscript comprises four folios 
numbered one to four and totaling 154 pages. The biblical text is 
written out completely to the end of the fifth chapter of the gospel 
according to John. From here on notations indicate the revised verses. 
The first folio bears the date April 4,1831, on its first page. The second 
folio bears the date September 25, 1831, on its first page. There are no 
dates on the other two folios. The handwriting throughout is that of 
Sidney Rigdon. 

This second New Testament manuscript contains numerous 
revisions in dark ink, with about a dozen corrections and interpolations 
transcribed on separate scraps of paper which were pinned to the 
manuscript. 

The committee employed Marietta Hodges Faulconer (later 
Marietta Walker) and Mark H. Forscutt to prepare a manuscript from 
which the actual printing could be done. Mrs. Faulconer copied the Old 

Testament to the end of the Psalms, and Elder Forscutt transcribed the 
remainder of the Old Testament and all the New Testament. The work 
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was done during the last six months of 1866 and in general was based 
on Old Testament manuscript three and New Testament manuscript 
two. 9 


Types of Changes 

The manuscript produced for the Publication Committee of 1866 
contained 428 pages in twenty-four folios. Ten of these covered the Old 
Testament and fourteen covered the New Testament. The copyists 
(Faulconer and Forscutt) delivered their manuscripts to the committee 
in January 1867. The committee then compared the material prepared 
with the original manuscript and modified its manuscript so that it 
assumed the final format for the use of the printer. A large share of the 
committee work lay in the areas of final chapter division (although 
some was indicated in the manuscript), versification, punctuation, and, 
in a few situations, decision on textual renditions. 10 

Following this Introduction is the complete listing of changes in 
the Inspired Version, but here we give some indication of the more 
obvious or more readily classified changes. 

The Inspired Version did not include the Song of Solomon. This 
had been marked in the manuscript, “The Song of Solomon not 
inspired writing.” 

It did not include the Apocrypha. This was in harmony with 
instruction received in the revelation of March 9, 1833. 11 

It did not include any of the “lost books” in which many biblical 
scholars were interested. 

No changes were made in Esther, Ecclesiastes, Lamentations, 
Obadiah, Micah, Nahum, Habakkuk, Zephaniah, Haggai, Malachi, or the 

Second and Third Epistles of John. This was because the manuscript 
noted all but Ecclesiastes as “correct.” No comment occurs in relation 
to Ecclesiastes; for this reason it is included in the authorized version 
without change. 

It did include the revelation of June 1830, but this was used as an 
introduction rather than as part of the scriptural text itself. 12 

It also included as Genesis 1:1 to 6:71 material described in the 
manuscript as “a revelation to the elders of the Church of Christ on the 
first Book of Moses” and “a revelation concerning Adam after he had 
been driven out of the Garden of Eden.” 

It included the revelation of December 1830 13 as Genesis 7:1-78a. 

Next in importance in the number of changes in the Old 
Testament were those made in Isaiah, where 156 verses were altered. 14 

More than twice as many verses were changed in the New 
Testament as were changed in the Old. 15 More changes were made in 
the gospel of Matthew than in the other three gospels combined. 
Matthew (23 and 24) of the Inspired Version contains the most 
significant of these changes. Many of the changes were purely incidental 
(such as “saith” to “said”), and other changes were made for smoother 
reading rather than for any basic difference in meaning. 

In 1894 Elder Rudolph Etzenhouser published a fairly extensive 
comparison of passages chosen from the King James, Revised, and 
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Inspired versions of the Bible. These were arranged in parallel 
columns. 16 Elder Etzenhouser notes the elimination of contra¬ 
dictions, 17 the clarification of meanings,' a and the addition of 
information. 19 While many of these changes were brief and can be 
worked out with little study, there are some which are of considerable 
significance. 20 


Adjustments by the Committee 

A few of the adjustments made by the committee are of historical 
importance, and should be noted. 

The committee dropped the titles of the revelations described as 
“the First Book of Moses” and “a revelation concerning Adam after he 
had been driven out of the Garden of Eden” and made the content of 
these revelations into seven chapters having the subheadings which now 
appear in the Inspired Version. 

Manuscript one was not available to the committee. Manuscript 
two rendered Genesis 7:39 as “. . . I gave them their knowledge in the 
day that I created them.” Manuscript three had “intelligence” in the 
place of “knowledge.” The committee chose to follow the earlier 
version and the Doctrine and Covenants parallel, 21 and the 1867 
edition reads “. . . I gave them their knowledge in the day that I created 
them.” 

The next verse was rendered “. . . and that they should choose me 
their Father ” in manuscript two. 22 The committee chose to follow this 
rather than manuscript three which rendered the passage “. . . and they 
should serve me their God . ” 

The committee also made the titles of the gospels harmonize. In 
the manuscript these read as “The Testimony of St. Matthew,” “The 
Gospel According to St. Mark,” “Luke,” and “The Testimony of 
John.” All these were changed to “The Testimony of . . .” 

In New Testament folio one, page 16 of the committee's 
manuscript, a problem arose from the faulty transcription of Matthew 
7:14-15 from manuscript 1 to 2. The committee decided in favor of 
manuscript 1. 

In Matthew 7:22, I.V. (7:13 K.J.V.) the committee had to choose 
between “death” and “destruction,”; the latter was chosen. 

There is no evidence that these adjustments were anything other 
than the attempts of honest and intelligent men to say what the 
situation required. Nor is there any reason to suspect that any ulterior 
motives or persuasions inclined them one way or the other. 


The Manner of Translation 

The Old Testament manuscripts begin with the revelations already 
mentioned. The first New Testament manuscript is captioned “a 
Translation of the New Testament translated by the power of God.” 
The other New Testament manuscript is captioned “a Translation of 
the New Testament by Joseph Smith, Jr.” The preface to the 1867 
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edition of the Inspired Version says: “As concerning the manner of 
translation and correction, it is evident, from the manuscripts and the 
testimony of those who were conversant with the facts, that it was 
done by direct revelation from God.” 

From consideration of these statements it has been thought by 
some students that the changes made in producing the Inspired Version 
of the Holy Scriptures were divinely imparted to Joseph Smith in such 
a manner that he was a willing medium but nothing more. The content 
of the changes made was held to be of God, with Joseph having no part 
in them except to transmit them. This does not appear to be borne out 
by study of the manuscripts. 

The “revision” or “translation” was done under a high degree of 
spiritual illumination. No reference books were used. No ancient 
documents were involved. There was no “Urim and Thummim.” While 
Sidney Rigdon appears to have shared something of the spirit of the 
Translator, 23 there is no evidence that he ever claimed to do more than 
write according to Joseph’s dictation. 

The illumination granted Joseph Smith apparently took two 
forms. There was the inspiration through which additional material was 
provided, as in the forepart of Genesis. It is possible that even brief 
changes may have been presented to Joseph in this manner. Then, too, 
there was the inspiration by which other important changes were 
made—the type of inspiration which required that the translator should 
“study out” the material under consideration until his own insights 
were confirmed by the testimony of the Holy Spirit. 24 In the New 
Testament manuscript written out to the end of John 5 there is 
evidence of much study and painstaking correction. Exodus 32 25 has 
several revisions which were originally considered but not carried 
through. An interpolation in Matthew 17:10-11 26 shows that Joseph 
was seeking further light at this point. Such changes as “saith” to 
“said” and “which” to “who” were editorial rather than inspired. 

The available evidence indicates that the 1867 “New Translation” 
of the scriptures was the final product of several revelatory experiences 
given to Joseph Smith, Jr., during the summer and fall of 1830, plus the 
revision of parts of the Authorized Version under inspiration granted to 
Joseph in connection with the study of that version, 27 as this material 
was edited and further corrected by Joseph Smith as he prepared Old 
Testament manuscript three and New Testament manuscript two, and, 
finally, as these were prepared and copied and published under the 
authority of the 1866 Publication Committee of the Reorganized 
Church.

III. THE INSPIRED VERSION TODAY 

The Inspired Version of the Holy Scriptures is accepted by the 
church as one of its “Standard Books.” At the semiannual General 
Conference of 1878 a resolution was adopted stating: 

That this body, representing the Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, does 
hereby authoritatively endorse the Holy Scriptures, as revised, corrected and translated by the 
Spirit of revelation, by Joseph Smith Jr., the Seer, and as published by the church we 
represent. 1 

The following supplementary action was also adopted: 

That this body, representing the Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
recognize the Holy Scriptures, the Book of Mormon, the revelations of God contained in the 
Book of Doctrine and Covenants, and all other revelations which have been or shall be revealed 
through God’s appointed prophet, which have been or may be hereafter accepted by the church 
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as the standard of authority on all matters of church government and doctrine, and the final 
standard of reference on appeal in all controversies arising, or which may arise in this Church of 
Christ. 2 

In the ensuing year there was considerable discussion of the 
second of those resolutions, particularly in relation to the Doctrine and 
Covenants, and the Decatur District requested the church to define its 
position more closely. The General Conference referred this request to 
the First Presidency. The report of the First Presidency, which was 
approved by the Conference, includes the following, which is important 
to our understanding of the nature of the “Standard Books”: 3 

... it is not intended, or indeed practicable to bind, or proscribe the liberty of conscience, 
whereby violence is done to the honesty and integrity of the people by prescribing dogmas and 
tenets other than the plain provisions of the gospel, as affirmed in the New Testament, Book of 
Mormon, and Doctrine and Covenants, and set forth in the Epitome of Faith and 
Doctrine. . .. The elders should confine their teaching to such doctrines and tenets, church 
articles and practices, a knowledge of which is necessary to obedience and salvation. . .. 

The Standard Books are authoritative guides. But we do not claim that 
every word of every one of them is divinely dictated so as to be entirely 
free from error. 


Plenary Inspiration* 

The church has said by Conference action that “plenary 
inspiration has never been affirmed by the church.” 4 Joseph Smith III 
applied this directly to the Inspired Version in his testimony in the 
Temple Lot Suit, when he said: 

We regard the Inspired Translation, and take it for just what it purports to be, a 
correction and translation of the Old and New Testaments by the spirit of inspiration, by 
Joseph Smith, and place it side by side with the Book of Mormon and the Book of Doctrine 
and Covenants. 

We do not consider it infallible, nor do we consider the Bible infallible. We do not 
consider anything that passes through human hands to be infallible. We do not believe in the 
plenary inspiration of the Bible, we hold that everything which passes through human hands is 
fallible_ 

. . . There is no tribunal this side of the judgment seat of God that can determine 
whether anything is true or not true absolutely; but when anything is accepted, of course it is 
binding upon the church, although we do not attempt to pass upon the question of its fallibility 
or infallibility. 5 


Our study of the Inspired Version manuscript should help us here, 
for there were places where Joseph clearly revised his own earlier 
revisions. Knowledge of this fact should not disturb us. Rather, it 
should help us to understand more clearly the part which the prophet 
plays in the total revelatory experience. When we refer to the Inspired 
Version of the Holy Scriptures we are referring to the inspiration which 


^Plenary means full, perfect, unqualified. Believers in plenary inspiration hold that the 
inspiration of the scriptures extends fully to all its parts. Those who believe in verbal 
inspiration hold that every word of the scriptures was divinely dictated in the original. The 
term “plenary inspiration” is frequently used to cover both meanings. This is generally true in 
RLDS literature. For this reason it has been used in this broader sense in these articles. 
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enlightened and guided Joseph in his work rather than to some special 
and final rightness in the words which he wrote. 

It was important that the message should be phrased as accurately 
as possible, and particularly that what Joseph regarded as 
mistranslations and contradictions should be removed. To this Joseph 
gave painstaking attention. But it was not possible to so phrase the 
revision that it would be safeguarded against the changes of meaning 
which occur in all language as it is shaped and polished in the ordinary 
commerce of daily life. Moreover, it was not possible, nor will it ever be 
possible, to convey meaning through words alone, no matter how 
carefully these words may be selected and joined. All great poets and 
writers bear testimony to this. Always the truth escapes our modes of 
expression. This is not merely a matter of accuracy in the legal sense 
but of warmth and color and suggestiveness. The inspired word is a 
divinely given means to understanding, but it must be augmented by 
study and by the enlightenment of the Spirit before it can fully 
discharge its mission. 

The idea of plenary inspiration was accepted for a long time by a 
great majority of Christians. It was an attempt to explain what is 
undoubtedly true, and what their experience taught them to accept as 
true: that the Bible does indeed contain the word of God, and that 
those who study it under the guidance of the Spirit which inspired and 
preserved it find it a means of revelation and a sure guide in the way of 
salvation. But the theory itself—this particular way of explaining what 
Christians know to be true—no longer stands the test of careful 
scrutiny. Joseph Smith’s work on the Inspired Version makes this 
abundantly clear. Nor did he stand alone in this. The Wesleys and the 
Campbells and Noah Webster all published new versions of all or part of 
the scriptures before the Inspired Version was completed. 

Theories Concerning the Bible 

The theory of plenary inspiration is not the only theory 
concerning the Bible which has both helped and hindered students. 
Theories are necessary, for they express a point of view, and without 
some such point of departure we can never get anywhere. But we need 
to recognize theories for what they are, and to use them or modify 
them or abandon them in light of our growing experience. This is as 
true of theories concerning the Inspired Version as it is of any other 
theories. What we must do is to keep coming back to the Inspired 
Version itself, using it for its demonstrated values and shaping our 
theories about it in light of the book itself. When we do this and find 
whole books marked “Correct” in the manuscript and so identical with 
the Authorized Version, we are not thereby required to say that the 
translators of the Authorized Version produced their own inspired 
version of these particular books. What we may find ourselves saying is 
that the Authorized Version and the Inspired Version are adequate to 
our needs, subject to such further light as changing circumstances may 
call forth and the grace of God may grant us. This further light is not 
beyond possibility. Joseph Smith, Jr., himself gave light on the 
scriptures which he did not embody in the Inspired Version. 6 Thirty 
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years after the publication of the Inspired Version an editor of the 
Herald —Joseph Smith, R. S. Salyards, or Heman C. Smith—concluded a 
discussion of the story of Jephthah’s daughter 7 with these words: 

.. . we are content to abide by the record until such lime as the Lord may correct it if wrong 
rather than to waste time and energy in hunting for or inventing ways to evade the plain words 
of the record itself.® 


Types of Revelation 

It will be seen from the foregoing that study of the Inspired 
Version of the Holy Scriptures indicates that the spirit of revelation 
functions at different levels. We do not know how it functioned with 
regard to the added or “restored” material in the book of Genesis. Nor 
do we know just how it functioned with regard to corrections where 
Joseph appears to have “studied it out” and sought the confirmation of 
the Spirit in harmony with the principle set forth in Doctrine and 
Covenants 9:3. But we do know that we have no evidence of any 
documents being involved in the Genesis additions, and we also know 
that the Authorized Version was used in connection with the 
corrections which Joseph made elsewhere. It is not clear what the 
significance of the differences may be, but they are there. And when we 
consider the matter in the light of our own experience we know that 
some different levels of responsiveness to the Spirit are unavoidable. No 
man can go about the constantly changing affairs of life, carrying such 
heavy and diverse responsibilities as Joseph carried, and then come back 
and yield himself responsively to the guidance of the Spirit and do so 
with the same singleness of purpose month after month. 

This is not written in an attempt to disparage any or all of the 
Inspired Version. My purpose, rather, is to emphasize the fact that it is 
the message of the Bible and not the exactness of its verbiage, nor even 
the manner in which it has come to us, which is important. Here, as 
everywhere, “the letter killeth, but the Spirit giveth life.” 9 

My further purpose has been to call attention to the generally 
accepted belief of the Saints that there is in the Inspired Version some 
material which was received by “direct revelation” when, presumably, 
Joseph was particularly attuned to the divine mind. The additions to 
the manuscript do not prove that there actually was such “direct 
revelation.” Nor do they disprove it. Proof is outside their province. 
What they do is to give the message. The proof must come, if it is to 
come at all, in study of the coherence of the additions with the 
remainder of the text. And this must be done in light of our growing 
intellectual and spiritual insights. In deciding what we believe or what 
we find inspiring, we are important. But we do not stand alone. We 
stand in the fellowship of the Saints, and have been promised the 
guidance of the Spirit. 

I have found the testimony of Joseph Smith III especially helpful 
in relation to the revelation of 1894. He said: 

It will be noted that in the reception and embodiment of the revelation found in the 
Doctrine and Covenants as Section 124, there was a marked change in the method employed. 
That l was directed to write gives the communication the characteristic of apparent dictation. I 
seemed to feel and recognize the presence of an Administrator by whom the counsel was 
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delivered to me,.and I was more sensibly impressed by the personification of the Spirit in form 
than l had ever been before-if that were possible. 10 

President Smith did not say that this method of revelation was 
preferable. But he did say that it was possible. He had experienced it. 

Using the Inspired Version 

Most members of the various Christian churches own copies of the 
Authorized (King James) Version of the Bible. Some also have access to 
the Revised Standard Version (R.S.V.) or the New English Bible (N.E.B.) 
or to translations by Weymouth, Knox, Phillips, Goodspeed, Moffatt, or 
others. When we sit down with any or all of these and with the Inspired 
Version, we come close to having Joseph Smith at our elbow to explain 
the points of difference which we find there. When this happens, we find 
ourselves sharing the spirit of the early Restoration with its deep concern 
over the ministry of the leaders of earlier dispensations to the people of 
later times and places; 11 we note the light thrown on John 1:42 by the 
insertion of “a seer”; and we welcome the small but illuminating change 
made in II Timothy 3:16 of the Inspired Version and now coming to be 
accepted by modern scholars. The Inspired Vesion says, “All scripture 
given by inspiration of God is profitable.. . . ” J. T. Sunderland says: 


It has long been known to scholars that the rendering in our common version is wrong. 
The Revised Version gives it correctly as follows: “Every scripture inspired of God is also 
profitable for teaching .. ,” 12 

This use of the Inspired Version in association with other versions 
was advocated in an editorial in the Saints* Herald some seventy years 
ago. The editorial was called forth by attacks made on the Inspired 
Version by persons not associated with any branch of the 
Restoration. 13 It ended with these words: 

We believe that... the Inspired Scripture is a decided improvement on the Common 
Version. And while we do not disparage the King James’ Version, we believe that both the Bible 
and the Holy Scriptures are given to us as containing the word of God, and should be used 
conjointly. 


The Authority of the Inspired Version 

In the final analysis the authority of the Bible, in any version, 
depends on its demonstrated values. The Inspired Version, like all other 
versions, must be judged on its merits when used in the household of 
faith. Obviously it has no merit for those who ignore or deride its 
claims. Less obviously, perhaps, but no less truly, it has no merit for 
those who own it but never read it. It has the greatest value for those 
who study it with intelligent concern, in the spirit of prayer, and in 
consultation with others who approach it in similar fashion. 

When I have sought to use the Inspired Version of the Holy 
Scriptures in this way, I have often found it indeed “a lamp unto my 
feet and a light unto my path.*’ 14 Many times such a study has been 
accompanied by the clear and persuasive influence of the Holy Spirit.

But such illumination and such witness of the Spirit has not been 
confined to the study of the Inspired Version. Indeed, I do not recall an 
occasion when I have applied myself to any version of the Word in the 
spirit of prayer when I have not been conscious of enlightenment which 
I could not command of my own power. From this I have concluded 
that although the version of the Bible used may be very important, and 
often is, it is not all-important. Openness to the guidance of the Spirit 
of God is always the most important.

20 And Adam called his wife’s 
name Eve; because she was the mother 
of all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of skins, 
and clothed them. 

22 And the Lord God said, Behold, 
the man is become as one of us, to 
know good and evil: and now, lest he 
put forth his hand, and take also of 
the tree of life, and eat, and live for 
ever: 

23 Therefore the Lord God sent 
him forth from the garden of Eden, to 
till the ground from whence he was 
taken. 


24 So he drove out the man; and he 
placed at the east of the garden of 
Eden Cherubims, and a flaming sword 
which turned every way, to keep the 
way of the tree of life. 
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that Adam began to till the earth, and 
to have dominion over all the beasts of 
the field, and to eat his bread by the 
sweat of his brow, as I, the Lord had 
commanded him, and Eve also, his 
wife, did labor with him. 

2 And Adam knew his wife, and she 
bare unto him sons and daughters, and 
they began to multiply, and to re* 
plenish the earth.

7 And then the angel spake, saying, 
This thing is a similitude of the sacri¬ 
fice of the Only Begotten of the Fath¬ 
er, which is full of grace and truth; 

8 Wherefore, thou shalt do all that 
thou doest, in the name of the Son. 
And thou shalt repent, and call upon 
God, in the name of the Son for ever¬ 
more. 

9 And in that day, the Holy Ghost 
fell upon Adam, which beareth record 
of the Father and the Son, saying, I 
am the Only Begotten of the Father 
from the beginning, henceforth and 
for ever; that, as thou hast fallen, thou 
mayest be redeemed, and all mankind, 
even as many as will. 
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10 And in that day Adam blessed 
God, and was filled, and began to 
prophesy concerning all the families of 
the earth; saying, Blessed be the name 
of God, for because of my transgres¬ 
sion my eyes are opened, and in this 
life I shall have joy, and again, in the 
flesh I shall see God. 

11 And Eve, his wife, heard all 
these things and was glad, saying, Were 
it not for our transgression, we never 
should have had seed, and never 
should have known good and evil, and 
the joy of our redemption, and the 
eternal life which God giveth unto all 
the obedient. 

12 And Adam and Eve blessed the 
name of God; and they made all things 
known unto their sons and their 
daughters. 

13 And Satan came among them, 
saying, I am also a son of God, and he 
commanded them, saying, Believe it 
not. And they believed it not; and 
they loved Satan more than God. And 
men began from that time forth to be 
carnal, sensual and devilish.

12 And Adam also, and his wife, 
mourned before the Lord, because of 
Cain and his brethren. 

13 And it came to pass, that Cain 
took one of his brother’s daughters to 
wife, and they loved Satan more than 
God. 


2 And she again bare his brother 
Abel. And Abel was a keeper of sheep, 
but Cain was a tiller of the ground. 


3 And in process of time it came to 
pass, that Cain brought of the fruit of 
the ground an offering unto the Lord.

*33 And Lamech said unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice, ye 
wives of Lamech; hearken unto my 
speech, for 1 have slain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my 
hurt. 

34 If Cain shall be avenged seven¬ 
fold, truly Lamech shall be seventy 
and seven fold. 

35 For, Lamech having entered into 
a covenant with Satan, after the man-

15 And the Lord said unto him.

22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubal- 
cain, an instructor of every artificer in 
brass and iron: and the sister of Tubal- 
cain was Naamah. 

23 And Lamech said unto his wives. 
Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice; ye 
wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
speech: for I have slain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my 
hurt. 

24 If Cain shall be avenged seven¬ 
fold, truly Lamech seventy and seven¬ 
fold. 
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ner of Cain, wherein he became Master 
Mahan, master of that great secret 
which was administered unto Cain by 
Satan; 

36 And Irad, the son of Enoch, hav¬ 
ing known their secret, began to reveal 
it unto the sons of Adam; wherefore, 
Lamech, being angry, slew him, not 
like unto Cain his brother Abel for the 
sake of getting gain; but he slew him 
for the oath’s sake; 

37 For, from the days of Cain, 
there was a secret combination, and 
their works were in the dark, and they 
knew every man his brother. 

38 Wherefore the Lord cursed 
Lamech and his house, and all they 
that had covenanted with Satan; for 
they kept not the commandments of 
God. And it displeased God, and he 
ministered not unto them. 

39 And their works were abomina¬ 
tions, and began to spread among all 
the sons of men. And it was among the 
sons of men. 

40 And among the daughters of 
men, these things were not spoken; be¬ 
cause that Lamech had spoken the 
secret unto his wives, and they re¬ 
belled against him, and declared these 
things abroad, and had not compas¬ 
sion. 

41 Wherefore Lamech was despised, 
and cast out, and came not among the 
sons of men, lest he should die. 

42 And thus the works of darkness 
began to prevail among all the sons of 
men. 

43 And God cursed the earth with a 
sore curse, and was angry with the 
wicked, with all the sons of men 
whom he had made, for they would 
not hearken unto his voice, nor believe 
on his Only Begotten Son, even him 
whom he declared should come in the 
meridian of time; who was prepared 
from before the foundation of the 
world. 

44 And thus the gospel began to be 
preached from the beginning, being de¬ 
clared by holy angels, sent forth from 
the presence of God; and by his own 
voice, and by the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 
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45 And thus all things were con¬ 
firmed unto Adam by an holy ordi¬ 
nance; and the gospel preached; and a 
decree sent forth that it should be in 
the world until the end thereof; and 
thus it was. Amen.

8 Now this prophecy Adam spake, 
as he was moved upon by the Holy 
Ghost. 

9 And a genealogy was kept of the 
children of God. And this was the 
book of the generations of Adam, say¬ 
ing, In the day that God created man, 
(in the likeness of God made he him,) 
in the image of his own body, male 
and female created he them, and 
blessed them, and called their name

10 And Adam lived one hundred 
and thirty years, and begat a son in his 
own likeness, after his own image, and 
called his name Seth.

Wherefore Enos 
prophesied also. And Seth lived after 
he begat Enos, eight hundred and 
seven years, and begat many sons and 
daughters. 

13 And the children of men were 
numerous upon all the face of the 
land. And in those days, Satan had 
great dominion among men, and raged 
in their hearts; and from thenceforth 
came wars and bloodshed. 

14 And a man’s hand was against 
his own brother in administering 
death, because of secret works, seeking 
for power. And all the days of Seth 
were nine hundred and twelve years; 
and he died. 

15 And Enos lived ninety years, 
and begat Cainan. And Enos, and the 
residue of the people of God, came 
out from the land which was called 
Shulon, and dwelt in a land of prom¬ 
ise, which he called after his own son, 
whom he had named Cainan. 

16 And Enos lived, after he begat 
Cainan, eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat many sons and daugh¬ 
ters. And all the days of Enos were 
nine hundred and five years; and he 
died. 

* 17 And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat Mahalaleel. 

* 18 And Cainan lived after he begat 
Mahalaleel, eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
And all the days of Cainan were nine 
hundred and ten years; and he died. 


3 And Adam lived an hundred and 
thirty years, and begat a son in his 
own likeness, after his image; and 
called his name Seth: 

4 And the days of Adam after he 
had begotten Seth were eight hundred 
years: and he begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters: 

5 And all the days that Adam lived 
were nine hundred and thirty years: 
and he died. 

6 And Seth lived an hundred and 
five years, and begat Enos: 

7 And Seth lived after he begat 
Enos eight hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters: 


8 And all the days of Seth were 
nine hundred and twelve years: and he 
died. 


9 And Enos lived ninety years, and 
begat Cainan: 


10 And Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

11 And all the days of Enos were 
nine hundred and five years: and he 
died. 

12 And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat Mahalaleel: 

13 And Cainan lived after he begat 
Mahalaleel eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

14 And all the days of Cainan were 
nine hundred and ten years: and he 
died. 
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19 And Mahalaleel lived sixty-five 
years, and begat Jared. 

20 And Mahalaleel lived after he be¬ 
gat Jared, eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
And all the days of Mahalaleel were 
eight hundred and ninety-five years; 
and he died. 

21 And Jared lived one hundred 
and sixty-two years, and begat Enoch. 

22 And Jared lived, after he begat 
Enoch, eight hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters. And Jared taught 
Enoch in all the ways of God. 

23 And this is the genealogy of the 
sons of Adam, who was the son of 
God, with whom God himself con¬ 
versed. 

24 And they were preachers of 
righteousness, and spake and prophe¬ 
sied, and called upon all men every¬ 
where to repent. And faith was taught 
unto the children of men. 

25 And it came to pass, that all the 
days of Jared were nine hundred and 
sixty-two years; and he died. 

26 And Enoch lived sixty-five 
years, and begat Methuselah. And it 
came to pass that Enoch journeyed in 
the land, among the people; and as he 
journeyed the Spirit of God descended 
out of heaven, and abode upon him; 

27 And he heard a voice from heav¬ 
en, saying, Enoch, my son, prophesy 
unto this people, and say unto them. 
Repent, for thus sailh the Lord, I am 
angry with this people, and my fierce 
anger is kindled against them; for their 
hearts have waxed hard, and their ears 
are dull of hearing, and their eyes can¬ 
not see afar off. 

28 And for these many generations, 
even since the day that I created them, 
have they gone astray, and have denied 
me, and have sought their own coun¬ 
sels in the dark; and in their own 
abominations have they devised mur¬ 
der, and have not kept the command¬ 
ments which I gave unto their father 
Adam. 

29 Wherefore, they have forsworn 
themselves, and by their oaths they 
have brought upon themselves death. 


15 And Mahalaleel lived sixty and 
five years, and begat Jared: 

16 And Mahalaleel lived after he be¬ 
gat Jared eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel 
were eight hundred ninety and five 
years: and he died. 

18 And Jared lived an hundred six¬ 
ty and two years, and he begat Enoch: 

19 And Jared lived after he begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters: 


20 And all the days of Jared were 
nine hundred sixty and two years: and 
he died. 

21 And Enoch lived sixty and five 
years, and begat Methuselah: 
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30 And an hell I have prepared for 
them, if they repent not; 

31 And this is a decree which I have 
sent forth in the beginning of the 
world, from mine own mouth, from 
the foundation thereof; and by the 
mouths of my servants, thy fathers, 
have I decreed it; even as it shall be 
sent forth in the world, unto the end 
thereof. 

32 And when Enoch had heard 
these words, he bowed himself to the 
earth, before the Lord, and spake be¬ 
fore the Lord, saying, Why is it that I 
have found favor in thy sight, and am 
but a lad, and all the people hate me, 
for I am slow of speech; wherefore am 
1 thy servant? 

33 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Go forth, and do as 1 have commanded 
thee and no man shall pierce thee. 

34 Open thy mouth, and it shall be 
filled, and I will give thee utterance; 
for all flesh is in my hands, and I will 
do as seemeth me good. 

35 Say unto this people, Choose ye 
this day to serve the Lord God who 
made you. 

36 Behold, my Spirit is upon you; 
wherefore all thy words will I justify, 
and the mountains shall flee before 
you, and the rivers shall turn from 
their course; and thou shalt abide in 
me, and I in you; therefore walk with 
me. 

37 And the Lord spake unto 
Enoch, and said unto him. Anoint 
thine eyes with clay, and wash them, 
and thou shalt see; and he did so. 

38 And he beheld the spirits that 
God had created, and he beheld also 
things which were not visible to the 
natural eye; and from thenceforth 
came the saying abroad in the land, A 
seer hath the Lord raised up unto his 
people. 

39 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
went forth in the land, among the peo¬ 
ple, standing upon the hills, and the 
high places, and cried with a loud 
voice, testifying against their works. 

40 And all men were offended be¬ 
cause of him; and they came forth to 
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hear him upon the high places, saying 
unto the tent-keepers, Tarry ye here 
and keep the tents, while we go yon¬ 
der to behold the seer, for he prophe- 
sieth; and there is a strange thing in 
the land, a wild man hath come among 
us. 

41 And it came to pass when they 
heard him, no man laid hands on him, 
for fear came on them all that heard 
him, for he walked with God. 

42 And there came a man unto 
him, whose name was Mahijah, and 
said unto him, Tell us plainly who 
thou art, and from whence thou 
comest. 

43 And he said unto them, I came 
out from the land of Cainan, the land 
of my fathers, a land of righteousness 
unto this day; and my father taught 
me in all the ways of God. 

44 And it came to pass, as I jour¬ 
neyed from the land of Cainan by the 
sea east, I beheld a vision; and lo, the 
heavens I saw, and the Lord spake 
with me, and gave me commandment; 
wherefore for this cause, to keep the 
commandment, I speak forth these 
words. 

45 And Enoch continued his 
speech, saying, The Lord which spake 
with me, the same is the God of heav¬ 
en, and he is my God and your God, 
and ye are my brethren; and why 
counsel ye yourselves, and deny the 
God of heaven? 

46 The heavens he made; the earth 
is his footstool, and the foundation 
thereof is his; behold, he laid it, and 
hosts of men hath he brought in upon 
the face thereof. 

47 And death hath come upon our 
fathers; nevertheless, we know them, 
and cannot deny, and even the first of 
all we know, even Adam; for a book of 
remembrance we have written among 
us, according to the pattern given by 
the finger of God; and it is given in our 
own language. 

48 And as Enoch spake forth the 
words of God, the people trembled 
and could not stand in his presence. 
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49 And he said unto them, Because 
that Adam fell, we are; and by his fall 
came death, and we are made par¬ 
takers of misery and woe. 

50 Behold, Satan hath come among 
the children of men, and tempteth 
them to worship him; and men have 
become carnal, sensual, and devilish, 
and are shut out from the presence of 
God. 

51 But God hath made known unto 
our fathers, that all men must repent. 

52 And he called upon our father 
Adam, by his own voice, saying, I am 
God; I made the world, and men be¬ 
fore they were in the flesh. 

53 And he also said unto him, If 
thou wilt, turn unto me and hearken 
unto my voice, and believe, and repent 
of all thy transgressions, and be bap¬ 
tized, even in water, in the name of 
mine Only Begotten Son, who is full 
of grace and truth, which is Jesus 
Christ, the only name which shall be 
given under heaven, whereby salvation 
shall come unto the children of men; 
and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, asking all things in his 
name, and whatsoever ye shall ask it 
shall be given you. 

54 And our father Adam spake un¬ 
to the Lord, and said, Why is it that 
men must repent, and be baptized in 
water? 

55 And the Lord said unto Adam, 

Behold, I have forgiven thee thy trans¬ 
gression in the garden of Eden. 

56 Hence came the saying abroad 
among the people, that the Son of 
God hath atoned for original guilt, 
wherein the sins of the parents cannot 
be answered upon the heads of the 
children, for they are whole from the 
foundation of the world. 

57 And the Lord spake unto Adam, 
saying, Inasmuch as thy children are 
conceived in sin, even so, when they 
begin to grow up sin conceiveth in 
their hearts, and they taste the bitter, 
that they may know to prize the good. 

58 And it is given unto them to 
know good from evil; wherefore, they 
are agents unto themselves. 
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59 And 1 have given unto you an¬ 
other law and commandment; where¬ 
fore teach it unto your children, that 
all men, everywhere, must repent, or 
they can in no wise inherit the king¬ 
dom of God. 

60 For no unclean thing can dwell 
there, or dwell in his presence; for, in 
the language of Adam, Man of Holi¬ 
ness is his name; and the name of his 
Only Begotten is the Son of Man, even 
Jesus Christ, a righteous judge, who 
shall come in the meridian of time. 

61 Therefore 1 give unto you a 
commandment, to teach these things 
freely unto your children, saying, that 
by reason of transgression cometh the 
fall, which fall bringeth death; and in¬ 
asmuch as ye were born into the world 
by water and blood, and the spirit, 
which I have made, and so become of 
dust a living soul; 

62 Even so ye must be born again, 
into the kingdom of heaven, of water, 
and of the Spirit, and be cleansed by 
blood, even the blood of mine Only 
Begotten; that ye may be sanctified 
from all sin; and enjoy the words of 
eternal life in this world, and eternal 
life in the world to come; even im¬ 
mortal glory. 

63 For, by the water ye keep the 
commandment; by the Spirit ye are 
justified; and by the blood ye are 
sanctified. 

64 Therefore it is given to abide in 
you, the record of heaven, the Com¬ 
forter, the peaceable things of im¬ 
mortal glory, the truth of all things, 
that which quickeneth all things, which 
maketh alive all things, that which 
knoweth all things, and hath ail power 
according to wisdom, mercy, truth, 
justice and judgment. 

65 And now, behold, I say unto 
you, This is the plan of salvation unto 
all men, through the blood of mine 
Only Begotten, who shall come in the 
meridian of time. 

66 And, behold, all things have 
their likeness; and all things are cre¬ 
ated and made to bear record of me; 
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both things which are temporal, and 
things which are spiritual; things which 
are in the heavens above, and things 
which are on the earth, and things 
which are in the earth, and things 
which are under the earth, both above 
and beneath, all things bear record of 
me. 

67 And it came to pass, when the 
Lord had spoken with Adam our fath¬ 
er, that Adam cried unto the Lord, 
and he was caught away by the Spirit 
of the Lord, and was carried down in¬ 
to the water, and was laid under the 
water, and was brought forth out of 
the water; and thus he was baptized. 

68 And the Spirit of God de¬ 
scended upon him, and thus he was 
born of the Spirit, and became quick¬ 
ened in the inner man. 

69 And he heard a voice out of 
heaven, saying, Thou art baptized with 
fire and with the Holy Ghost; this is 
the record of the Father and the Son, 
from henceforth and for ever; 

70 And thou art after the order of 
him who was without beginning of 
days or end of years, from all eternity 
to all eternity. 

71 Behold, thou art one in me, a 
son of God; and thus may all become 
my sons. Amen. 


CHAPTER 7 


1 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
continued his speech, saying, Behold, 
our father Adam taught these things, 
and many have believed, and become 
the sons of God; and many have be¬ 
lieved not, and have perished in their 
sins, and are looking forth with fear, in 
torment, for the Fiery indignation of 
the wrath of God to be poured out 
upon them. 

2 And from that time forth, Enoch 
began to prophesy, saying unto the 
people, that, as I was journeying, and 
stood in the place Mahujah, and cried 
unto the Lord, there came a voice out 
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of heaven, saying, Turn ye and get ye 
upon the mount Simeon. 

3 And it came to pass, that I turned 
and went up on the mount; and as I 
stood upon the mount, I beheld the 
heavens open, and I was clothed upon 
with glory 

4 And I saw the Lord, and he stood 
before my face, and he talked with 
me, even as a man talketh one with 
another, face to face; and he said unto 
me, Look, and I will show unto thee 
the world for the space of many gener¬ 
ations. 

5 And it came to pass, that I beheld 
in the valley of Shum, and, lo! a great 
people which dwelt in tents, which 
were the people of Shum. 

6 And again the Lord said unto me, 

Look, and I looked towards the north, 
and I beheld the people of Cainan, 
which dwelt in tents. 

7 And the Lord said unto me, 

Prophesy; and I prophesied saying, 

8 Behold, the people of Cainan 
which are numerous, shall go forth in 
battle array against the people of 
Shum, and shall slay them, that they 
shall be utterly destroyed. 

9 And the people of Cainan shall 
divide themselves in the land, and the 
land shall be barren and unfruitful, 
and none other people shall dwell 
there, but the people of Cainan; for, 
behold, the Lord shall curse the land 
with much heat, and the barrenness 
thereof shall go forth for ever. 

10 And there was a blackness came 
upon all the children of Cainan, that 
they were despised among all people. 

11 And it came to pass, that the 
Lord said unto me, Look, and 1 
looked, and I beheld the land of 
Sharon, and the land of Enoch, and 
the land of Omner, and the land of 
Heni, and the land of Shem, and the 
land of Haner, and the land of Hanan- 
nihah, and all the inhabitants thereof. 

12 And the Lord said unto me, Go 
forth to this people, and say unto 
them, Repent; lest 1 come out and 
smite them with a curse, and they die. 
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13 And he gave unto me a com¬ 
mandment, that 1 should baptize in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, who is full of grace and truth, 
and the Holy Ghost which beareth 
record of the Father and the Son. 

14 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
continued to call upon all the people, 
save it were the people of Cainan, to 
repent. 

15 And so great was the faith of 
Enoch, that he led the people of God, 
and their enemies came to battle 
against them, and he spake the word 
of the Lord, and the earth trembled, 
and the mountains fled, even accord¬ 
ing to his command. 

16 And the rivers of water were 
turned out of their course, and the 
roar of the lions was heard out of the 
wilderness. 

17 And all nations feared greatly, 
so powerful was the word of Enoch, 
and so great was the power of the lan¬ 
guage which God had given him. 

18 There also came up a land out of 
the depths of the sea; and so great was 
the fear of the enemies of the people 
of God, that they fled and stood afar 
off, and went upon the land which 
came up out of the depths of the sea. 

19 And the giants of the land also 
stood afar off; and there went forth a 
curse upon all the people which fought 
against God. 

20 And from that time forth, there 
were wars, and bloodshed among 
them; but the Lord came and dwelt 
with his people, and they dwelt in 
righteousness. 

21 And the fear of the Lord was 
upon all nations, so great was the glory 
of the Lord which was upon his peo¬ 
ple. 

22 And the Lord blessed the land, 
and they were blessed upon the moun¬ 
tains, and upon the high places, and 
did flourish. 

23 And the Lord called his people, 

Zion, because they were of one heart 
and of one mind, and dwelt in righ¬ 
teousness; and there were no poor 
among them. 
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24 And Enoch continued his 
preaching in righteousness unto the 
people of God. 

25 And it came to pass in his days, 
that he built a city that was called the 
city of Holiness, even Zion. 

26 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
talked with the Lord, and he said unto 
the Lord, Surely, Zion shall dwell in 
safety for ever. But the Lord said unto 
Enoch, Zion have 1 blessed, but the 
residue of the people have I cursed. 

27 And it came to pass, that the 
Lord showed unto Enoch all the in¬ 
habitants of the earth, and he beheld, 
and lo! Zion in process of time was 
taken up into heaven. 

28 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 

Behold mine abode for ever. 

29 And Enoch also beheld the resi¬ 
due of the people which were the sons 
of Adam, and they were a mixture of 
all the seed of Adam, save it were the 
seed of Cain; for the seed of Cain were 
black, and had not place among them. 

30 And after that Zion was taken 
up into heaven, Enoch beheld, and lo, 
all the nations of the earth were before 
him; and there came generation upon 
generation. 

31 And Enoch was high and lifted 
up, even in the bosom of the Father 
and the Son of Man; and, behold, the 
powers of Satan were upon all the face 
of the earth; and he saw angels de¬ 
scending out of heaven, and he heard a 
loud voice, saying, Woe! woe! be unto 
the inhabitants of the earth! 

32 And he beheld Satan, and he 
had a great chain in his hand, and it 
veiled the whole face of the earth with 
darkness; and he looked up and 
laughed, and his angels rejoiced. 

33 And Enoch beheld angels de¬ 
scending out of heaven, bearing testi¬ 
mony of the Father, and of the Son. 

34 And the Holy Ghost fell on 
many, and they were caught up by the 
powers of heaven into Zion. 

35 And it came to pass, that the 
God of heaven looked upon the resi¬ 
due of the people, and wept; and 
Enoch bore record of it, saying, How 
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is it that the heavens weep, and shed 
forth their tears as the rain upon the 
mountains? And Enoch said unto the 
Lord, How is it that thou canst weep, 
seeing thou art holy, and from all 
eternity to all eternity? 

36 And were it possible that man 
could number the particles of the 
earth, yea, and millions of earths like 
this, it would not be a beginning to the 
number of thy creations; 

37 And thy curtains are stretched 
out still, and thou art there, and thy 
bosom is there; and also, thou art just, 
thou art merciful and kind for ever; 

38 Thou hast taken Zion to thine 
own bosom, from all thy creations, 
from all eternity to all eternity; and 
naught but peace, justice, and truth is 
the habitation of thy throne; and 
mercy shall go before thy face and 
have no end. How is it that thou canst 
weep? 

39 The Lord said unto Enoch, Be¬ 
hold, these thy brethren, they are the 
workmanship of mine own hands, and 
I gave unto them their knowledge in 
the day that I created them. 

40 And in the garden of Eden gave 
I unto man his agency; and unto thy 
brethren have I said, and also gave 
commandment, that they should love 
one another; and that they should 
choose me their Father. 

41 But, behold, they are without 
affection, and they hate their own 
blood; and the fire of mine indignation 
is kindled against them; and in my hot 
displeasure will I send in the floods up¬ 
on them; for my fierce anger is kindled 
against them. 

42 Behold, I am God; Man of Holi¬ 
ness is my name; Man of Counsel is my 
name; and Endless and Eternal is my 
name also. Wherefore I can stretch 
forth my hands and hold all the crea¬ 
tions which I have made, and mine eye 
can pierce them also. 

43 And among all the workmanship 
of my hands there has not been so 
great wickedness as among thy breth¬ 
ren; but, behold, their sins shall be up¬ 
on the heads of their fathers; Satan 
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shall be their father, and misery shall 
be their doom; and the whole heavens 
shall weep over them, even all the 
workmanship of my hands. 

44 Wherefore should not the heav¬ 
ens weep, seeing these shall suffer? 

But, behold, these which thine eyes 
are upon shall perish in the floods; 
and, behold, I will shut them up; a 
prison have I prepared for them, and 
he whom I have chosen has plead be¬ 
fore my face; 

45 Wherefore he suffereth for their 
sins, inasmuch as they will repent, in 
the day that my chosen shall return 
unto me; and until that day they shall 
be in torment. 

46 Wherefore for this shall the 
heavens weep, yea, and all the work¬ 
manship of my hands. 

47 And it came to pass, that the 
Lord spake unto Enoch, and told 
Enoch all the doings of the children of 
men. 

48 Wherefore Enoch knew and 
looked upon their wickedness, and 
their misery; and wept, and stretched 
forth his arms, and his heart swelled 
wide as eternity, and his bowels 
yearned, and all eternity shook. 

49 And Enoch saw Noah also, and 
his family, that the posterity of all the 
sons of Noah should be saved with a 
temporal salvation. 

50 Wherefore Enoch saw that Noah 
built an ark, and the Lord smiled upon 
it, and held it in his own hand; but 
upon the residue of the wicked came 
the floods and swallowed them up. 

51 And as Enoch saw thus, he had 
bitterness of soul, and wept over his 
brethren, and said unto the heavens, 1 
will refuse to be comforted. 

52 But the Lord said unto Enoch, 

Lift up your heart and be glad, and 
look. And it came to pass, that Enoch 
looked, and from Noah he beheld all 
the families of the earth, and he cried 
unto the Lord, saying, When shall the 
day of the Lord come? When shall the 
blood of the righteous be shed, that all 
they that mourn may be sanctified, 
and have eternal life? 
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53 And the Lord said, It shall be in 
the meridian of time; in the days of 
wickedness and vengeance. 

54 And, behold, Enoch saw the day 
of the coming of the Son of Man, even 
in the flesh; and his soul rejoiced, say¬ 
ing, The righteous is lifted up; and the 
Lamb is slain from the foundation of 
the world; and through faith I am in 
the bosom of the Father; and behold, 
Zion is with me! 

55 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
looked upon the earth, and he heard a 
voice from the bowels thereof, saying. 
Woe! woe! is me, the mother of men! I 
am pained, I am weary, because of the 
wickedness of my children! When shall 
I rest, and be cleansed from the filthi¬ 
ness which has gone forth out of me? 
When will my Creator sanctify me, 
that I may rest, and righteousness for a 
season abide upon my face? 

56 And when Enoch heard the 
earth mourn, he wept, and cried unto 
the Lord, saying, O, Lord, wilt thou 
not have compassion upon the earth? 
wilt thou not bless the children of 
Noah? 

57 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
continued his cry unto the Lord, say¬ 
ing, I ask thee, O Lord, in the name of 
thine Only Begotten, even Jesus 
Christ, that thou wilt have mercy upon 
Noah, and his seed, that the earth 
might never more be covered by the 
floods. 

58 And the Lord could not with¬ 
hold; and he covenanted with Enoch, 
and sware unto him with an oath, that 
he would stay the floods; that he 
would call upon the children of Noah; 
and he sent forth an unalterable de¬ 
cree, that a remnant of his seed should 
always be found among all nations, 
while the earth should stand. 

59 And the Lord said, Blessed is he 
through whose seed Messiah shall 
come; for he saith, I am Messiah, the 
King of Zion, the Rock of heaven, 
which is broad as eternity; and whoso 
cometh in at the gate, and climbeth up 
by me shall never fall. 
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60 Wherefore blessed are they of 
whom I have spoken, for they shall 
come forth with songs of everlasting 

joy- 

61 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
cried unto the Lord, saying, When the 
Son of Man cometh in the flesh shall 
the earth rest? I pray thee show me 
these things. 

62 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Look; and he looked, and beheld the 
Son of Man lifted up on the cross, 
after the manner of men. 

63 And he heard a loud voice, and 
the heavens were veiled; and all the 
creations of God mourned, and the 
earth groaned; and the rocks were 
rent; and the saints arose, and were 
crowned at the right hand of the Son 
of Man, with crowns of glory. 

64 And as many of the spirits as 
were in prison came forth and stood 
on the right hand of God. And the re¬ 
mainder were reserved in chains of 
darkness until the judgment of the 
great day. 

65 And again Enoch wept, and 
cried unto the Lord, saying, When 
shall the earth rest? 

66 And Enoch beheld the Son of 
Man ascend up unto the Father; and 
he called unto the Lord, saying, Wilt 
thou not come again upon the earth? 
for inasmuch as thou art God, and I 
know thee, and thou hast sworn unto 
me, and commanded me that I should 
ask in the name of thine Only Begot¬ 
ten; thou hast made me, and given un¬ 
to me a right to thy throne, and not of 
myself, but through thine own grace; 
wherefore I ask thee if thou wilt not 
come again on the earth? 

67 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
As I live, even so will I come in the last 
days, in the days of wickedness and 
vengeance, to fulfil the oath which I 
made unto you concerning the chil¬ 
dren of Noah. 

68 And the day shall come that the 
earth shall rest. But before that day 
the heavens shall be darkened, and a 
veil of darkness shall cover the earth; 
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and the heavens shall shake, and also 
the earth. 

69 And great tribulations shall be 
among the children of men, but my 
people will 1 preserve; and righteous¬ 
ness will I send down out of heaven, 
and truth will I send forth out of the 
earth, to bear testimony of mine Only 
Begotten; his resurrection from the 
dead; yea, and also the resurrection of 
all men. 

70 And righteousness and truth will 
I cause to sweep the earth as with a 
flood, to gather out mine own elect 
from the four quarters of the earth, 
unto a place which I shall prepare; an 
holy city, that my people may gird up 
their loins, and be looking forth for 
the time of my coming; for there shall 
be my tabernacle, and it shall be called 
Zion; a New Jerusalem. 

71 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Then shalt thou and all thy city meet 
them there; and we will receive them 
into our bosom; and they shall see us, 
and we will fall upon their necks, and 
they shall fall upon our necks, and we 
will kiss each other; 

72 And there shall be mine abode, 
and it shall be Zion, which shall come 
forth out of all the creations which I 
have made; and for the space of a 
thousand years shall the earth rest. 

73 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
saw the day of the coming of the Son 
of Man, in the last days, to dwell on 
the earth, in righteousness, for the 
space of a thousand years. 

74 But before that day, he saw 
great tribulation among the wicked; 
and he also saw the sea, that it was 
troubled, and men’s hearts failing 
them, looking forth with fear for the 
judgment of the Almighty God, which 
should come upon the wicked. 

75 And the Lord showed Enoch all 
things, even unto the end of the world. 
And he saw the day of the righteous, 
the hour of their redemption, and re¬ 
ceived a fulness of joy. 

76 And all the days of Zion, in the 
days of Enoch, were three hundred 
and sixty-five years. 
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77 And Enoch and all his people 
walked with God, and he dwelt in the 
midst of Zion. 

78 And it came to pass, that Zion 
was not, for God received it up into 
his own bosom; and from thence went 
forth the saying, Zion is fled. And all 
the days of Enoch were four hundred 
and thirty years. 

79 And it came to pass, that Me¬ 
thuselah, the son of Enoch, was not 
taken, that the covenants of the Lord 
might be fulfilled which he made to 
Enoch; for he truly covenanted with 
Enoch, that Noah should be of the 
fruit of his loins. 

80 And it came to pass, that Me¬ 
thuselah prophesied that from his loins 
should spring all the kingdoms of the 
earth; (through Noah,) and he took 
glory unto himself. 

81 And there came forth a great 
famine into the land, and the Lord 
cursed the earth with a sore curse, and 
many of the inhabitants thereof died. 

82 And it came to pass, that Me¬ 
thuselah lived one hundred and 
eighty-seven years, and begat Lamech; 
and Methuselah lived after he begat 
Lamech, seven hundred and eighty- 
two years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. And all the days of Methuselah 
were nine hundred and sixty-nine 
years, and he died. 

83 And Lamech lived one hundred 
and eighty-two years, and begat a son, 
and he called his name Noah, saying, 
This son shall comfort us concerning 
our work, and toil of our hands, be¬ 
cause of the ground which the Lord 
hath cursed. 

84 And Lamech lived after he begat 
Noah, five hundred and ninety-five 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
And all the days of Lamech were seven 
hundred and seventy-seven years; and 
he died. 

85 And Noah was four hundred and 
fifty years old, and begat Japheth, and 
forty-two years afterwards, he begat 
Shem, of her who was the mother of 
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22 And Enoch walked with God 
after he begat Methuselah three hun¬ 
dred years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters: 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years: 

24 And Enoch walked with God: 
and he was not; for God took him. 


25 And Methuselah lived an hun¬ 
dred eighty and seven years, and begat 
Lamech. 

26 And Methuselah lived after he 
begat Lemech seven hundred eighty 
and two years, and begat sons and 
daughters: 

27 And all the days of Methuselah 
were nine hundred sixty and nine 
years: and he died. 

28 And Lamech lived an hundred 
eighty and two years, and begat a son: 

29 And he called his name Noah, 
saying, This same shall comfort us con¬ 
cerning our work and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which 

the Lord hath cursed. 

30 And Lamech lived after he begat 
Noah five hundred ninety and five 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

31 And all the days of Lamech 
were seven hundred seventy and seven 
years: and he died. 

32 And Noah was five hundred 
years old: and Noah begat Shem, Ham, 
and Japheth. 
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Japheth, and when he was five hundred 
years old, he begat Ham. 

CHAPTER 8 

1 And Noah and his sons hearkened 
unto the Lord, and gave heed; and 
they were called the sons of God. 

2 And when these men began to 
multiply on the face of the earth, and 
daughters were born unto them, the 
sons of men saw that their daughters 
were fair, and they took them wives 
even as they chose. 

3 And the Lord said unto Noah, 
The daughters of thy sons have sold 
themselves, for behold, mine anger is 
kindled against the sons of men, for 
they will not hearken to my voice. 

4 And it came to pass, that Noah 
prophesied, and taught the things of 
God, even as it was in the beginning. 

5 And the Lord said unto Noah, My 
Spirit shall not always strive with man, 
for he shall know that all flesh shall 
die, yet his days shall be an hundred 
and twenty years; and if men do not 
repent, I will send in the floods upon 
them. 

6 And in those days there were 
giants on the earth, and they sought 
Noah to take away his life; 

7 But the Lord was with Noah, and 
the power of the Lord was upon him; 
and the Lord ordained Noah after his 
own order, and commanded him that 
he should go forth and declare his 
gospel unto the children of men, even 
as it was given unto Enoch. 

8 And it came to pass that Noah 
called upon the children of men, that 
they should repent, but they heark¬ 
ened not unto his words. 

9 And also, after that they had 
heard him, they came up before him, 
saying, Behold, we are the sons of 
God, have we not taken unto ourselves 
the daughters of men? and are we not 
eating and drinking, and marrying and 
given in marriage? and our wives bear 
unto us children, and the same are 
mighty men, which are like unto them 
of old, men of great renown. And they 
hearkened not unto the words of 
Noah. 
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CHAPTER 6 


1 And it came to pass, when men 
began to multiply on the face of the 
earth, and daughters were born unto 
them, 

2 That the sons of God saw the 
daughters of men that they were fair; 
and they took them wives of all which 
they chose. 


3 And the Lord said, My spirit shall 
not always strive with man, for that he 
also is flesh: yet his days shall be an 
hundred and twenty years. 


4 There were giants in the earth in 
those days; 


and also after that, when 
the sons of God came in unto the 
daughters of men, and they bare chil¬ 
dren to them, the same became mighty 
men which were of old, men of re¬ 
nown. 
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10 And God saw that the wicked¬ 
ness of man had become great in the 
earth; and every man was lifted up in 
the imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart; being only evil continually. 

11 And it came to pass, that Noah 
continued his preaching unto the peo¬ 
ple, saying, Hearken and give heed un¬ 
to my words, believe and repent of 
your sins and be baptized in the name 
of Jesus Christ, the Son of God, even 
as our fathers did, and ye shall receive 
the Holy Ghost, that ye may have all 
things made manifest; 

12 And if you do not this, the 
floods will come in upon you; never¬ 
theless, they hearkened not. 

13 And it repented Noah, and his 
heart was pained, that the Lord had 
made man on the earth, and it grieved 
him at his heart. 

14 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created, from the 
face of the earth, both man and beast, 
and the creeping things, and the fowls 
of the air. 

15 For it repenteth Noah that I 
have created them, and that I have 
made them; and he hath called upon 
me, for they have sought his life. 

16 And thus Noah found grace in 
the eyes of the Lord; for Noah was a 
just man, and perfect in his generation; 
and he walked with God, and also his 
three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 


17 The earth was corrupt before 
God; and it was Filled with violence. 
And God looked upon the earth, and 
behold, it was corrupt, for all flesh had 
corrupted its way upon the earth. 

18 And God said unto Noah, The 
end of all flesh is come before me; for 
the earth is Filled with violence, and 
behold, I will destroy all flesh from off 
the earth. 

19 Make thee therefore, an ark of 
gopher wood; rooms shalt thou make 
in the ark, and thou shalt pitch it with¬ 
in and without with pitch; 
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5 And God saw that the wickedness 
of man was great in the earth, and that 
every imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continually. 


6 And it repented the Lord that he 
had made man on the earth, and it 
grieved him at his heart. 

7 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth; both man, and beast, 
and the creeping thing, and the fowls 
of the air; 

for it repenteth me that I 
have made them. 


8 But Noah found grace in the eyes 
of the Lord. 

9 These are the generations of 
Noah: Noah was a just man and per¬ 
fect in his generations, and Noah 
walked with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt be¬ 
fore God, and the earth was Filled with 
violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, it was corrupt; for ail 
flesh had corrupted his way upon the 
earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The 
end of all flesh is come before me; 
for the earth is Filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I will de¬ 
stroy them with the earth. 

14 Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the 
ark, and shalt pitch it within and with¬ 
out with pitch. 
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20 And the length of the ark thou 
shall make three hundred cubits; the 
breadth of it fifty cubits; and the 
height of it thirty cubits. 

21 And windows shalt thou make 
to the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou 
finish it above; and the door of the ark 
shalt thou set in the side thereof; 
lower, second, and third chambers 
shalt thou make in it. 

22 And behold, 1, even 1 will bring 
in a flood of water upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven; every thing 
that liveth on the earth shall die. 

23 But with thee will 1 establish my 
covenant, even as I have sworn unto 
thy father, Enoch, that of thy posteri¬ 
ty shall come all nations. 

24 And thou shalt come into the 
ark, and thou and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons’ wives with them. 

25 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every kind shalt thou 
bring into the ark, to keep alive with 
thee; they shall be male and female. 

26 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep¬ 
ing thing of the earth after his kind; 
two of every kind shalt thou take into 
the ark, to keep alive. 

27 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt 
gather fruit of every kind unto thee in 
the ark, and it shall be for food for 
thee, and for them. 

28 Thus did Noah, according to all 
that God commanded him. 


29 And the Lord said unto Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house, into the 
ark; for thee only have I seen righteous 
before me, in this generation. 

*30 Of every clean beast thou shalt 
lake to thee by sevens, the male and 
his female; and of beasts that are not 
clean by two, the male and his female; 

31 Of fowls also of the air, by 
sevens, the male and his female; to 
keep seed alive upon the face of the 
earth. 
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15 And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of: The length of 
the ark shall be three hundred cubits, 
the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to 
the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish 
it above; and the door of the ark shalt 
thou set in the side thereof; with 
lower, second, and third stories shalt 
thou make it. 

17 And, behold, 1, even 1, do bring 
a flood of waters upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven; and every 
thing that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish my 
covenant; 

and thou shalt come into 
the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou 
bring into the ark, to keep them alive 
with thee; they shall be male and fe¬ 
male. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep¬ 
ing thing of the earth after his kind, 
two of every sort shall come unto 
thee, to keep them alive. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt gath¬ 
er it to thee; and it shall be for food 
for thee, and for them. 

22 Thus did Noah according to all 
that God commanded him, so did he. 

CHAPTER 7 

1 And the Lord said unto Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house into the 
ark; for thee have I seen righteous be¬ 
fore me in this generation. 

2 Of every clean beast thou shalt 
take to thee by sevens, the male and 
his female: and of beasts that are not 
clean by two, the male and his female. 

3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 
the male and the female; to keep seed 
alive upon the face of all the earth. 
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*32 For yet seven days, and I will 
cause it to rain upon the earth forty 
days, and forty nights; and every living 
substance that I have made will 1 de¬ 
stroy from off the face of the earth. 

33 And Noah did according to all 
that the Lord commanded him. And 
Noah was six hundred years old when 
the flood of waters was upon the 
earth. 

*34 And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him, into the ark, because of the 
waters of the flood. 

35 Of clean beasts, and of beasts 
that were not clean, and of fowls, and 
of every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, there went in two and two, unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah. 

36 And it came to pass, after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood were 
upon the earth. In the six hundredth 
year of Noah’s life, in the second 
month, and the seventeenth day of the 
month, the same day were all the 
fountains of the great deep broken up, 
and the windows of heaven were 
opened, and the rain was upon the 
earth forty days and forty nights. 

37 In the self-same day entered 
Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and 
Japheth, the sons of Noah; and Noah’s 
wife, and the three wives of his sons 
with them into the ark; they, and 
every beast after his kind, and all the 
cattle after their kind, and every creep¬ 
ing thing that creepeth on the earth 
after his kind, and every fowl after his 
kind, and every bird of every sort; 

38 And they went unto Noah, into 
the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life; and they 
that went in, went in male and female 
of all flesh, as God had commanded 
him, and the Lord shut him in. 

39 And the flood was forty days 
upon the earth, and the waters in¬ 
creased, and bare up the ark, and it 
was lifted up above the earth. 
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4 For yet seven days, and I will 
cause it to rain upon the earth forty 
days and forty nights; and every living 
substance that I have made will I de¬ 
stroy from off the face of the earth. 

5 And Noah did according unto all 
that the Lord commanded him. 

6 And Noah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was upon 
the earth. 

7 And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him, into the ark, because of the 
waters of the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood were 
upon the earth. 

11 In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the 
same day were all the fountains of the 
great deep broken up, and the win¬ 
dows of heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered 
Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and 
Japheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah’s 
wife, and the three wives of his sons 
with them, into the ark; 

14 They, and every beast after his 
kind, and all the cattle after their kind, 
and every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth after his kind, and 
every fowl after his kind, every bird of 
every sort. 

15 And they went in unto Noah in¬ 
to the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, went in 
male and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him: and the Lord 
shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days 
upon the earth; and the waters in¬ 
creased and bare up the ark, and it was 
lift up above the earth. 
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40 And the waters prevailed and in¬ 
creased greatly upon the earth, and the 
ark went upon the face of the waters. 

41 And the waters prevailed ex¬ 
ceedingly upon the face of the earth, 
and all the high hills, under the whole 
heavens were covered. Fifteen cubits 
and upward did the waters prevail; and 
the mountains were covered. 

42 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the face of the earth, both of 
fowl, and of cattle, and of beasts, and 
of every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth, and every man. 

43 AH in whose nostrils the Lord 
had breathed the breath of life, of all 
that were on the dry land, died. 

44 And every living substance was 
destroyed, which was upon the face of 
the ground, both man, and cattle, and 
the creeping things, and the fowls of 
the air; and they were destroyed from 
the earth; 

45 And Noah only remained, and 
they that were with him in the ark. 

46 And the waters prevailed on the 
earth one hundred and fifty days. 

47 And God remembered Noah, 
and all that were with him in the ark. 
And God made a wind to pass over the 
earth, and the waters assuaged. 

48 The fountains also of the deep, 
and the windows of heaven were 
stopped, and the rain from heaven was 
restrained; and the waters returned 
from off the earth. 

49 And after the end of the hun¬ 
dred and Fifty days, the waters were 
abated. And the ark rested in the 
seventh month, on the seventeenth 
day of the month, upon the mountain 
of Ararat. 

50 And the waters decreased until 
the tenth month; and in the tenth 
month, on the first day of the month, 
were the tops of the mountains seen. 


18 And the waters prevailed, and 
were increased greatly upon the earth; 
and the ark went upon the face of the 
waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed ex¬ 
ceedingly upon the earth; and all the 
high hills, that were under the whole 
heaven, were covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the 
waters prevail; and the mountains were 
covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the earth, both of fowl, and of 
cattle, and of beast, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, and every man: 

22 All in whose nostrils was the 
breath of life, of all that was in the dry 
land, died. 

23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face of 
the ground, both man, and cattle, and 
the creeping things, and the fowl of 
the heaven; and they were destroyed 
from the earth: 

and Noah only re¬ 
mained alive, and they that were with 
him in the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon 
the earth an hundred and fifty days. 

CHAPTER 8 

1 And God remembered Noah, and 
every living thing, and all the cattle 
that was with him in the ark: and God 
made a wind to pass over the earth, 
and the waters assuaged; 

2 The fountains also of the deep 
and the windows of heaven were 
stopped, and the rain from heaven was 
restrained; 

3 And the waters returned from off 
the earth continually: 

and after the 
end of the hundred and fifty days the 
waters were abated. 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ararat. 

5 And the waters decreased con¬ 
tinually until the tenth month: in the 
tenth month, on the first day of the 
month, were the tops of the moun¬ 
tains seen. 
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*51 And it came to pass, at the end 
of forty days, that Noah opened the 
window of the ark which he had made, 
and he sent forth a raven, which went 
forth to and fro, until the waters were 
dried up from off the earth. 

52 He also sent forth a dove from 
him, to see if the waters were abated 
from off the face of the ground; but 
the dove found no rest for the sole of 
her foot, and she returned unto him 
into the ark, for the waters had not 
receded from off the face of the whole 
earth; then he put forth his hand and 
took her, and pulled her in unto him 
into the ark. 

53 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and again he sent forth the dove 
out of the ark, and the dove came in 
to him in the evening; and, lo, in her 
mouth an olive leaf plucked off; so 
Noah knew that the waters were 
abated from off the earth. 

54 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and sent forth a dove, which re¬ 
turned not again unto him any more. 

*55 And it came to pass, in the six 
hundred and first year, in the First 
month, the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the 
earth. 

* 56 And Noah removed the covering 
of the ark, and looked, and behold, 
the face of the ground was dry. And in 
the second month, on the seven and 
twentieth day of the month, was the 
earth dried. 


CHAPTER 9 


1 And God spake unto Noah, say¬ 
ing, Go forth out of the ark, thou and 
thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ 
wives with thee. 

* 2 Bring forth with thee every living 
thing that is with thee, of all flesh, 
both of fowl, and of cattle, and of 
every creeping thing that creepeth up- 
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6 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days, that Noah opened the win¬ 
dow of the ark which he had made: 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
went forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from off the earth. 

8 Also, he sent forth a dove from 
him, to see if the waters were abated 
from off the face of the ground; 

9 But the dove found no rest for 
the sole of her foot, and she returned 
unto him into the ark, for the waters 
were on the face of the whole earth: 
then he put forth his hand, and took 
her, and pulled her in unto him into 
the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet other seven 
days; and again he sent forth the dove 
out of the ark; 

11 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening; and, lo, in her mouth was 
an olive leaf pluckt off: so Noah knew 
that the waters were abated from off 
the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven 
days; and sent forth the dove; which 
returned not again unto him any more. 

13 And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the 
earth: 

and Noah removed the covering 
of the ark, and looked, and, behold, 
the face of the ground was dry. 

14 And in the second month, on 
the seven and twentieth day of the 
month, was the earth dried. 


15 And God spake unto Noah, say¬ 
ing, 

16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and 
thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ 
wives with thee. 

17 Bring forth with thee every liv¬ 
ing thing that is with thee, of all flesh, 
both of fowl, and of cattle, and of 
every creeping thing that creepeth 
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on the earth; that they may breed 
abundantly in the earth, and be fruit¬ 
ful and multiply upon the earth. 

3 And Noah went forth, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him. And every beast, every 
creeping thing, and every fowl upon 
the earth, after their kinds, went forth 
out of the ark. 

4 And Noah builded an altar unto 
the Lord, and took of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and of¬ 
fered burnt offerings on the altar; and 
gave thanks unto the Lord, and re¬ 
joiced in his heart. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Noah, 
and he blessed him. And Noah smelled 
a sweet savor, and he said in his heart; 

6 I will call on the name of the 
Lord, that he will not again curse the 
ground any more for man’s sake, for 
the imagination of man’s heart is evil 
from his youth; and that he will not 
again smite any more every thing liv¬ 
ing, as he hath done, while the earth 
remaineth; 

7 And, that seed-time and harvest, 
and cold and heat, and summer and 
winter, and day and night, may not 
cease with man. 


* 8 And God blessed Noah and his 
sons, and said unto them, Be fruitful 
and multiply, and replenish the earth. 
And the fear of you, and the dread of 
you shall be upon every beast of the 
earth, and upon every fowl of the air, 
upon all that moveth upon the earth, 
and upon all the fishes of the sea; into 
your hand are they delivered. 

*9 Every moving thing that liveth 
shall be meat for you; even as the 
green herb have I given you all things. 

10 But, the blood of all flesh which 
I have given you for meat, shall be 
shed upon the ground, which taketh 
life thereof, and the blood ye shall not 
eat. 

11 And surely, blood shall not be 
shed, only for meat, to save your lives; 


upon the earth; that they may breed 
abundantly in the earth, and be fruit¬ 
ful, and multiply upon the earth. 

18 And Noah went forth, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him: 

19 Every beast, every creeping 
thing, and every fowl, and whatsoever 
creepeth upon the earth, after their 
kinds, went forth out of the ark. 

20 And Noah builded an altar unto 
the Lord; and took of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and of¬ 
fered burnt offerings on the altar. 

21 And the Lord smelled a sweet 
savour; and the Lord said in his heart, 

I will not again curse the ground any 
more for man’s sake; for the imagina¬ 
tion of man’s heart is evil from his 
youth; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as I have done. 

22 While the earth remaineth, 


seed¬ 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, 
and summer and winter, and day and 
night shall not cease. 

CHAPTER 9 

1 And God blessed Noah and his 
sons, and said unto them, Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and replenish the earth. 

2 And the fear of you and the 
dread of you shall be upon every beast 
of the earth, and upon every fowl of 
the air, upon all that moveth upon the 
earth, and upon all the fishes of the 
sea; into your hand are they delivered. 

3 Every moving thing that liveth 
shall be meat for you; even as the 
green herb have I given you all things. 

4 But flesh with the life thereof, 
which is the blood thereof, shall ye 
not eat. 


5 And surely your blood of your 
lives will I require; at the hand of 
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and the blood of every beast will I re¬ 
quire at your hands. 

12 And whoso sheddeth man’s 
blood, by man shall his blood be shed; 
for man shall not shed the blood of 
man. 

13 For a commandment 1 give, that 
every man’s brother shall preserve the 
life of man, for in mine own image 
have I made man. 

14 And a commandment I give un¬ 
to you, Be ye fruitful and multiply; 
bring forth abundantly on the earth, 
and multiply therein. 

15 And God spake unto Noah, and 
to his sons with him, saying. And I, 
behold, I will establish my covenant 
with you, which I made unto your 
father Enoch, concerning your seed 
after you. 

16 And it shall come to pass, that 
every living creature that is with you, 
of the fowl, and of the cattle, and of 
the beast of the earth that is with you, 
which shall go out of the ark, shall not 
altogether perish: neither shall all flesh 
be cut off any more by the waters of a 
flood: neither shall there any more be 
a flood to destroy the earth. 

17 And I will establish my covenant 
with you, which I made unto Enoch, 
concerning the remnants of your 
posterity. 

18 And God made a covenant with 
Noah, and said, This shall be the token 
of the covenant I make between me 
and you, and for every living creature 
with you, for perpetual generations; 

19 I will set my bow in the cloud; 
and it shall be for a token of a cove¬ 
nant between me and the earth. 

20 And it shall come to pass, when 
I bring a cloud over the earth, that the 
bow shall be seen in the cloud; and I 
will remember my covenant, which I 
have made between me and you, for 
every living creature of all flesh. And 
the waters shall no more become a 
flood to destroy all flesh. 
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every beast will I require it, and at the 
hand of man; at the hand of every 
man’s brother will I require the life of 
man. 

6 Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed: for in the 
image of God made he man. 


7 And you, be ye fruitful, and 
multiply; bring forth abundantly in 
the earth, and multiply therein. 

8 And God spake unto Noah, and 
to his sons with him, saying, 

9 And I, behold, I establish my 
covenant with you, and with your seed 
after you; 

10 And with every living creature 
that is with you, of the fowl, of the 
cattle, and of every beast of the earth 
with you; from all that go out of the 
ark, to every beast of the earth. 

11 And I will establish my covenant 
with you; neither shall all flesh be cut 
off any more by the waters of a flood; 
neither shall there any more be a flood 
to destroy the earth. 


12 And God said, This is the token 
of the covenant which I make between 
me and you and every living creature 
that is with you, for perpetual genera¬ 
tions: 

13 1 do set my bow in the cloud, 
and it shall be for a token of a cove¬ 
nant between me and the earth. 

14 And it shall come to pass, when 
1 bring a cloud over the earth, that the 
bow shall be seen in the cloud: 

15 And I will remember my cove¬ 
nant, which is between me and you 
and every living creature of all flesh; 
and the waters shall no more become a 
flood to destroy all flesh. 
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21 And the bow shall be in the 
cloud; and I will look upon it, that I 
may remember the everlasting cove¬ 
nant, which I made unto thy father 
Enoch; that, when men should keep all 
my commandments, Zion should again 
come on the earth, the city of Enoch 
which I have caught up unto myself. 

22 And this is mine everlasting 
covenant, that when thy posterity 
shall embrace the truth, and look up¬ 
ward, then shall Zion look downward, 
and all the heavens shall shake with 
gladness, and the earth shall tremble 
with joy; 

23 And the general assembly of the 
church of the first-born shall come 
down out of heaven, and possess the 
earth, and shall have place until the 
end come. And this is mine everlasting 
covenant, which I made with thy fath¬ 
er Enoch. 

24 And the bow shall be in the 
cloud, and I will establish my covenant 
unto thee, which I have made between 
me and thee, for every living creature 
of all flesh that shall be upon the 
earth. 

25 And God said unto Noah, This is 
the token of the covenant which I 
have established between me and thee; 
for all flesh that shall be upon the 
earth. 

26 And the sons of Noah that went 
forth of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth; and Ham was the father 
of Canaan. These were the three sons 
of Noah, and of them was the whole 
earth overspread. 

27 And Noah began to till the 
earth, and he was an husbandman; and 
he planted a vineyard and he drank of 
the wine, and was drunken; and he was 
uncovered within his tent; 

28 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his brethren without; and Shem 
and Japheth, took a garment and laid 
upon both their shoulders, and went 
backward and covered the nakedness 
of their father, and they saw not their 
father’s nakedness. 


16 And the bow shall be in the 
cloud; and I will look upon it, that I 
may remember the everlasting cove¬ 
nant between God and every living 
creature of all flesh that is upon the 
earth. 


17 And God said unto Noah, This is 
the token of the covenant, which I 
have established between me and all 
flesh that is upon the earth. 

18 And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth: and Ham is the father of 
Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of 
Noah: and of them was the whole 
earth overspread. 

20 And Noah began to be an hus¬ 
bandman, and he planted a vineyard: 

21 And he drank of the wine, and 
was drunken; and he was uncovered 
within his tent. 

22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his two brethren without. 

23 And Shem and Japheth took a 
garment, and laid it upon both their 
shoulders, and went backward, and 
covered the nakedness of their father; 
and their faces were backward, and 
they saw not their father’s nakedness. 
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29 And Noah awoke from his wine, 
and knew what his youngest son had 
done unto him, and he said, Cursed be 
Canaan; a servant of servants shall he 
be unto his brethren. 

30 And he said, Blessed be the Lord 
God of Shem; and Canaan shall be his 
servant, and a veil of darkness shall 
cover him, that he shall be known 
among all men. 

* 31 God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; 
and Canaan shall be his servant. 

32 And Noah lived after the flood, 
three hundred and fifty years. And all 
the days of Noah were nine hundred 
and fifty years; and he died. 

CHAPTER 10 


1 Now these were the generations 
of the sons of Noah; Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth; and unto them were sons 
born after the flood. 

2 The sons of Japheth; Gomer, and 
Magog, Madai, and Javan, and Tubal, 
and Meschech, and Tiras. 

3 And these are the sons of Corner; 
Ashkenaz and Riphath, and Togarmah. 
And the sons of Javan; Elishah, and 
Tarshish, Kittim, and Dodanim. By 
these were the isles of the Gentiles 
divided in their lands; every one after 
the same tongue, after their families, 
in their nations. 

4 And the sons of Ham; Cush, and 
Mizraim, and Phut, and Canaan. And 
the sons of Cush; Seba, and Havilah, 
and Sabtah, and Raamah, and Sab- 
techa. And the sons of Raamah;

26 And he said, Blessed be the Lord 
God of Shem; and Canaan shall be his 
servant. 


27 God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; 
and Canaan shall be his servant. 

28 And Noah lived after the flood 
three hundred and fifty years. 

29 And all the days of Noah were 
nine hundred and fifty years: and he 
died. 

CHAPTER 10 


1 Now these are the generations of 
the sons of Noah, Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth: and unto them were sons 
born after the flood. 

2 The sons of Japheth; Gomer, and 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras.

7 And the sons of Cush; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabtah, and Raamah, and 
Sabtechah: and the sons of Raamah; 
Sheba, and Dedan. 

8 And Cush begat Nimrod: he be¬ 
gan to be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hunter before 
the Lord: wherefore it is said, Even as 
Nimrod the mighty hunter before the 
Lord. 

10 And the beginning of his king¬ 
dom was Babel, and Ercch, and Accad, 
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and Erech, and Accad, and Calneh, in 
the land of Shinar. 

7 Out of that land went forth As¬ 
shur, and builded Nineveh, and the 
city Rehoboth, and Calah, and Resen 
between Nineveh and Calah; the same 
was a great city. 

# 8 And Mizraim begat Ludim, and 
Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naph- 
tuhim, and Pathrusim, and Casluhim, 
out of whom came Philistim and 
Caphtorim. 

9 And Canaan begat Sidon, his 
first-born, and Heth, and the Jebusite, 
and the Amorite, and Girgashite, and 
the Hivite, and the Arkite, and the 
Sinite, and the Arvadite, and Zemarite, 
and the Hamathite; and afterward 
were the families of the Canaanites 
spread abroad.

13 And these are the children of 
Shem; Eber, and Elam, and Asshur, 
and Arphaxad, and Lud, and Aram. 

14 And these were the children of 
Aram; Us, and Hul, and Gether, and 
Mash. 

15 And Arphaxad begat Salah, and 
Salah begat Eber. And unto Eber were 
born two sons; the name of one, Peleg, 
the other Joktan. 

16 And Peleg was a mighty man, 
for in his days was the earth divided. 

17 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and Jerah, 
and Hadoram, and Uzal, and Diklah, 
and Obal, and Abimael, and Sheba, 
and Ophar, and Havilah, and Jobab; 
and these were the sons of Joktan. 
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and Calneh, in the land of Shinar. 

11 Out of that land went forth As¬ 
shur and builded Nineveh, and the city 
Rehoboth, and Calah, 

12 And Resen between Nineveh 
and Calah: the same is a great city.

15 And Canaan begat Sidon his

18 And the Arvadite, and the 
Zemarite, and the Hamathite: and 
afterward were the families of the 
Canaanites spread abroad. 

19 And the border of the Canaan¬ 
ites was from Sidon, as thou comest to 
Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou goest, unto 
Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, 
and Zeboim, even unto Lasha. 

20 These are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their countries, and in their nations. 

21 Unto Shem also, the father of all 
the children of Eber, the brother of 
Japheth the elder, even to him were 
children born. 

22 The children of Shem; Elam, 
and Asshur, and Arphaxad, and Lud, 
and Aram. 

23 And the children of Aram; Uz, 
and Hul, and Gether, and Mash. 

24 And Arphaxad begat Salah; and 
Salah begat Eber. 

25 And unto Eber were born two 
sons: the name of one was Peleg; for in 
his days was the earth divided; and his 
brother’s name was Joktan. 

26 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and Jerah, 

27 And Hadoram, and Uzal, and 
Diklah, 

28 And Obal, and Abimael, and 
Sheba, 
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*18 And their dwelling was from 
Mesha, as thou goest unto Sephar, a 
mount of the east. 

19 These were the sons of Shem, 
after their families, after their tongues, 
in their lands, after their nations. 

20 These were the families of the 
sons of Noah, after their generations, 
in their nations; and by these were the 
nations divided on the earth, after the 
flood. 

CHAPTER 11 

1 And the whole earth was of the 
same language, and of the same 
speech. And it came to pass, that 
many journeyed from the east, and as 
they journeyed from the east, they 
found a plain in the land of Shinar, 
and dwelt there in the plain of Shinar. 

2 And they said one to another, 
Come, go to, let us make brick, and 
burn them thoroughly.

32 These are the families of the 
sons of Noah, after their generations, 
in their nations: and by these were the 
nations divided in the earth after the 
flood. 

CHAPTER 11 

1 And the whole earth was of one 
language, and of one speech. 

2 And it came to pass, as they jour¬ 
neyed from the east, that they found a 
plain in the land of Shinar; and they 
dwelt there. 

3 And they said one to another, Go 
to, let us make brick, and burn them 
throughly.

7 Go to, let us go down, and there 
confound their language, that they 
may not understand one another’s 
speech. 

8 So the Lord scattered them 
abroad from thence upon the face of 
all the earth: 

and they left off to build 

the city. 
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hearkened not unto the Lord, there¬ 
fore, is the name of it called Babel, 
because the Lord was displeased with 
their works, and did there confound 
the language of all the earth; and from 
thence did the Lord scatter them 
abroad upon the face thereof. 

7 And these were the generations of 
Shem. And Shem being an hundred 
years old, begat Arphaxad two years 
after the flood; and Shem lived after 
he begat Arphaxad five hundred years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

* 8 And Arphaxad lived five and thir¬ 
ty years, and begat Salah;and Arphax¬ 
ad lived after he begat Salah, four hun¬ 
dred and three years, and begat sons 
and daughters. 

* 9 And Salah lived thirty years, and 
begat Eber; and Salah lived after he 
begat Eber four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

* 10 And Eber lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Peleg; and Eber lived 
after he begat Peleg four hundred and 
thirty years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

* 11 And Peleg lived thirty years, and 
begat Rcu; and Peleg lived after he be¬ 
gat Reu, two hundred and nine years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

* 12 And Reu lived two and thirty 
years, and begat Serug; and Reu lived 
after he begat Serug two hundred and 
seven years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

*13 And Serug lived thirty years, 
and begat Nahor; and Serug lived after 
he begat Nahor two hundred years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

* 14 And Nahor lived nine and twen¬ 
ty years, and begat Terah; and Nahor 
lived after he begat Terah an hundred 
and nineteen years, and begat sons and 
daughters. 

* 1 5 And Terah lived seventy years, 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and Haran. 
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9 Therefore is the name of it called 
Babel; because the Lord did there con¬ 
found the language of all the earth: 
and from thence did the Lord scatter 
them abroad upon the face of all the 
earth. 

10 These are the generations of 
Shem: Shem was an hundred years 
old, and begat Arphaxad two years 
after the flood: 

11 And Shem lived after he begat 
Arphaxad five hundred years, and be¬ 
gat sons and daughters. 

12 And Arphaxad lived five and 
thirty years, and begat Salah: 

13 And Arphaxad lived after he 
begat Salah four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

14 And Salah lived thirty years, and 
begat Eber: 

1 5 And Salah lived after he begat 
Eber four hundred and three years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

16 And Eber lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Peleg: 

17 And Eber lived after he begat 
Peleg four hundred and thirty years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and 
begat Reu: 

19 And Peleg lived after he begat 
Reu two hundred and nine years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

20 And Reu lived two and thirty 
years, and begat Serug: 

21 And Reu lived after he begat 
Serug two hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug lived thirty years, 
and begat Nahor: 

23 And Serug lived after he begat 
Nahor two hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twen¬ 
ty years, and begat Terah: 

25 And Nahor lived after he begat 
Terah an hundred and nineteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

26 And Terah lived seventy years, 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and Haran. 
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16 Now these were the generations 
of Tcrah; Terah begat Abram, Nahor 
and Haran ; and Haran begat Lot. 

* 17 And Haran died before his fath¬ 
er Terah, in the land of his nativity, in 
Ur of the Chaldees. 

18 And Abram and Nahor took 
them wives; and the name of Abram’s 
wife was Sarai; and the name of 
Nahor’s wife, Milcah, the daughter of 
Haran, the father of Milcah and the 
father of Iscah; but Sarai was barren, 
and she bear no child. 

19 And Terah took Abram his son, 
and Lot the son of Haran, his son’s 
son, and Sarai his daughter-in-law, his 
son Abram’s wife; and went forth with 
them from Ur of the Chaldees, to go 
into the land of Canaan; and they 
came unto Haran, and dwelt there. 

* 20 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five years; and Terah died 
in Haran. 

CHAPTER 12 

2 And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great; and thou shalt be a 
blessing; and I will bless them that 
bless thee, and curse them that curse 
thee; and in thee shall the families of 
the earth be blessed. 

* 3 So Abram departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him; and Lot went 
with him. And Abram was seventy and 
five years old when he departed out of 
Haran. 

4 And Abram took Sarai, his wife, 
and Lot, his brother’s son, and all their 
substance that they had gathered, and 
the souls that they had gotten in 
Haran; and they went forth to go into 
the land of Canaan; and into the land 
of Canaan they came.

29 And Abram and Nahor took 
them wives: the name of Abram’s wife 
was Sarai; and the name of Nahor’s 
wife, Milcah, the daughter of Haran, 
the father of Milcah, and the father of 
Iscah. 

30 But Sarai was barren; she had no 
child. 

31 And Terah took Abram his son, 
and Lot the son of Haran his son’s son, 
and Sarai his daughter in law, his son 
Abram’s wife; and they went forth 
with them from Ur of the Chaldees, to 
go into the land of Canaan; and they 
came unto Haran, and dwelt there. 

32 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five years: and Terah 
died in Haran. 

CHAPTER 12 

2 And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great; and thou shalt be a 
blessing: 

3 And I will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth thee: 
and in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed. 

4 So Abram departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him: and Lot went 
with him: and Abram was seventy and 
five years old when he departed out of 
Haran. 

5 And Abram took Sarai his wife, 
and Lot his brother’s son, and all their 
substance that they had gathered, and 
the souls that they had gotten in 
Haran; and they went forth to go into 
the land of Canaan; and into the land 
of Canaan they came.

13 And the Lord plagued Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues, be¬ 
cause of Sarai, Abram’s wife. 

14 And Pharaoh called Abram, and 
said. What hast thou done unto me in 
this thing? Why didst thou not tell me 
that she was thy wife? Why saidst thou, 
She is my sister? so I might have taken 
her unto me to wife; now therefore, 
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give this land: and there builded he an 
altar unto the Lord, who appeared un¬ 
to him. 

8 And he removed from thence un¬ 
to a mountain on the cast of Bethel, 
and pitched his tent, having Bethel on 
the west, and Hai on the east: and 
there he builded an altar unto the 
Lord, and called upon the name of the 
Lord. 

9 And Abram journeyed, going on 
still toward the south. 

10 And there was a famine in the 
land: and Abram went down into 
Egypt to sojourn there; for the famine 
was grievous in the land. 

11 And it came to pass, when he 
was come near to enter into Egypt, 
that he said unto Sarai his wife, Be¬ 
hold now, I know that thou art a fair 
woman to look upon: 

1 2 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
when the Egyptians shall see thee, that 
they shall say, This is his wife: and 
they will kill me, but they will save 
thee alive. 

13 Say, 1 pray thee, thou art my 
sister: that it may be well with me for 
thy sake; and my soul shall live be¬ 
cause of thee. 

14 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abram was come into Egypt, the 
Egyptians beheld the woman that she 
was very fair. 

15 The princes also of Pharaoh saw 
her, and commended her before Phar¬ 
aoh: and the woman was taken into 
Pharaoh’s house. 

16 And he entreated Abram well 
for her sake: and he had sheep, and 
oxen, and he asses, and menservants, 
and maidservants, and she asses, and 
camels. 

17 And the Lord plagued Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues be¬ 
cause of Sarai Abram’s wife.

19 Why saidst thou. She is my sis¬ 
ter? so I might have taken her to me to 
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behold I say unto thee, Take thy wife 
and go thy way. 

15 And Pharaoh commanded men 
concerning him; and they sent him 
away, and his wife, and all that he had. 

CHAPTER 13 

1 And Abram went up out of 
Egypt, he, and his wife, and all that he 
had, and Lot with him, unto the 
south. And Abram was very rich in 
cat tie, in silver, and in gold. 

* 2 And he went on his journey from 
the south, even to Bethel, unto the 
place where his tent had been at the 
beginning, between Bethel and Hai; 
unto the place of the altar, which he 
had made there at the first; and there 
Abram called on the name of the 
Lord. 

* 3 And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had flocks, and herds, and 
tents.

8 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld all the plain of Jordan, that it 
was well watered everywhere, before 
the Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah, like as the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of Egypt. 
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wife: now therefore behold thy wife, 
take her, and go thy way. 

20 And Pharaoh commanded his 
men concerning him: and they sent 
him away, and his wife, and all that he 
had. 

CHAPTER 13

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let 
there be no strife, I pray thee, between 
me and thee, and between my herd- 
men and thy herdmen; for we be 
brethren. 

9 Is not the whole land before 
thee? separate thyself, 1 pray thee, 
from me: if thou wilt take the left 
hand, then I will go to the right; or if 
thou depart to the right hand, then I 
will go to the left. 

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld all the plain of Jordan, that it 
was well watered every where, before 
the Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah, even as the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of Egypt, as thou 
comest unto Zoar. 
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9 Then Lot chose him all the plain 
of Jordan ; and Lot journeyed east; and 
they separated themselves the one 
from the other. 

*10 Abram dewelled in the land of 
Canaan, and Lot dwelled in the cities 
of the plain, and pitched his tent 
toward Sodom. 

11 But the men of Sodom becom¬ 
ing sinners, and exceedingly wicked 
before the Lord, the Lord was angry 
with them. 

1 2 And the Lord said unto Abram, 
after that Lot was separated from him, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art, northward, 
and southward, and eastward, and 
westward; 

13 And remember the covenant 
which I make with thee; for it shall be 
an everlasting covenant; and thou shalt 
remember the days of Enoch thy fa¬ 
ther; 

14 For all the land which thou 
seest, will 1 give thee, and to thy seed 
for ever; and I will make thy seed as 
the dust of the earth; so that if a man 
can number the dust of the earth, thy 
seed shall also be numbered. 

* 15 Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it, and in the breadth of 
it, for I will give it unto thee. Then 
Abram removed his tent, and came 
and dwelt in the plain of Mamre, 
which was in Hebron, and built there 
an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER 14 

1 And it came to pass, in the days 
of Amraphel king of Shinar, and 
Arioch king of Ellasar, and Chederla- 
omer king of Elam, and Tidal king of 
nations;

15 For all the land which thou 
seest, to thee will I give it, and to thy 
seed for ever. 

16 And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth: so that if a man can 
number the dust of the earth, then 
shall thy seed also be numbered. 

17 Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it and in the breadth of 
it; for I will give it unto thee. 

18 Then Abram removed his tent, 
and came and dwelt in the plain of 
Mamre, which is in Hebron, and built 
there an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER 14 

1 And it came to pass in the days of 
Amraphel king of Shinar, Arioch king 
of Ellasar, Chcdorlaomer king of Elam, 
and Tidal king of nations;

Neither shall thy name any 
more be called Abram, but thy name 
shall be called Abraham; for, a father 
of many nations have I made thee. 

10 And I will make thee exceeding¬ 
ly fruitful, and I will make nations of 
thee, and kings shall come of thee, and 
of thy seed. 

11 And I will establish a covenant 
of circumcision with thee, and it shall 
be my covenant between me and thee, 
and thy seed after thee, in their gener¬ 
ations; that thou mayest know for ever 
that children are not accountable be¬ 
fore me until they are eight years old. 

12 And thou shalt observe to keep 
all my covenants wherein I covenanted 
with thy fathers; and thou shalt keep 
the commandments which I have given 
thee with mine own mouth, and I will 
be a God unto thee and thy seed after 
thee.

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* 18 He that is born in the house, or 
bought with money of any stranger, 
which is not of thy seed. 

*19 He that is born in thy house, 
and he that is bought with thy money, 
must needs be circumcised, and my 
covenant shall be in your flesh for an 
everlasting covenant. 

* 20 And the uncircumcised man 
child, whose flesh of his foreskin is not 
circumcised, that soul shall be cut off 
from his people, he hath broken my 
covenant. 

21 And God said unto Abraham, as 
for Sarai thy wife, thou shalt not call 
her name Sarai, but Sarah thou shalt 
call her name.

17 Then Abraham fell upon his 
face, and laughed, and said in his 
heart, Shall a child be born unto him 
that is an hundred years old? and shall 
Sarah, that is ninety years old, bear 7

And he said, I will 
not destroy it for twenty’s sake. 


32 And he said, Oh let not the Lord 
be angry, and ! will speak yet but this 
once: Peradventure ten shall be found 
there. And he said, I will not destroy it 
for ten’s sake. 


33 And th.e Lord went his way, as 
soon as he had left communing with 
Abraham: and Abraham returned unto 
his place. 


CHAPTER 19 


1 And there came two angels to 
Sodom at even: and Lot sat in the gate 
of Sodom: and Lot seeing them rose 
up to meet them; and he bowed him¬ 
self with his face toward the ground;

12 Now this was after the wicked¬ 
ness of Sodom. 

13 And Lot said, Behold now, I 
have two daughters which have not 
known man; let me, 1 pray you, plead 
with my brethren that I may not bring 
them out unto you; and ye shall not 
do unto them as seemeth good in your 
eyes; 

14 For God will not justify his ser¬ 
vant in this thing; wherefore, let me 
plead with my brethren, this once 
only, that unto these men ye do noth¬ 
ing, that they may have peace in my 
house; lor therefore came they under 
the shadow of my roof. 

1 5 And they were angry with Lot 
and came near to break the door, but 
the angels of God, which were holy 
men, put forth their hand and pulled 
Lot into the house unto them, and 
shut the door. 

16 And (hey smote the men with 
blindness, both small and great, that 
they could not come at the door. 

17 And they were angry, so that 
they wearied themselves to find the 
door, and could not find it. 


Sodom, compassed the house round, 
both old and young, all the people 
from every quarter: 

5 And they called unto Lot, and 
said unto him, Where are the men 
which came in to thee this night? bring 
them out unto us, that we may know 
them.

11 And they smote the men that 
were at the door of the house with 
blindness, both small and great: so 
that they wearied themselves to find 
the door. 
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18 And these holy men said unto 
Lot, Hast thou any here besides thy 
sons-in-law, and thy son's sons and 
thy daughters? 

19 And they commanded Lot, say¬ 
ing, Whatsoever thou hast in the city, 
thou shalt bring out of this place, for 
we will destroy this place; 

20 Because the cry of them is wax¬ 
en great, and their abominations have 
come up before the face of the Lord; 
and the Lord hath sent us to destroy 
it. 

21 And Lot went out and spake un¬ 
to his sons-in-law, which married his 
daughters, and said, Up, get ye out of 
this place, for the Lord will destroy 
this city. 

*22 But he seemed as one that 
mocked, unto his sons-in-law. 

23 And when the morning came, 
the angels hastened Lot, saying, Arise, 
take thy wife, and thy two daughters 
which are here, lest thou be consumed 
in the iniquity of the city. 

24 And while he lingered the angels 
laid hold upon his hand, and upon the 
hand of his wife, and upon the hand of 
his two daughters; the Lord being 
merciful unto them; and they brought 
them forth, and set them down with¬ 
out the city.

26 And Lot said unto one of them, 
Oh, not so my Lord! behold now, thy 
servant has found grace in thy sight, 
and thou hast magnified thy mercy 
which thou hast showed unto me in 
saving my life; and I cannot escape to 
the mountain, lest some evil overtake 
me, and 1 die. 

27 Behold now, here is another 
city, and this is near to flee unto, and 
it is a little one; oh, let me escape 
thither, and may the Lord not destroy 
it, and my soul shall live. 


12 And the men said unto Lot, 
Hast thou here any besides? son in 
law, and thy sons, and thy daughters, 

and whatsoever thou hast in the city, 
bring them out of this place:

19 Behold now, thy servant hath 
found grace in thy sight, and thou hast 
magnified thy mercy, which thou hast 
shewed unto me in saving my life; and 
1 cannot escape to the mountain, lest 
some evil take me, and I die: 

20 Behold now, this city is near to 
flee unto, and it is a little one: Oh, let 
me escape thither, (is it not a little 
one?) and my soul shall live. 
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28 And the angel said unto him, 
See, I have accepted thee concerning 
this thing also, that I will not over¬ 
throw this city, for the which thou 
hast spoken; haste thee, escape thither, 
for I cannot do anything until thou be 
come thither. 

29 And the name of the city was 
called Zoar. Therefore the sun was 
risen upon the earth when Lot entered 
into Zoar.

36 Thus were both the daughters of 
Lot with child by their father. 

37 And the firstborn bare a son, 
and called his name Moab: the same is 
the father of the Moabites unto this 
day. 

38 And the younger, she also bare a 
son, and called his name Ben-ammi: the 
same is the father of the children of 
Ammon unto this day. 


CHAPTER 20 


2 And Abraham said of Sarah his 
wife. She is my sister: 

and Abimclcch 

king of Gcrar sent, and took Sarah. 

3 But God came to Abimclcch in a 
dream by night, and said to him.

9 Therefore, Abimelech arose early 
in the morning, and called his servants, 
and told all these things in their ears; 
and the men were sore afraid.

19 For because of Sarah, Abra¬ 
ham’s wife, the Lord had fast closed 
up all the wombs of the house of 
Abimelech.

5 Behold his eyelids shall try the 
children of men, and he shall redeem 
the righteous, and they shall be tried. 
The Lord lovclh the righteous, but the 
wicked, and him that lovclh violence, 
his soul hatclh. 

6 Upon the wicked he shall rain 
snares, fire, and brimstone, and a hor¬ 
rible tempest, the portion of their cup.

30 And the same John had his 
raiment of camels’ hair, and a leathern 
girdle about his loins; and his food was 
locusts and wild honey. 

* 31 Then went out to him Jerusalem, 
and all Judea, and all the region round 
about Jordan, 


ing to the time which he had diligently 
enquired of the wise men. 

17 Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying, 

18 In Rama was there a voice 
heard, lamentation, and weeping, and 
great mourning, Rachel weeping for 
her children, and would not be com¬ 
forted, because they are not. 

19 But when Herod was dead, be¬ 
hold, an angel of the Lord appeareth 
in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, 

20 Saying, Arise, and take the 
young child and his mother, and go 
into the land of Israel: for they are 
dead which sought the young child’s 
life. 

22 But when he heard that Archela- 
us did reign in Judaea in the room of 
his father Herod, he was afraid to go 
thither: notwithstanding, being 
warned of God in a dream, he turned 
aside into the parts of Galilee: 


CHAPTER 3

Abraham. 

37 And now, also, the axe is laid 
unto the root of the trees; therefore 
every tree which bringeth not forth 
good fruit, shall be hewn down, and 
cast into the fire. 

38 I indeed baptize you with water, 
upon your repentance; and when he of 
whom I bear record cometh, who is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear, (or whose place I am 
not able to fill,) as I said, I indeed bap¬ 
tize you before he cometh, that when 
he cometh he may baptize you with 
the Holy Ghost and fire. 

39 And it is he of whom I shall bear 
record, whose fan shall be in his hand, 
and he will thoroughly purge his floor, 
and gather his wheat into the garner;

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the hypocrites do; for 
they think that they shall be heard for 
their much speaking.

and persecute you; 

45 That ye may be the children of 
your Father which is in heaven: for he 
maketh his sun to rise on the evil and 
on the good, and sendeth rain on the 
just and on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love them which love 
you, what reward have ye? do not 
even the publicans the same? 

47 And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye more than others? do 
not even the publicans so? 

48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in heaven is per¬ 
fect. 

CHAPTER 6 

1 Take heed that ye do not your 
alms before men, to be seen of them: 
otherwise ye have no reward of your 
Father which is in heaven. 


2 Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do in the syn¬ 
agogues and in the streets, that they 
may have glory of men. Verily I say 
unto you, They have their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth: 

4 That thine alms may be in secret: 
and thy Father which seeth in secret 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 And when thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites are: for 
they love to pray standing in the syn¬ 
agogues and in the corners of the 
streets, that they may be seen of men. 
Verily I say unto you, They have their 
reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, en¬ 
ter into thy closet, and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is secret; and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall reward thee open-

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for 
they think that they shall be heard for 
their much speaking. 
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8 Therefore be ye not like unto 
them; for your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, before ye ask 
him. 

9 Therefore after this manner shall 
ye pray, saying, 

10 Our Father who art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

11 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done on earth, as it is done in heaven. 

* 12 Give us this day, our daily bread. 

13 And forgive us our trespasses, as 
we forgive those who trespass against 
us. 

14 And suffer us not to be led into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil. 

1 5 For thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory, forever and 
ever, Amen. 

16 For if ye forgive men their tres¬ 
passes, who trespass against you, your 
heavenly Father will also forgive you; 
but if ye forgive not men their tres¬ 
passes, neither will your heavenly Fa¬ 
ther forgive you your trespasses. 

* 17 Moreover, when ye fast, be not 
as the hypocrites, of a sad counte¬ 
nance; for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily, I say unto you, they have 
their reward. 

18 But thou, when thou fastest, 
anoint thy head and wash thy face, 
that thou appear not unto men to fast, 
but unto thy Father who is in secret; 
and thy Father who seelh in secret, 
shall reward thee openly. 

19 Lay not up for yourselves trea¬ 
sure upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal. 

22 The light of the body is the eye; 
if therefore thine eye be single to the 
glory of God, thy whole body shall be 
full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be full of darkness. If 
therefore the light which is in thee be 
darkness, how great shall that darkness 
be. 


8 Be not ye therefore like unto 
them: for your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, before ye ask 
him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye: 

Our Father which art in heaven. 
Hallowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into tempta¬ 
tion, but deliver us from evil: 

For 

thine is the kingdom, and the power, 
and the glory, for ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres¬ 
passes, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses. 

16 Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad coun¬ 
tenance: for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you, They have 
their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, 
anoint thine head, and wash thy face; 

18 That thou appear not unto men 
to fast, but unto thy Father which is 
in secret: and thy Father, which seeth 
in secret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 Lay not up for yourselves trea¬ 
sures upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal: 

22 The light of the body is the eye: 
if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be full of darkness. If 
therefore the light that is in thee be 
darkness, how great is that darkness! 


25 And, again, 1 say unto you, go 
ye into the world, and care not for the 
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world; for the world will hate you, and 
will persecute you, and will turn you 
out of their synagogues. 

26 Nevertheless, ye shall go forth 
from house to house, teaching the peo¬ 
ple; and I will go before you. 

27 And your heavenly Father will 
provide for you, whatsoever things ye 
need for food, what ye shall eat; and 
for raiment, what ye shall wear or put 
on. 

* 28 Therefore I say unto you, take 
no thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet for 
your bodies, what ye shall put on. Is 
not the life more than meat, and the 
body than raiment? 

29 Behold the fowls of the air, for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns; yet your heaven¬ 
ly Father feedeth them. Are ye not 
much better than they? How much 
more will he not feed you? 

30 Wherefore take no thought for 
these things, but keep my command¬ 
ments wherewith I have commanded 
you. 

31 For which of you by taking 
thought can add one cubit unto his 
stature. 

* 32 And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they spin. 

* 33 And yet 1 say unto you, that 
even Solomon, in all his glory, was not 
arrayed like one of these. 

34 Therefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which today is, and 
to-morrow is cast into the oven, how 
much more will he not provide for 
you, if ye are not of little faith. 

* 35 Therefore take no thought, say¬ 
ing, What shall we eat? or, What shall 
we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? 

36 Why is it that ye murmur among 
yourselves, saying, We cannot obey 
thy word because ye have not all these 
things, and seek to excuse yourselves, 
saying that, After all these things do 
the Gentiles seek. 

37 Behold, I say unto you, that 
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25 Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet for 
your body, what ye shall put on. Is 
not the life more than meat, and the 
body than raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns; yet your heaven¬ 
ly Father feedeth them. Are ye not 
much better than they? 


27 Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature?

CHAPTER 7 

1 Now these are the words which 
Jesus taught his disciples that they 
should say unto the people. 

2 Judge not unrighteously, that ye 
be not judged; but judge righteous 
judgment. 

3 For with what judgment ye shall 
judge, ye shall be judged; and with 
what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again. 

4 And again, ye shall say unto 
them, Why is it that thou beholdesl 
the mote that is in thy brother’s eye, 
but considerest not the beam that is in 
thine own eye? 

5 Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother. Let me pull out the mote out 
of thine eye; and canst not behold a 
beam in thine own eye? 

6 And Jesus said unto his diciples, 
Beholdest thou the scribes, and the 
Pharisees, and the Priests, and the 
Levites?

7 Go thou and say unto them, Why 
teach ye men the law and the com¬ 
mandments, when ye yourselves are 
the children of corruption? 

8 Say unto them, Ye hypocrites, 
first cast out the beam out of thine 
own eye; and then shalt thou see clear¬ 
ly to cast out the mote out of thy 
brother’s eye.

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow; for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself.

1 Judge not, that ye be not judged.

your pearls unto swine, lest they tram¬ 
ple them under their feet. 

11 For the world cannot receive 
that which ye, yourselves, are not able 
to bear; wherefore ye shall not give 
your pearls unto them, lest they turn 
again and rend you. 

12 Say unto them, Ask of God; ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. 

13 For every one that asketh, re¬ 
ceived!; and he that seeketh, fmdeth; 
and unto him that knocketh, it shall 
be opened. 

14 And then said his disciples unto 
him, they will say unto us. We our¬ 
selves are righteous, and need not that 
any man should teach us. God, we 
know, heard Moses and some of the 
prophets; but us he will not hear. 

15 And they will say. We have the 
law for our salvation, and that is suf¬ 
ficient for us. 

16 Then Jesus answered, and said

* 23 Neither do men put new wine 
into old bottles; else the bottles break, 
and wine runneth out, and the bottles 
perish; but they put new wine into 
new bottles, and both are preserved.

12 And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear your words, when ye de¬ 
part out of that house, or city, shake 
off the dust of your feet for a testi¬ 
mony against them.

* 17 But when they deliver you up, 
take no thought how or what ye shall 
speak; for it shall be given you in that 
same hour what ye shall speak; for it is 
not ye that speak, but the Spirit of 
your Father which speaketh in you. 

* 18 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child; and the children shall rise up 
against their parents and cause them to 
be put to death. 

19 And ye shall be hated of all the 
world for my names’s sake; but he that 
endurcth to the end shall be saved. 

20 But when they persecute you in 
one city, flee ye into another; for veri-

* 38 And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones, a 
cup of cold water only, in the name of 
a disciple, verily, I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his reward. 


CHAPTER 11 

3 And said unto him, Art thou he 
of whom it is written in the prophets 
that he should come, or do we look 
for another? 

4 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Go and tell John again of those 
things which ye do hear and see; 

5 How the blind receive their sight, 
and the lame walk, and the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, and the 
dead are raised up, and the poor have 
the gospel preached unto them.

39 He that findeth his life shall lose 
it: and he that loseth his life for my 
sake shall find it. 

40 He that receiveth you receiveth 
me, and he that receiveth me receiveth 
him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet in 
the name of a prophet shall receive a 
prophet’s reward; 

and he that receiv¬ 
eth a righteous man in the name of a 
righteous man shall receive a righteous 
man’s reward. 

42 And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones a 
cup of cold water only in the name of 
a disciple, verily I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his reward. 


CHAPTER 11 

3 And said unto him, Art thou he 
that should come, or do we look for 
another? 

4 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Go and shew John again those 
things which ye do hear and see: 

5 The blind receive their sight, and 
the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, 
and the deaf hear, the dead are raised 
up, and the poor have the gospel 
preached to them.

* 16 He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

* 17 But whereunto shall I liken this 
generation? 

18 It is like unto children sitting in 
the markets, and calling unto their fel¬ 
lows, and saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we have 
mourned for you, and ye have not 
lamented. 

* 19 For John came neither eating 
nor drinking, and they say, He hath a 
devil. 

20 The Son of Man came eating and 
drinking, and they say, Behold, a glut¬ 
tonous man and a wine-bibber, a 
friend of publicans and sinners. 

21 But 1 say unto you, Wisdom is 
justified of her children. 

* 22 Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty 
works were done, because they re¬ 
pented not. 

23 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! Woe 
unto thee, Bethsaida! For if the 
mighty works which were done in you, 
had been done in Tyre and Sidon, they 
would have repented long since in 
sackcloth and ashes.

How he entered into the house 
of God, and did eat the shewbread, 
which was not lawful for him to eat, 
neither for them that were with him;

4 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the Sabbath days the 
priests in the temple profane the Sab¬ 
bath, and ye say they are blameless? 

* 5 But I say unto you, that in this 
place is one greater than the temple. 

6 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, 1 will have mercy and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have con¬ 
demned the guiltless. For the Son of 
Man is Lord even of the Sabbath. 

7 And when he was departed 
thence, he went into their synagogues. 


25 At that time Jesus answered and 
said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, because thou hast 
hid these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto 
babes. 

26 Even so, Father: for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered unto me 
of my Father: and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father; neither know¬ 
eth any man the Father, save the Son, 
and he to whomsoever the Son will re¬ 
veal him. 

28 Come unto me, all ye that la¬ 
bour and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me; for I am meek and lowly 
in heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. 

30 For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light. 

CHAPTER 12 

2 But when the Pharisees saw it, 
they said unto him, Behold, thy dis¬ 
ciples do that which is not lawful to 
do upon the sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them, Have ye 
not read what David did, when he was 
an hungred, and they that were with 
him; 

4 How he entered into the house of 
God, and did eat the shewbread, which 
was not lawful for him to eat, neither 
for them which were with him, but 
only for the priests? 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the sabbath days the 
priests in the temple profane the sab¬ 
bath, and are blameless? 

6 But I say unto you, That in this 
place is one greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have con¬ 
demned the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even 
of the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed 
thence, he went into their synagogue:

* 14 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, say¬ 
ing, Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen; my beloved, in whom my soul 
is well pleased. 

* 15 I will put my Spirit upon him, 
and he shall show judgment to the 
Gentiles. He shall not strive, nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear his voice in 
the streets. 

* 16 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking flax shall he not 
quench, till he send forth judgment 
unto victory. 

* 17 And in his name shall the Gen¬ 
tiles trust. 

* 18 Then was brought unto him one 
possessed with a devil, blind and 
dumb; and he healed him; insomuch 
that the blind and dumb both spake 
and saw.

* 27 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of Man, it shall be for¬ 
given him; but whosoever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him; neither in this world; 
neither in the world to come. 

28 Either make the tree good and 
his fruit good; or else make the tree 
corrupt, and his fruit corrupt; for the 
tree is known by the fruit. 

29 And Jesus said, 0 ye generation 
of vipers! how can ye, being evil, speak 
good things? For out of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speaketh. 

* 30 A good man, out of the good 
treasure of the heart, bringeth forth 
good things; and an evil man out of 
the evil treasure, bringeth forth evil 
things. 

31 And again I say unto you, That 
every idle word that men shall speak.

14 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hear¬ 
ing, and their eyes they have closed, 
lest at any time they should see with 
their eyes and hear with their ears, and 
should understand with their hearts, 
and should be converted, and I should 
heal them. 

15 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see; and your ears, for they hear. 
And blessed are you because these 
things are come unto you, that you 
might understand them. 

16 And verily, I say unto you, 
many righteous prophets have desired 
to see these days which you see, and 
have not seen them; and to hear that 
which you hear, and have not heard. 

* 17 Hear ye therefore the parable of 
the sower. 

18 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth 
not, then cometh the wicked one, and 
catcheth away that which was sown in 
his heart; this is he who received seed 
by the wayside. 

19 But he that received the seed in¬ 
to stony places, the same is he that 
heareth the word and readily with joy 
receiveth it, yet he hath not root in 
himself, and endureth but for a while; 
for when tribulation or persecution 
ariseth because of the word, by and by 
he is offended. 

20 He also who received seed 
among the thorns, is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this world 
and the deceitfulness of riches, choke 
the word, and he becometh unfruitful. 

21 But he that received seed into 
the good ground, is he that heareth the 
word and understandeth and endureth; 
which also beareth fruit, and bringeth 
forth, some an hundred-fold, some six¬ 
ty, and some thirty. 
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13 Therefore speak I to them in 
parables: because they seeing see not; 
and hearing they hear not, neither do 
they understand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled the 
prophecy of Esaias, which saith, By 
hearing ye shall hear, and shall not 
understand; and seeing ye shall see, 
and shall not perceive: 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hear¬ 
ing, and their eyes they have closed; 
lest at any time they should see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and should understand with their heart, 
and should be converted, and 1 should 
heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see: and your ears, for they hear. 


17 For verily I say unto you, That 
many prophets and righteous men 
have desired to see those things which 
ye see, and have not seen them; and to 
hear those things which ye hear, and 
have not heard them. 

18 Hear ye therefore the parable of 
the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth it 
not, then cometh the wicked one, and 
catcheth away that which was sown in 
his heart. This is he which received 
seed by the way side. 

20 But he that received the seed in¬ 
to stony places, the same is he that 
heareth the word, and anon with joy 
receiveth it; 

21 Yet hath he not root in himself, 
but dureth for a while: for when tribu¬ 
lation or persecution ariseth because 
of the word, by and by he is offended. 

22 He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, choke 
the word, and he becometh unfruitful. 

23 But he that received seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth the 
word, and understandeth it; which also 
beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, some 
an hundredfold, some sixty, some thir¬ 
ty- 
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* 22 Another parable put he forth un¬ 
to them, saying, The kingdom of heav¬ 
en is likened unto a man who sowed 
good seed in his field; 

23 But while he slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way.

27 And the servants said unto him, 
Wilt thou then that we go and gather 
them up? 

* 28 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also the 
wheat with them. 

29 Let both grow together until the 
harvest, and in the time of harvest, I 
will say to the reapers, Gather ye to¬ 
gether first the wheat into my barn; 
and the tares are bound in bundles to 
be burned. 

30 And another parable put he 
forth unto them, saying, The kingdom 
of heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took and sowed in 
his field; 

* 31 Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds, but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and becometh a 
tree, so that the birds of the air come 
and lodge in the branches thereof. 

* 32 Another parable spake he unto 
them, The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven, which a woman took and 
hid in three measures of meal, till the 
whole was leavened. 

* 33 All these things spake Jesus unto 
the multitudes in parables; and with¬ 
out a parable spake he not unto them, 

* 34 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophets, saying, I 
will open my mouth in parables; I will 
utter things which have been kept 
secret from the foundation of the 
world. 

* 35 Then Jesus sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house. And 


24 Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field: 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung 
up, and brought forth fruit, then ap¬ 
peared the tares also. 

27 So the servants of the house¬ 
holder came and said unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou sow good seed in thy 
field? from whence then hath it tares? 

28 He said unto them. An enemy 
hath done this.

37 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked. 

* 38 The enemy that sowed them is 
the devil. 

39 The harvest is the end of the 
world, or the destruction of the wick¬ 
ed. 

40 The reapers are the angels, or 
the messengers sent of heaven. 

41 As, therefore, the tares are gath¬ 
ered and burned in the fire, so shall it 
be in the end of this world, or the de¬ 
struction of the wicked. 

42 For in that day, before the Son 
of Man shall come, he shall send forth 
his angels and messengers of heaven. 

43 And they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things that offend, and 
them which do iniquity, and shall cast 
them out among the wicked; and there 
shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

44 For the world shall be burned 
with Fire. 

* 45 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun, in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

46 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a treasure hid in a field. And 
when a man hath found a treasure 
which is hid, he secureth it, and, 
straightway, for joy thereof, goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and buyeth 
that field. 

47 And again, the kingdom of heav¬ 
en is like unto a merchantman, seeking 
goodly pearls, who, when he had 
found one pearl of great price, he went 
and sold all that he had and bought it. 

* 48 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a net that was cast into the 
sea, and gathered of every kind, which, 
when it was full, they drew to shore,

37 He answered and said unto 
them, He that soweth the good seed is 
the Son of man; 

38 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom;

42 And shall cast them into a fur¬ 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. 


43 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

44 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto treasure hid in a field; the 
which when a man hath found, he 
hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and buyeth 
that field. 

45 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a merchant man, seeking 
goodly pearls: 

46 Who, when he had found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold all 
that he had, and bought it.

5 But be not ye called Rabbi; for

hang all the law and the prophets. 

41 While the Pharisees were gath¬ 
ered together, Jesus asked them, 

42 Saying, What think ye of Christ? 
whose son is he? 

They say unto him, 

The son of David. 

43 He saith unto them. How then 
doth David in spirit call him Lord, 
saying, 

44 The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, till I make 
thine enemies thy footstool? 

45 If David then call him Lord, 
how is he his son? 

46 And no man was able to answer 
him a word, neither durst any man 
from that day forth ask him any more 
questions. " 

CHAPTER 23 

1 Then spake Jesus to the multi¬ 
tude, and to his disciples, 

2 Saying, The scribes and the Phar¬ 
isees sit in Moses’ seat: 

3 All therefore whatsoever they bid 
you observe, that observe and do; but 
do not ye after their works: for they 
say, and do not. 

4 For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them on 
men’s shoulders; but they themselves 
will not move them with one of their 
fingers. 

5 But all their works they do for to 
be seen of men: they make broad their 
phylacteries, and enlarge the borders 
of their garments, 

6 And love the uppermost rooms at 
feasts, and the chief seats in the 
synagogues, 

7 And greetings in the markets, and 
to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. 

8 But be not ye called Rabbi: for 
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one is your master, which is Christ; 
and all ye are brethren. 

6 And call no one your creator up¬ 
on the earth, or your heavenly Father; 
for one is your creator and heavenly 
Father, even he who is in heaven. 

7 Neither be ye called masters; for 
one is your master, even he whom 
your heavenly Father sent, which is 
Christ; lor he hath sent him among 
you that ye might have life. 

* 8 But he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant. 

9 And whosoever shall exalt himself 
shall be abased of him; and he that shall 
humble himself shall be exalted of 
him. 

* 10 But woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! For ye shut up 
the kingdom of heaven against men; 
for ye neither go in yourselves, neither 
suffer ye them that are entering to go 
in. 

11 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar¬ 
isees! for ye are hypocrites! Ye devour 
widows’ houses, and for a pretence 
make long prayers; therefore ye shall 
receive the greater punishment. 

1 2 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar¬ 
isees, hypocrites! For ye compass sea 
and land to make one proselyte; and 
when he is made, ye make him two¬ 
fold more the child of hell than he was 
before, like unto yourselves. 

13 Woe unto you, blind guides, 
who say, Whosoever shall swear by the 
temple, it is nothing; but whosoever 
shall swear by the gold of the temple, 
he committeth sin, and is a debtor. 

14 You are fools and blind; for 
which is the greater, the gold, or the 
temple that sanctifieth the gold? 

15 And ye say, Whosoever sweareth 
by the altar, it is nothing; but whoso¬ 
ever sweareth by the gift that is upon 
it, he is guilty. 

16 0 fools, and blind! For which is 
the greater, the gift, or the altar that 
sanctifieth the gift? 

17 Verily 1 say unto you, Whoso, 
therefore, sweareth by it, sweareth by 
the altar, and by all things thereon. 

18 And whoso shall swear by the 


one is your Master, even Christ; and all 
ye are brethren. 

9 And call no man your father 
upon the earth: for one is your Father, 
which is in heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called masters: for 
one is your Master, even Christ. 


11 But he that is greatest among 
you shall be your servant. 

12 And whosoever shall exalt him¬ 
self shall be abased; and he that shall 
humble himself shall be exalted. 

13 But woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shut up 
the kingdom of heaven against men:

15 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar¬ 
isees, hypocrites! for ye compass sea 
and land to make one proselyte, and 
when he is made, ye make him two¬ 
fold more the child of hell than 
yourselves. 

16 Woe unto you, ye blind guides, 
which say. Whosoever shall swear by 
the temple, it is nothing; but whoso¬ 
ever shall swear by the gold of the 
temple, he is a debtor! 

17 Ye fools and blind: for whether 
is greater, the gold, or the temple that 
sanctifieth the gold? 

18 And, Whosoever shall swear by 
the altar, it is nothing; but whosoever 
sweareth by the gift that is upon it, he 
is guilty. 

19 Ye fools and blind: for whether 
is greater, the gift, or the altar that 
sanctifieth the gift? 

20 Whoso therefore shall swear by 
the altar, sweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon. 

21 And whoso shall swear by the 
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temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
who dwelleth therein. 

19 And he that shall swear by heav¬ 
en, sweareth by the throne of God, 
and by him who sitteth thereon. 

20 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar¬ 
isees, hypocrites! For ye pay tithe of 
mint, and anise, and cummin; and have 
omitted the weightier things of the 
law; judgment, mercy, and faith; these 
ought ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone. 

21 Ye blind guides, who strain at a 
gnat, and swallow a camel; who make 
yourselves appear unto men that ye 
would not commit the least sin, and 
yet ye yourselves, transgress the whole 
law. 

* 22 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar¬ 
isees, hypocrites! For ye make clean 
the outside of the cup, and of the plat¬ 
ter; but within they are full of extor¬ 
tion and excess. 

23 Ye blind Pharisees! Cleanse first 
the cup and platter within, that the 
outside of them may be clean also. 

24 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar¬ 
isees, hypocrites! For ye are like unto 
whited sepulchers, which indeed ap¬ 
pear beautiful outwardly, but are with¬ 
in full of the bones of the dead, and of 
all uncleanness. 

* 25 Even so, ye also outwardly ap¬ 
pear righteous unto men, but within 
ye are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

* 26 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar¬ 
isees, hypocrites! Because ye build the 
tombs of the prophets, and garnish the 
sepulchers of the righteous, 

* 27 And say, If we had been in the 
days of our fathers, we would not have 
been partakers with them in the blood 
of the prophets; 

28 Wherefore, ye are witnesses unto 
yourselves of your own wickedness, 
and ye are the children of them who 
killed the prophets; 

29 And will fill up the measure 
then of your fathers; for ye, your¬ 
selves, kill the prophets like unto your 
fathers. 

30 Ye serpents, and generation of 
vipers! How can ye escape the damna¬ 
tion of hell?

* 32 That upon you may come all the 
righteous blood shed upon the earth, 
from the blood of righteous Abel, un¬ 
to the blood of Zacharias, son of 
Barachias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and the altar. 

* 33 Verily I say unto you, All these 
things shall come upon this generation. 

34 Ve bear testimony against your 
fathers, when ye, yourselves, are par¬ 
takers of the same wickedness. 

35 Behold your fathers did it 
through ignorance, but ye do not; 
wherefore, their sins shall be upon 
your heads. 

36 Then Jesus began to weep over 
Jerusalem, saying, 

37 O Jerusalem! Jerusalem! Ye who 
will kill the prophets, and will stone 
them who are sent unto you; how 
often would 1 have gathered your chil¬ 
dren together, even as a hen gathers 
her chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not. 

39 For I say unto you, that ye shall 
not see me henceforth, and know that 
I am he of whom it is written by the 
prophets, until ye shall say, 

40 Blessed is he who cometh in the 
name of the Lord, in the clouds of 
heaven, and all the holy angels with 
him. 

41 Then understood his disciples 
that he should come again on the 
earth, after that he was glorified and 
crowned on the right hand of God. 

CHAPTER 24 

1 And Jesus went out, and departed 
from the temple; and his disciples 
came to him for to hear him, saying, 
Master, show us concerning the build¬ 
ings of the temple; as thou hast said; 
They shall be thrown down and left 
unto you desolate. 

2 And Jesus said unto them, See ye 
not all these things?

39 For I say unto you, Ye shall not 
see me henceforth, till ye shall say, 


Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord. 


CHAPTER 24 

I And Jesus went out, and departed 
from the temple: and his disciples 
came to him for to shew him the 
buildings of the temple. 


2 And Jesus said unto them, See ye 
not all these things? verily I say unto 
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understand them? Verily I say unto 
you, There shall not be left here upon 
this temple, one stone upon another, 
that shall not be thrown down. 

3 And Jesus left them and went up¬ 
on the mount of Olives. 

4 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples came unto him 
privately, saying, Tell us, when shall

* 7 Then shall they deliver you up to 
be afflicted, and shall kill you; and ye 
shall be hated of all nations for my 
name’s sake. 

* 8 And then shall many be offended, 
and shall betray one another, and shall 
hate one another. 

* 9 And many false prophets shall 
arise, and shall deceive many. 

* 10 And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold. 

11 But he that remaineth steadfast, 
and is not overcome, the same shall be 
saved. 

12 When ye therefore, shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel the prophet, concerning the 
destruction of Jerusalem, then ye shall 
stand in the holy place. (Whoso read- 
eth let him understand.) 

13 Then let them who are in Judea, 
flee into the mountains. 

14 Let him who is on the housetop, 
flee, and not return to take anything 
out of his house. 

15 Neither let him who is in the 
field, return back to lake his clothes. 

16 And woe unto them that are 
with child, and unto them that give 
suck in those days! 

17 Therefore, pray ye the Lord, 


you. There shall not be left here one 
stone upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down. 


3 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples came unto him 
privately, saying, Tell us, when shall 
these things be? and what shall be the 
sign of thy coming, and of the end of 
the world? 


4 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them.

1 5 When ye therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel the prophet, stand in the 
holy place, (whoso readeth, let him 
understand:) 

16 Then let them which be in 
Judaea flee into the mountains: 

17 Let him which is on the house¬ 
top not come down to take any tiling 
out of his house: 

18 Neither let him which is in the 
field return back to take liis clothes. 

19 And woe unto them that are 
with child, and to them that give suck 
in those days! 

20 But pray ye that your flight be 
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that your flight be not in the winter, 
neither on the Sabbath day. 

18 For then, in those days, shall be 
great tribulations on the Jews, and up¬ 
on the inhabitants of Jerusalem; such 
as was not before sent upon Israel, of 
God, since the beginning of their king¬ 
dom until this time; no, nor ever shall 
be sent again upon Israel. 

19 All things which have befallen 
them, are only the beginning of the 
sorrows which shall come upon them; 
and except those days should be short¬ 
ened, there should none of their flesh 
be saved. 

20 But for the elect's sake, accord¬ 
ing to the covenant, those days shall 
be shortened. 

21 Behold these things I have 
spoken unto you concerning the Jews. 

22 And again, after the tribulation 
of those days which shall come upon 
Jerusalem, if any man shall say unto 
you, Lo! here is Christ, or there; be¬ 
lieve him not. 

23 For in those days, there shall 
also arise false Christs, and false proph¬ 
ets, and shall show great signs and 
wonders; insomuch that, if possible, 
they shall deceive the very elect, who 
are the elect according to the cove¬ 
nant. 

24 Behold, I speak these things un¬ 
to you for the elect's sake. 

25 And ye also shall hear of wars, 
and rumors of wars; see that ye be not 
troubled; for all I have told you must 
come to pass. But the end is not yet. 
* 26 Behold, I have told you before, 
Wherefore, if they shall say unto you, 
Behold, he is in the desert; go not 
forth. Behold, he is in the secret cham¬ 
bers; believe it not. 

27 For as the light of the morning 
comclh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west, and covereth the 
whole earth; so shall also the coming 
of the Son of Man be. 

28 And now I show unto you a 
parable. Behold, wheresoever the car¬ 
cass is, there will the eagles be gath¬ 
ered together; so likewise shall mine 
elect be gathered from the four quar¬ 
ters of the earth.

28 For wheresoever the carcase is, 
there will the eagles be gathered to¬ 
gether. 
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29 And they shall hear of wars, and 
rumors of wars. Behold, 1 speak unto 
you for mine elect’s sake. 

30 For nation shall rise against na¬ 
tion, and kingdom against kingdom; 
there shall be famine and pestilences, 
and earthquakes in divers places. 

31 And again, because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of men shall wax 
cold; but he that shall not be over¬ 
come, the same shall be saved. 

32 And again, this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world, for a witness unto all nations, 
and then shall the end come, or the 
destruction of the wicked. 

33 And again shall the abomination 
of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, be fulfilled. 

34 And immediately after the tribu¬ 
lation of those days, the sun shall be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give 
her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of heaven shall 
be shaken. 

35 Verily I say unto you, this gen¬ 
eration, in which these things shall be 
shown forth, shall not pass away until 
all I have told you shall be fulfilled. 

36 Although the days will come 
that heaven and earth shall pass away, 
yet my word shall not pass away; but 
all shall be fulfilled. 

37 And as I said before, after the 
tribulation of those days, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shaken, 
then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of Man in heaven; and then shall all 
the tribes of the earth mourn. 

*38 And they shall see the Son of 
Man coming in the clouds of heaven, 
with power and great glory. 

39 And whoso treasureth up my 
words, shall not be deceived. 

40 For the Son of Man shall come, 
and he shall send his angels before him 
with the great sound of a trumpet, and 
they shall gather together the remain¬ 
der of his elect from the four winds; 
from one end of heaven to the other. 

41 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree: When its branches are yet tender, 
and it begins to put forth leaves, ye 
know that summer is nigh at hand. 


7 For nation shall rise against na¬ 
tion, and kingdom against kingdom: 
and there shall be famines, and pesti¬ 
lences, and earthquakes, in divers 
places. 


14 And this gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world for a 
witness unto all nations; and then shall 
the end come. 


29 Immediately after the tribula¬ 
tion of those days shall the sun be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give 
her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of the heavens 
shall be shaken: 

34 Verily 1 say unto you, This 
generation shall not pass, till all these 
things be fulfilled.

and they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory. 

31 And he shall send his angels with 
a great sound of a trumpet, and they 
shall gather together his elect from the 
four winds, from one end of heaven to 
the other. 

32 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree; When his branch is yet tender, 
and putteth forth leaves, ye know that 
summer is nigh: 
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42 So likewise mine elect, when 
they shall see all these things, they 
shall know that he is near, even at the 
doors. 

43 But of that day and hour no one 
knowetli; no, not the angels of God in 
heaven, but my Father only. 

44 But as it was in the days of 
Noah, so it shall be also at the coming 
of the Son of Man. 

45 For it shall be with them as it 
was in the days which were before the 
flood; for until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, they were eating 
and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, and knew not until the flood 
came and took them all away; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of Man be. 

46 Then shall be fulfilled that 
which is written, that, In the last days, 

47 Two shall be in the field; the 
one shall be taken and the other left. 

48 Two shall be grinding at the 
mill; the one taken and the other left. 

49 And what I say unto one, I say 
unto all men; Watch, therefore, for ye 
know not at what hour your Lord 
doth come. 

50 But know this, if the good man 
of the house had known in what watch 
the thief would come, he would have 
watched, and would not have suffered 
his house to have been broken up; but 
would have been ready. 

* 51 Therefore be ye also ready; for 
in such an hour as ye think not, the 
Son of Man cometh. 

* 52 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his Lord hath made 
ruler over his household, to give them 
meat in due season? 

* 53 Blessed is that servant, whom his 
Lord when he cometh shall find so do¬ 
ing; 

54 And, verily I say unto you, he 
shall make him ruler over all his goods. 

55 But if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, My Lord delayeth his 
coming; and shall begin to smite his 
fellow-servants, and to eat and drink 
with the drunken; the Lord of that ser¬ 
vant shall come in a day when he look- 


33 So likewise ye, when ye shall see 
all these things, know that it is near, 
even at the doors. 

36 But of that day and hour know- 
eth no man, no, not the angels of 
heaven, but my Father only. 

37 But as the days of Noe were, so 
shall also the coming of the Son of 
man be. 

38 For as in the days that were 
before the flood they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in mar¬ 
riage, until the day that Noe entered 
into the ark, 

39 And knew not until the flood 
came, and took them all away; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man be. 

40 Then shall two be in the field; 
the one shall be taken, and the other 
left. 

41 Two women shall be grinding at 
the mill; the one shall be taken, and 
the other left. 

42 Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth come. 


43 But know this, that if the 
goodman of the house had known in 
what watch the thief would come, he 
would have watched, and would not 
have suffered his house to be broken 
up. 

44 Therefore be ye also ready: for 
in such an hour as ye think not the 
Son of man cometh. 

45 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath made 
ruler over his household, to give them 
meat in due season? 

46 Blessed is that servant, whom his 
lord when he cometh shall find so 
doing. 

47 Verily I say unto you, That he 
shall make him ruler over all his goods. 

48 But and if that evil servant shall 
say in his heart, My lord delayeth his 
coming; 

49 And shall begin to smite his 
fellow-servants, and to eat and drink 
with the drunken; 
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eth not for him, and in an hour that he 
is not aware of, and shall cut him 
asunder, and shall appoint him his por¬ 
tion with the hypocrites; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

56 And thus cometh the end of the 
wicked according to the prophecy of 
Moses, saying, They should be cut off 
from among the people. But the end 
of the earth is not yet; but bye and 
bye. 

CHAPTER 25 

1 And then, at that day, before the 
Son of Man comes, the kingdom of 
heaven shall be likened unto ten vir¬ 
gins, who took their lamps, and went 
forth to meet the bridegroom. 

2 And five of them were wise, and 
five of them were foolish. 

* 3 They that were foolish took their 
lamps and took no oil with them; but 
the wise took oil in their vessels with 
their lamps. 

* 4 While the bridegroom tarried, 
they all slumbered and slept. 

* 5 And at midnight there was a cry 
made, Behold, the bridegroom com¬ 
eth; go ye out to meet him. 

* 6 Then all those virgins arose, and 
trimmed their lamps. 

* 7 And the foolish said unto the 
wise, Give us of your oil; for our lamps 
are gone out. 

8 But the wise answered, saying, 
Lest there be not enough for us and 
you, go ye rather to them that sell, 
and buy for yourselves. 

* 9 And while they went to buy, the 
bridegroom came; and they that were 
ready went in with him to the mar¬ 
riage; and the door was shut. 

10 Afterward came also the other 
virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open unto 
us.

* 12 Watch therefore; for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour wherein 
the Son of Man cometh. 


50 The lord of that servant shall 
come in a day when he looketh not for 
him, and in an hour that he is not 
aware of, 

51 And shall cut him asunder, and 
appoint him his portion with the 
hypocrites: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 


CHAPTER 25 

1 Then shall the kingdom of heaven 
be likened unto ten virgins, which 
took their lamps and went forth to 
meet the bridegroom. 

2 And five of them were wise, and 
five were foolish. 

3 They that were foolish took their 
lamps, and took no oil with them: 

4 But the wise took oil in their 
vessels with their lamps. 

5 While the bridegroom tarried, 
they all slumbered and slept. 

6 And at midnight there was a cry 
made. Behold, the bridegroom com¬ 
eth; go ye out to meet him. 

7 Then all those virgins arose, and 
trimmed their lamps. 

8 And the foolish said unto the 
wise, Give us of your oil; for our lamps 
are gone out. 

9 But the wise answered, saying, 
Not so; lest there be not enough for us 
and you: but go ye rather to them that 
sell, and buy for yourselves. 

10 And while they went to buy, the 
bridegroom came; and they that were 
ready went in with him to the mar¬ 
riage: and the door was shut. 

11 Afterward came also the other 
virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open to us. 

12 But he answered and said, Verily 
I say unto you, 1 know you not. 

13 Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour wherein 
the Son of man cometh. 
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13 Now I will liken these things un¬ 
to a parable. 

14 For it is like as a man traveling 
into a far country, who called his own 
servants, and delivered unto them his 
goods. 

15 And unto one he gave five tal¬ 
ents, to another two, and to another 
one; to every man according to his sev¬ 
eral ability; and straightway went on 
his journey. 

16 Then he that had received the 
five talents, went and traded with the 
same; and gained other five talents. 

17 And likewise he who received 
two talents, he also gained other two. 

18 But he who had received one, 
went and digged in the earth and hid 
his lord’s money. 

20 And so he that had received the 
five talents came, and brought other 
five talents, saying, Lord, thou de- 
liveredst unto me five talents; behold, 
1 have gained besides them, five talents 
more. 

21 His lord said unto him, Well 
done, good and faithful servant; thou 
hast been faithful over a few things, 1 
will make thee ruler over many things; 
enter thou into the joy of thy lord. 

22 He also that had received two 
talents came and said, Lord thou de- 
liveredst unto me two talents; behold, 
1 have gained two talents besides them. 

24 Then he who had received the 
one talent came, and said Lord, I knew 
thee that thou art a hard man, reaping 
where thou hast not sown, and gather¬ 
ing where thou hast not scattered. 

25 And I was afraid, and went and 
hid thy talent in the earth; and lo, here 
is thy talent; take it from me as thou 
hast from thine other servants, for it is 
thine. 

26 His lord answered and said unto 
him, O wicked and slothful servant, 
thou knewest that I reap where 1 
sowed not, and gather where 1 have 
not scattered. 


14 For the kingdom of heaven is as 
a man travelling into a far country, 
who called his own servants, and de¬ 
livered unto them his goods. 

15 And unto one he gave five 
talents, to another two, and to another 
one; to every man according to his 
several ability; and straightway took 
his journey.

many things: enter thou into the joy 
of thy lord. 

22 He also that had received two 
talents came and said. Lord, thou 
deliveredst unto me two talents: be¬ 
hold, I have gained two other talents 
beside them. 

24 Then he which had received the 
one talent came and said, Lord, 1 knew 
thee that thou art an hard man, 
reaping where thou hast not sown, and 
gathering where thou hast not 
strawed: 

25 And 1 was afraid, and went and 
hid thy talent in the earth: lo, there 
thou hast that is thine. 


26 His lord answered and said unto 
him, Thou wicked and slothful ser¬ 
vant, thou knewest that I reap where 1 
sowed not, and gather where 1 have 
not strawed: 
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27 Having known this, therefore, 
thou oughtest to have put my money 
to the exchangers, and at my coming I 
should have received mine own with 
usury. 

28 1 will take, therefore, the talent 
from you, and give it unto him who 
hath ten talents. 

29 For unto every one who hath 
obtained other talents, shall be given, 
and he shall have in abundance. 

30 But from him that hath not ob¬ 
tained other talents, shall be taken 
away even that which he hath re¬ 
ceived. 

31 And his lord shall say unto his 
servants, Cast ye the unprofitable ser¬ 
vant into outer darkness; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

32 When the Son of Man shall come 
in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then he shall sit upon the 
throne of his glory; 

33 And before him shall be gath¬ 
ered all nations; and he shall separate 
them one from another, as a shepherd 
divideth sheep from the goats; the 
sheep on his right hand, but the goats 
on his left. 

34 And he shall sit upon his throne, 
and the twelve apostles with him. 

*35 Then shall the king say unto 
them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the king¬ 
dom prepared for you from the foun¬ 
dation of the world. 

* 36 For I was an hungered, and ye 
gave me meat; I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink; l was a stranger, and ye 
took me in; naked, and ye clothed me; 

* 37 l was sick, and ye visited me; I 
was in prison, and ye came unto me. 


*38 Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee 
an hungered, and fed thee; or thirsty, 
and gave thee drink? 

* 39 When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took thee in; or naked, and 
clothed thee? 

* 40 Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee? 


27 Thou oughtest therefore to have 
put my money to the exchangers, and 
then at my coming I should have 
received mine own with usury. 

28 Take therefore the talent from 
him, and give it unto him which hath 
ten talents. 

29 For unto every one that hath 
shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance: 

but from him that hath 
not shall be taken away even that 
which he hath.

10 And in this thing that she hath 
done, she shall be blessed; for verily 1 
say unto you, Wheresoever this gospel 
shall be preached in the whole world, 
this thing that this woman hath done, 
shall also be told for a memorial of 
her. 

11 Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief 
priests, and said, What will ye give me, 
and I will deliver him unto you? And 
they covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver. 

12 And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray Jesus. 

13 Now on the first day of the feast 
of unleavened bread, the disciples 
came unto Jesus, saying unto him. 
Where wilt thou that we prepare for 
thee to eat the passover? 

* 14 And he said, Go into the city to 
such a man, and say unto him. The 
master saith, My time is at hand; I will 
keep the passover at thy house with 
my disciples. 

15 And the disciples did as Jesus 
appointed them; and they made ready 
the passover. 

16 Now when the evening was 
come, he sat down with the twelve. 

* 17 And as they did eat, he said, 
Verily I say unto you, that one of you 
shall betray me. 

* 18 And they were exceeding sor¬ 
rowful, and began every one of them 
to say unto him, Lord, is it I? 

* 19 And he answered and said, He 
that dippeth his hand with me in the 
dish, the same shall betray me. 


9 For this ointment might have 
been sold for much, and given to the 
poor. 

10 When Jesus understood it, he 
said unto them. Why trouble ye the 
woman? for she hath wrought a good 
work upon me. 

11 For ye have the poor always 
with you; but me ye have not always. 

12 For in that she hath poured this 
ointment on my body, she did it for 
my burial. 

13 Verily I say unto you. Whereso¬ 
ever this gospel shall be preached in 
the whole world, there shall also this, 
that this woman hath done, be told for 
a memorial of her. 


14 Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief 
priests, 

15 And said unto them. What will 
ye give me, and I will deliver him unto 
you? And they covenanted with him 
for thirty pieces of silver. 

16 And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray him. 

17 Now the first day of the feast of 
unleavened bread the disciples came to 
Jesus, saying unto him, Where wilt 
thou that we prepare for thee to eat 
the passover?

* 44 And while he yet spake, lo, Ju¬ 
das, one of the twelve, came, and with 
him a great multitude with swords and 
staves, from the chief priests and 
elders of the people. 

* 45 Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, saying, Whomsoever I 
shall kiss, that same is he; hold him 
fast. 

* 46 And forthwith he came to Jesus, 
and said. Hail, Master! and kissed him. 


36 Then cometh Jesus with them 
unto a place called Gethsemane, and 
saith unto the disciples, Sit ye here, 
while I go and pray yonder.

50 Then said Jesus unto him, Put 
up again thy sword into its place; for 
all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword. 

* 51 Thinkest thou that I cannot now 
pray to my Father, and he shall pres¬ 
ently give me more than twelve legions 
of angels? 

* 52 But how then shall the Scrip¬ 
tures be fulfilled, that thus it must be? 

53 In that same hour said Jesus un¬ 
to the multitudes, Are ye come out as 
against a thief, with swords and staves, 
for to take me? I sat daily with you in 
the temple, teaching, and ye laid no 
hold on me. 

* 54 But all this was done that the 
Scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. 

* 55 Then all the disciples forsook 
him, and fled. 

* 56 And they that had laid hold on 
Jesus, led him away to Caiaphas the 
high priest, where the scribes and the 
elders were assembled. 

* 57 But Peter followed him afar off 
unto the high priest’s palace, and went 
in, and sat with the servants to see the 
end. 

* 58 Now the chief priests, and elders, 
and all the council, sought false wit¬ 
ness against Jesus, to put him to death; 
but found none. 

59 Yea, though many false wit¬ 
nesses came, they found none that 
could accuse him. 

60 At the last came two false wit¬ 
nesses, and said, This man said, I am 
able to destroy the temple of God, and 
to build it in three days. 

61 And the high priest arose and

58 But Peter followed him afar off 
unto the high priest’s palace, and went 
in, and sat with the servants, to sec the 
end. 

59 Now the chief priests, and el¬ 
ders, and all the council, sought false 
witness against Jesus, to put him to 
death; 

60 But found none: 

yea, though 

many false witnesses came, yet found 
they none. 

At the last came two false 

witnesses, 

61 And said, This fellow said, I am 
able to destroy the temple of God, and 
to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose, and 
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said unto him, Answerest thou noth¬ 
ing? Knowest thou what these witness 
against thee? 

* 62 But Jesus held his peace. 

* 63 And the high priest answered 
and said unto him, 

* 64 I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thou be the 
Christ, the Son of God. 

65 Jesus said unto him, Thou hast 
said. Nevertheless, I say unto you, 
hereafter shall ye see the Son of Man 
sitting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. 

* 66 Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken blas¬ 
phemy; what further need have we of 
witnesses? Behold, now, ye have heard 
his blasphemy. What think ye? 

67 They answered and said. He is 
guilty, and worthy of death. 

68 Then did they spit in his face 
and buffet him; and others smote him 
with the palms of their hands, saying, 
Prophesy unto us, thou Christ, who is 
it that smote thee?

* 8 And they came and held him by 
the feet, and worshipped him. 

* 9 Then said Jesus unto them, Be not 
afraid; go tell my brethren that they 
go into Galilee, and there shall they 
see me. 

* 10 Now when they were going, be¬ 
hold, some of the watch came into the 
city, and showed unto the chief priests 
all the things that were done. 

* 11 And when they were assembled 
with the elders, and had taken counsel, 
they gave large money unto the sol¬ 
diers, 

12 Saying, Say ye, His disciples 
came by night, and stole him while we 
slept. 

* 13 And if this come to the gover¬ 
nor’s ears, we will persuade him, and 
secure you. 

* 14 So they took the money, and did 
as they were taught; and this saying is 
commonly reported among the Jews 
until this day. 

* 15 Then the eleven disciples went 
away into Galilee, into a mountain 
where Jesus had appointed them. 
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* 16 And when they saw him, they 
worshipped him; but some doubted. 

* I 7 And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying. All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth. 

* 18 Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost; 

19 Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever 1 have commanded 
you; and, lo, 1 am with you always, 
unto the end of the world. Amen.

CHAPTER 1 

* 1 The beginning of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God; as it is 
written in the prophets. Behold, 1 send 
my messenger before thy face, which 
shall prepare thy way before thee. 

* 2 The voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths straight. 

* 3 John did baptize in the wilder¬ 
ness, and preach the baptism of re¬ 
pentance for the remission of sins. 

4 And there went out unto him all 
the land of Judea, and they of Jerusa¬ 
lem, and many were baptized of him 
in the river Jordan, confessing their 
sins. 

5 And John was clothed with cam¬ 
els’ hair, and with a girdle of skin 
about his loins; and he did eat locusts 
and wild honey; and preached, saying, 
There comelh one mightier than I 
after me, the latchet of whose shoes I 
am not worthy to stoop down and un¬ 
loose. 

6 I indeed have baptized you with 
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before thee. 
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6 And John was clothed with cam¬ 
el’s hair, and with a girdle of a skin 
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8 I indeed have baptized you with 
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water; but he shall not only baptize 
you with water, but with fire, and the 
Holy Ghost. 

* 7 And it came to pass in those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of Gali¬ 
lee, and was baptized of John in Jor¬ 
dan. 

* 8 And straightway coming up out of 
the water, he saw the heavens opened, 
and the Spirit like a dove descending 
upon him; 

9 And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. And 
John bare record of it. 

10 And immediately the Spirit took 
him into the wilderness. 

11 And he was there in the wilder¬ 
ness forty days, Satan seeking to 
tempt him; and was with the wild 
beasts; and the angels ministered unto 
him. 

* 12 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
of God; and saying, 

* 13 The time is fulfilled, and the 
kingdom of God is at hand; repent ye, 
and believe the gospel. 

14 And now as he walked by the 
sea of Galilee, he saw Simon and An¬ 
drew his brother, casting a net into the 
sea; for they were fishers. 

* 15 And Jesus said unto them, Come 
ye after me, and I will make you to 
become fishers of men. 

* 16 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him. 

* 17 And when he had gone a little 
farther thence, he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, who 
also were in the ship mending their 
nets. 

18 And he called them; and 
straightway they left their father Zebe- 
dcc in the ship with the hired servants, 
and went after him. 

* 19 And they went into Capernaum; 
and straightway on the Sabbath day he 
entered into the synagogue, and 
taught. 

* 20 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine; for he taught them as one 
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that Jesus came from Nazareth of 
Galilee, and was baptized of John in 
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of the water, he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit like a dove 
descending upon him: 

11 And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my beloved 
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12 And immediately the spirit driv- 
eth him into the wilderness. 
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14 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
of God, 

15 And saying, 

The time is fulfilled, 
and the kingdom of God is at hand: 
repent ye, and believe the gospel. 

16 Now as he walked by the sea of 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew his 
brother casting a net into the sea: for 
they were fishers. 

17 And Jesus said unto them. Come 
ye after me, and 1 will make you to 
become fishers of men. 

18 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him. 

19 And when he had gone a little 
farther thence, he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, who 
also were in the ship mending their 
nets. 

20 And straightway he called them: 
and they left their father Zebedee in 
the ship with the hired servants, and 
went after him. 

21 And they went into Capernaum; 
and straightway on the sabbath day he 
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taught. 

22 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine: for he taught them as one 
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(hat had authority, and not as the 
scribes. 

* 21 And there was in their synagogue 
a man with an unclean spirit; and he 
cried out, saying, Let us alone; what 
have we to do with thee, thou Jesus of 
Nazareth? Art thou come to destroy 
us? I know thee, who thou art, the 
Holy one of God. 

* 22 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 

* 23 And when the unclean spirit had 
torn him, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him. 

* 24 And they were all amazed, inso¬ 
much that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing is this? 
What new doctrine is this? For with 
authority commandeth he even the un¬ 
clean spirits, and they do obey him. 

* 25 And immediately his fame 
spread abroad throughout all the re¬ 
gions round about Galilee. 

* 26 And forthwith when they were 
come out of the synagogue, they 
entered into the house of Simon and 
Andrew, with James and John. 

27 And Simon’s wife’s mother lay 
sick of a fever; and they besought him 
for her. 

28 And he came and took her by 
the hand, and lifted her up; and im¬ 
mediately the fever left her, and she 
came and ministered unto them. 

29 And at evening after sunset, 
they brought unto him all that were 
diseased, and them that were possessed 
with devils; and all the city was gath¬ 
ered together at the door. 

* 30 And he healed many that were 
sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils; and suffered not the dev¬ 
ils to speak, because they knew him. 

* 31 And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, he went out 
and departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed. 

* 32 And Simon and they that were 
with him, followed after him. 
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entered into the house of Simon and 
Andrew, with James and John. 

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay 
sick of a fever, and anon they tell him 
of her. 

31 And he came and took her by 
the hand, and lifted her up; and 
immediately the fever left her, and she 
ministered unto them. 

32 And at even, when the sun did 
set, they brought unto him all that 
were diseased, and them that were 
possessed with devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered 
together at the door. 

34 And he healed many that were 
sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils; and suffered not the 
devils to speak, because they knew 
him. 

35 And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, he went out, 
and departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed. 

36 And Simon and they that were 
with him followed after him. 
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* 33 And when they had found him, 
they said unto him, All men seek for 
thee. 

* 34 And he said unto them, Let us 
go into the next towns, that 1 may 
preach there also; for therefore came I 
forth. 

*35 And he preached in their syna¬ 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and cast 
out devils. 

36 And there came a leper to him, 
beseeching him, and kneeling down to 
him, said, If thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean. 

* 37 And Jesus, moved with compas¬ 
sion, put forth his hand and touched 
him, and said unto him, 1 will; be thou 
clean. 

* 38 And as soon as he had spoken, 
immediately the leprosy departed 
from him, and he was cleansed. 

* 39 And he straitly charged him, and 
forthwith sent him away; and said un¬ 
to him, See thou say nothing to any 
man; but go thy way, show thyself to 
the priest, and offer for thy cleansing, 
those things which Moses commanded, 
for a testimony unto them. 

40 But he went out, and began to 
publish it much, and to blaze abroad 
the matter, insomuch that Jesus could 
no more openly enter into the city, 
but was without in solitary places; and 
they came to him from every quarter.

9 And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before 
them all; insomuch that they were all 
amazed, and many glorified God, say¬ 
ing, We never saw the power of God 
after this manner. 

10 And Jesus went forth again by 
the seaside, and all the multitude re¬ 
sorted unto him, and he taught them. 

11 And as he passed by, he saw 
Levi the son of Alpheus, sitting at the 
place where they receive tribute, as 
was customary in those days, and he 
said unto him, Follow me; and he 
arose and followed him. 

12 And it came to pass, that, as 
Jesus sat at meat in his house, many 
publicans and sinners sat also together 
with him and his disciples; for there 
were many, and they followed him. 

* 13 And when the scribes and Phar¬ 
isees saw him eat with publicans and 
sinners, they said unto his disciples, 
How is it that he eateth and drinketh 
with publicans and sinners? 

14 When Jesus heard this, he said 
unto them. They that are whole have 
no need of the physician, but they 
that arc sick. 

* 15 1 came not to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 

16 And they came and said unto 
him, The disciples of John and of the 
Pharisees used to fast; and why do the 


7 Why doth this man thus speak 
blasphemies? who can forgive sins but 
God only? 

8 And immediately when Jesus 
perceived in his spirit that they so 
reasoned within themselves, he said 
unto them, Why reason ye these things 
in your hearts? 

9 Whether is it easier to say to the 
sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven 
thee; or to say, Arise, and take up thy 
bed, and walk? 

10 But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of the 
palsy,) 

11 I say unto thee, Arise, and take 
up thy bed, and go thy way into thine 
house. 

12 And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before 
them all; insomuch that they were all 
amazed, and glorified God, saying, We 
never saw it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the 
sea side; and all the multitude resorted 
unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw 
Levi the son of Alphaeus sitting at the 
receipt of custom, and said unto him, 
Follow me. And he arose and followed 
him. 

15 And it came to pass, that, as 
Jesus sat at meat in his house, many 
publicans and sinners sat also together 
with Jesus and his disciples: for there 
were many, and they followed him. 

16 And when the scribes and Phar¬ 
isees saw him eat with publicans and 
sinners, they said unto his disciples, 
How is it that he eateth and drinketh 
with publicans and sinners? 

17 When Jesus heard it, he saith 
unto them, They that are whole have 
no need of the physician, but they 
that are sick: 

I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance. 

1 8 And the disciples of John and of 
the Pharisees used to fast: and they 
come and say unto him, Why do the 
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disciples of John and of the Pharisees 
fast, but thy disciples fast not? 

* 17 And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the children of the bridechamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them? As 
long as they have the bridegroom with 
them, they cannot fast. 

* 18 But the days will come, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken away 
from them, and then shall they fast in 
those days. 

* 19 No man also seweth a piece of 
new cloth on an old garment; else the 
new piece that filled it up taketh away 
from the old, and the rent is made 
worse. 

* 20 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles; else the new wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine is 
spilled, and the bottles will be marred; 
but new wine must be put into new 
bottles. 

* 21 And it came to pass, that he 
went through the cornfields on the 
Sabbath day; and his disciples began, 
as they went, to pluck the ears of 
corn. 

22 And the Pharisees said unto him, 
Behold, why do thy disciples on the 
Sabbath day that which is not lawful?

* 24 How he went into the house of 
God, in the days of Abiathar the high 
priest, and did eat the shew bread, 
which is not lawful to eat but for the 
priests, and gave also to them which 
were with him? 

* 25 And he said unto them, The Sab¬ 
bath was made for man, and not man 
for the Sabbath. 

26 Wherefore the Sabbath was 
given unto man for a day of rest; and 
also that man should glorify God, and 
not that man should not eat; 

27 For the Son of Man made the 
Sabbath day, therefore the Son of Man 
is Lord also of the Sabbath.

18 Now Jesus knew this, and he 
called them, and said unto them in 
parables, How can Satan cast out 
Satan? And if a kingdom be divided 
against itself, how can that kingdom 
stand? 

* 19 And if a house be divided against 
itself, that house cannot stand. And if 
Satan rise up against himself and be 
divided, he cannot stand; but speedily 
hath an end. 

* 20 No man can enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, ex¬ 
cept he will first bind the strong man, 
and then he will spoil his house. 

21 And then came certain men un¬ 
to him, accusing him, saying, Why do 
ye receive sinners, seeing thou makest 
thyself the Son of God. 

22 But he answered them and said, 
Verily I say unto you, All sins which 
men have committed, when they re¬ 
pent, shall be forgiven them; for I 
came to preach repentance unto the 
sons of men. 

23 And blasphemies, wherewith so¬ 
ever they shall blaspheme, shall be for¬ 
given them that come unto me, and do 
the works which they see me do. 


17 And James the son of Zebedee, 
and John the brother of James; and he 
surnamed them Boanerges, which is, 
The sons of thunder: 

18 And Andrew, and Philip, and 
Bartholomew, and Matthew, and 
Thomas, and James the son of Al- 
phaeus, and Thaddaeus, and Simon the

19 And Judas Iscariot, which also 
betrayed him: and they went into an 
house. 

20 And the multitude cometh to¬ 
gether again, so that they could not so 
much as eat bread.

28 Verily I say unto you. All sins 
shall be forgiven unto the sons of men. 


and blasphemies wherewith soever 
they shall blaspheme: 
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24 But there is a sin which shall not 
be forgiven. He that shall blaspheme 
against the Holy Ghost, hath never for¬ 
giveness; but is in danger of being cut 
down out of the world. And they shall 
inherit eternal damnation. 

25 And this he said unto them be¬ 
cause they said, He hath an unclean 
spirit. 

26 While he was yet with them, and 
while he was yet speaking, there came 
then some of his brethren, and his 
mother; and standing without, sent un¬ 
to him, calling unto him. 

* 27 And the multitude sat about 
him, and they said unto him, Behold 
thy mother and thy brethren without 
seek for thee. 

28 And he answered them, saying, 
Who is my mother, or who are my 
brethren? 

* 29 And he looked round about on 
them which sat about him, and said, 
Behold my mother and my brethren! 

* 30 For whosoever shall do the will 
of God, the same is my brother, and 
my sister, and mother.

* 10 And he said unto them, Unto 
you it is given to know the mystery of 
the kingdom of God; but unto them 
that are without, all things are done in 
parables; 

* 11 That seeing, they may sec and 
not perceive; and hearing, they may 
hear and not understand; lest at any 
time they should be converted, and 
their sins should be forgiven them. 

* 12 And he said unto them, Know ye 
not this parable? And how then will ye 
know all parables? 

* 13 The sower soweth the word. 

* 14 And these are they by the way- 
side, where the word is sown; but 
when they have heard, Satan cometh 
immediately and taketh away the 
word that was sown in their hearts. 

15 And these are they likewise 
which receive the word on stony 
ground; who, when they have heard 
the word, immediately receive it with 
gladness, and have no root in them¬ 
selves, and so endure but for a time; 
and afterward, when affliction or per¬ 
secution ariseth for the word’s sake, 
immediately they are offended. 

16 And these are they who receive 
the word among thorns; such as hear 
the word, and the cares of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, and the 
lusts of other things entering in, choke 
the word, and it becometh unfruitful. 

17 And these are they who receive 
the word on good ground; such as hear 
the word, and receive it, and bring 
forth fruit; some thirty-fold, some six¬ 
ty and some an hundred. 

18 And he said unto them, Is a 
candle brought to be put under a 
bushel, or under a bed, and not to be 
set on a candlestick? I say unto you. 
Nay; 


thirty, and some sixty, and some an 
hundred. 

9 And he said unto them, He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And when he was alone, they 
that were about him with the twelve 
asked of him the parable. 

11 And he said unto them. Unto 
you it is given to know the mystery of 
the kingdom of God: but unto them 
that are without, all these things arc 
done in parables: 

12 That seeing they may see, and 
not perceive; and hearing they may 
hear, and not understand; lest at any 
time they should be converted, and 
their sins should be forgiven them. 

13 And he said unto them, Know 
ye not this parable? and how then will 
ye know all parables? 

14 The sower soweth the word. 

15 And these are they by the way 
side, where the word is sown; but 
when they-have heard, Satan cometh 
immediately, and taketh away the 
word that was sown in their hearts. 

16 And these arc they likewise 
which are sown on stony ground; who, 
when they have heard the word, im¬ 
mediately receive it with gladness; 

17 And have no root in themselves, 
and so endure but for a lime: after¬ 
ward, when affliction or persecution 
ariseth for the word’s sake, immediate¬ 
ly they are offended. 

18 And these are they which are 
sown among thorns; such as hear the 
word, 

19 And the cares of this world, and 
the deceitfulness of riches, and the 
lusts of other things entering in, choke 
the word, and it becometh unfruitful. 

20 And these are they which are 
sown on good ground; such as hear the 
word, and receive it, and bring forth 
fruit, some thirtyfold, some sixty, and 
some an hundred. 

21 And he said unto them, Is a 
candle brought to be put under a 
bushel, or under a bed? and not to be 
set on a candlestick? 
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19 For there is nothing hid which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
anything kept secret, but that it 
should in due time come abroad. If 
any man have cars to hear, let him 
hear. 

20 And he said unto them, Take 
heed what ye hear; for with what mea¬ 
sure ye mete, it shall be measured to 
you; and unto you that continue to 
receive, shall more be given; for he 
that receiveth, to him shall be given; 
but he that continuelh not to receive, 
from him shall be taken even that 
which he hath. 

* 21 And he said, So is the kingdom 
of God; as if a man should cast seed 
into the ground; and should sleep and 
rise, night and day, and the seed 
should spring and grow up, he know- 
cth not how; 

* 22 For the earth bringeth forth fruit 
of herself, first the blade, then the ear, 
after that the full corn in the ear. 

* 23 But when the fruit is brought 
forth, immediately he putteth in the 
sickle, because the harvest is come. 

24 And he said, Whereunto shall I 
liken the kingdom of God? Or with 
what comparison shall we compare it? 

* 25 It is like a grain of mustard seed, 
which, when it is sown in the earth, is 
less than all the seeds that be in the 
earth; but, when it is sown, it groweth 
up, and becometh greater than all 
herbs, and shooteth out great 
branches; so that the fowls of the air 
may lodge under the shadow of it. 

26 And with many such parables 
spake he the word unto them, as they 
were able to bear; but without a par¬ 
able spake he not unto them. 

* 27 And when they were alone, he 
expounded all things unto his dis¬ 
ciples. 

28 And the same day, when the 
even was come, he said unto them, Let 
us pass over unto the other side. 

* 29 And when they had sent away 
the multitude, they took him, even as 


22 For there is nothing hid, which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
any thing kept secret, but that it 
should come abroad. 

23 If any man have ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

24 And he said unto them, Take 
heed what ye hear: with what measure 
ye mete, it shall be measured to you: 
and unto you that hear shall more be 
given. 

25 For he that hath, to him shall be 
given: and he that hath not, from him 
shall be taken even that which he hath. 

26 And he said, So is the kingdom 
of God, as if a man should cast seed 
into the ground; 

27 And should sleep, and rise night 
and day, and the seed should spring 
and grow up, he knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth forth 
fruit of herself; first the blade, then 
the ear, after that the full corn in the 
ear. 

29 But when the fruit is brought 
forth, immediately he putteth in the 
sickle, because the harvest is come. 

30 And he said, Whereunto shall we 
liken the kingdom of God? or with 
what comparison shall we compare it? 

31 It is like a grain of mustard seed, 
which, when it is sown in the earth, is 
less than all the seeds that be in the 
earth: 

32 But when it is sown, it groweth 
up, and becometh greater than all 
herbs, and shooteth out great 
branches; so that the fowls of the air 
may lodge under the shadow of it.

52 For they considered not the 
miracle of the loaves: for their heart 
was hardened. 

53 And when they had passed over 
they came into the land of Gennesaret, 
and drew to the shore. 

54 And when they were come out 
of the ship, straightway they knew 
him, 

55 And ran through that whole 
region round about, and began to 
carry about in beds those that were 
sick, where they heard he was. 

56 And whithersoever he entered, 
into villages, or cities, or country, they 
laid the sick in the streets, and be¬ 
sought him that they might touch if it 
were but the border of his garment: 
and as many as touched him were 
made whole. 

CHAPTER 7 

3 For the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, except they wash their hands 
oft, eat not, holding the tradition of 
the elders. 

4 And when they come from the 
market, except they wash, they eat 
not. 

And many other things there be, 
which they have received to hold, as 
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the washing of cups, and pots, brazen 
vessels, and of tables. 

6 And the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy disciples 
according to the traditions of the el¬ 
ders, but eat bread with unwashen 
hands? 

7 He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath Isaiah prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written, This people 
honoreth me with their lips, but their 
heart is far from me. Howbeit, in vain 
do they worship me, teaching the doc¬ 
trines and commandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command¬ 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition of 
men; the washing of pots and of cups; 
and many other such like things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Yea, al¬ 
together ye reject the commandment of 
God, that ye may keep your own tra¬ 
dition. 

10 Full well is it written of you, by 
the prophets whom ye have rejected. 

11 They testified these things of a 
truth, and their blood shall be upon 
you. 

12 Ye have kept not the ordinances 
of God; for Moses said, Honor thy fa¬ 
ther and thy mother; and whoso curs- 
eth father or mother, let him die the 
death of the transgressor, as it is writ¬ 
ten in your law; but ye keep not the 
law. 

13 Ye say, If a man shall say to his 
father or mother, Corban, that is to 
say, a gift, by whatsoever thou might- 
est be profited by me, he is of age. 
And ye suffer him no more to do 
aught for his father or his mother; 
making the word of God of none ef¬ 
fect through your tradition, which ye 
have delivered; and many such like 
things do ye. 

14 And when he had called all the 
people, he said unto them, Hearken 
unto me every one, and understand; 

15 There is nothing from without, 
that entering into a man, can defile 
him, which is food; but the things

12 And ye suffer him no more to 
do ought for his father or his mother; 

13 Making the word of God of 
none effect through your tradition, 
which ye have delivered: and many 
such like things do ye. 

14 And when he had called all the 
people unto him, he said unto them, 
Hearken unto me every one of you, 
and understand: 

15 There is nothing from without a 
man, that entering into him can defile 
him: but the things which come out of 
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which come out of him; those are they 
that defile the man, that proceedeth 
forth out of the heart. 

17 And when he was entered into 
the house from among the people, his 
disciples asked him concerning the par¬ 
able. 

18 And he said unto them, Are ye 
without understanding also? Do ye not 
perceive, that whatsoever thing from 
without entereth into the man, cannot 
defile him; because it entereth not into 
his heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out into the draught, purging all 
meats?

* 21 All these evil things come from 
within, and defile the man.

23 But he could not deny them; for 
he had compassion upon all men.

and besought him to touch him. 

24 And he took the blind man by 
the hand, and led him out of the town; 
and when he had spit upon his eyes, 
and put his hands upon him, he asked 
him if he saw aught? 

* 25 And he looked up and said, I see 
men as trees walking. 

* 26 After that he put his hands again 
upon his eyes, and made him look up;

41 Whosoever shall be ashamed of 
me, and of my words, in this adulter¬ 
ous and sinful generation, of him also 
shall the Son of Man be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of his 
Father with the holy angels. 

42 And they shall not have part in 
that resurrection when he cometh. 

43 For verily I say unto you, That 
he shall come; and he that layeth 
down his life for my sake and the 
gospel’s, shall come with him, and 
shall be clothed with his glory in the 
cloud, on the right hand of the Son of 
Man. 

44 And he said unto them again, 
Verily I say unto you, That there be 
some of them that stand here, which 
shall not taste of death, till they have 
seen the kingdom of God come with 
power.

That Elias 
is indeed come, but they have done 
unto him whatsoever they listed; and

* 13 And straightway all the people, 
when they beheld him, were greatly 
amazed, and running to him, saluted 
him. 

14 And Jesus asked the scribes, 
What questioned ye with them? 

15 And one of the multitude an¬ 
swered, and said, Master, 1 have 
brought unto thee my son, who hath a 
dumb spirit that is a devil; and when 
he seizeth him, he teareth him; and he 
foameth and gnasheth with his teeth, 
and pineth away; and I spake to thy 
disciples that they might cast him out, 
and they could not. 

16 Jesus spake unto him and said, 
O faithless generation! how long shall I 
be with you? How long shall I suffer 
you? Bring him unto me. And they 
brought him unto Jesus. 

17 And when the man saw him, im¬ 
mediately he was torn by the spirit;

lowed, foaming.

19 And ofttimes it hath cast him 
into the fire and into the waters, to 
destroy him, but if thou canst, 1 ask 
thee to have compassion on us, and 
help us. 

20 Jesus said unto him, If thou wilt 
believe all things I shall say unto you, 
this is possible to him that believeth. 

21 And immediately the father of 
the child cried out, and said, with 
tears, Lord, I believe; help thou mine 
unbelief. 

22 When Jesus saw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked the 
foul spirit, saying unto him, I charge 
thee to come out of him, and enter no 
more into him.

24 And straightway the father of 
the child cried out, and said with tears, 
Lord, I believe; help thou mine unbe¬ 
lief. 

25 When Jesus saw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked the 
foul spirit, saying unto him, Thou 
dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, 
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23 Now the dumb and deaf spirit 
cried, and rent him sore, and came out 
of him; and he was as one dead, inso¬ 
much that many said, He is dead.

27 And they departed thence, and 
passed through Galilee privately; for 
he would not that any man should 
know it. 

28 And he taught his disciples, and 
said unto them, The Son of Man is de¬ 
livered into the hands of men, and 
they shall kill him; and after that he is 
killed, he shall rise the third day. 

* 29 But they understood not that 
saying, and were afraid to ask him. 

30 And he came to Capernaum; and 
being in the house, he asked them, 
Why was it that ye disputed among 
yourselves by the way? 

31 But they held their peace, being 
afraid, for by the way they had dis¬ 
puted among themselves, who was the 
greatest among them. 

32 Now Jesus sat down and called 
the twelve, and said unto them, If any 
man desire to be first, he shall be last 
of all, and servant of all.

41 For it is better for thee to enter 
into life without thy brother, than for 
thee and thy brother to be cast into 
hell; into the fire that never shall be 
quenched, where their worm dieth 
not, and the fire is not quenched. 

42 And again, if thy foot offend 
thee, cut it off; for he that is thy stan¬ 
dard, by whom thou walkest, if he be¬ 
come a transgressor, he shall be cut 
off. 

* 43 It is better for thee, to enter halt 
into life, than having two feet to be 
cast into hell; into the fire that never 
shall be quenched. 

44 Therefore, let every man stand 
or fall, by himself, and not for an¬ 
other; or not trusting another. 

45 Seek unto my Father, and it 
shall be done in that very moment 
what ye shall ask, it ye ask in faith, 
believing that ye shall receive. 

46 And if thine eye which seeth for 
thee, him that is appointed to watch 
over thee to show thee light, become a 
transgressor and offend thee, pluck 
him out. 

* 47 It is better for thee to enter into 
the kingdom ot God, with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast into 
hell fire.

Therefore 
they feared the people; for all people 
believed John, that he was a prophet 
indeed. 

*35 And they answered and said un¬ 
to Jesus, We cannot tell. 

* 36 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Neither do I tell you by what 
authority I do these things. 

CHAPTER 12 

1 And Jesus began to speak unto 
them by parables, saying, 

2 A man planted a vineyard, and set 
a hedge about it, and digged the wine 
vat, and built a tower, and let it out to 
husbandmen, and went into a far 
country. 

* 3 And at the season he sent to the 
husbandmen a servant, that he might 
receive from the husbandmen of the 
fruit of the vineyard. 
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believe that ye receive them, and ye 
shall have them. 

25 And when ye stand praying, 
forgive, if ye have ought against any: 
that your Father also which is in 
heaven may forgive you your tres¬ 
passes. 

26 But if ye do not forgive, neither 
will your Father which is in heaven 
forgive your trespasses. 

27 And they come again to Jerusa¬ 
lem: and as he was walking in the 
temple, there come to him the chief 
priests, and the scribes, and the elders, 

28 And say unto him, 

By what 

authority doest thou these things? and 
who gave thee this authority to do 
these things? 

29 And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, 1 will also ask of you one 
question, and answer me, and I will 
tell you by what authority 1 do these 
things. 

30 The baptism of John, was it 
from heaven, or of men? answer me. 

31 And they reasoned with them¬ 
selves, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven; he will say. Why then did ye 
not believe him? 

32 But if we shall say, Of men; they 
feared the people: for all men counted 
John, that he was a prophet indeed. 

33 And they answered and said 
unto Jesus, We cannot tell. 

And Jesus 

answering saith unto them, Neither do 
I tell you by what authority I do these 
things. 

CHAPTER 12 

1 And he began to speak unto them 
by parables. 

A certain man planted a 
vineyard, and set an hedge about it, 
and digged a place for the winefat. and 
built a tower, and let it out to hus¬ 
bandmen, and went into a far country. 

2 And at the season he sent to the 
husbandmen a servant, that he might 
receive from the husbandmen of the 
fruit of tire vineyard. 
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4 And they caught the servant and 
beat him, and sent him away empty. 

* 5 And again he sent unto them an¬ 
other servant; and at him they cast 
stones, and wounded him in the head, 
and sent him away shamefully han¬ 
dled. 

* 6 And again he sent another; and 
him they killed, and many others; 
beating some, and killing some. 

* 7 Having yet therefore one son, his 
well beloved, he sent him also last un¬ 
to them, saying, They will reverence 
my son. 

* 8 But those husbandmen said 
among themselves, This is the heir; 
come, let us kill him, and the inheri¬ 
tance shall be ours. 

9 And they took him and cast him 
out of the vineyard, and killed him. 

10 What shall therefore the lord of 
the vineyard do? Lo, he will come and 
destory the husbandmen, and will give 
the vineyard unto others. 

11 Again, have ye not read this 
Scripture; The stone which the build¬ 
ers rejected, is become the head of the 
corner; this was the Lord’s doing, and 
it is marvellous in our eyes. 

1 2 And now they were angry when 
they heard these words; and they 
sought to lay hold on him, but feared 
the people. 

* 13 For they knew that he had spo¬ 
ken the parable against them; and they 
left him and went their way. 

* 14 And they sent unto him certain 
of the Pharisees and of the Herodians, 
to catch him in his words. 

* 1 5 And when they were come, they 
said unto him, Master, we know that 
thou art true and carest for no man; 
for thou regardcst not the person of 
men, but teachest the way of God in 
truth. 

* 16 Is it lawful to give tribute to 
Caesar, or not? Shall we give, or shall 
we not give? 

* 1 7 But he knowing their hypocrisy, 
said unto them. Why tempt ye me? 
Bring me a penny that I may sec it. 


3 And they caught him, and beat 
him, and sent him away empty. 

4 And again he sent unto them 
another servant; and at him they cast 
stones, and wounded him in the head, 
and sent him away shamefully han¬ 
dled. 

5 And again he sent another; and 
him they killed, and many others; 
beating some, and killing some. 

6 Having yet therefore one son, his 
wellbeloved, he sent him also last unto 
them, saying, They will reverence my 
son. 

7 But those husbandmen said 
among themselves, This is the heir; 
come, let us kill him, and the inher¬ 
itance shall be our’s. 

8 And they took him, and killed 
him, and cast him out of the vineyard. 

9 What shall therefore the lord of 
the vineyard do? he will come and 
destroy the husbandmen, and will give 
the vineyard unto others. 

10 And have ye not read this 
scripture; The stone which the builders 
rejected is become the head of the 
corner: 

11 This was the Lord’s doing, and it 
is marvellous in our eyes? 

12 And they sought to lay hold on 
him, but feared the people: 

for they 

knew that he had spoken the parable 
against them: and they left him, and 
went their way. 

13 And they send unto him certain 
of the Pharisees and of the Herodians, 
to catch him in his words. 

14 And when they were come, they 
say unto him, Master, we know that 
thou art true, and carest for no man: 
for thou regardcst not the person of 
men, but teachest the way of God in 
truth; 

Is it lawful to give tribute to 
Caesar, or not? 

15 Shall we give, or shall we not 
give? 

But he, knowing their hypocrisy, 
said unto them. Why tempt ye me? 
bring me a penny, that I may see it. 
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18 And they brought the penny; 
and he said unto them; Whose image 
and superscription is this? 

* 19 And they said unto him, Cae¬ 
sar’s. 

20 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Render to Caesar the things 
which are Caesar’s; and to God the 
things that are God’s. 

21 And they marvelled at it. 

22 Then came unto him the Sad- 
ducees, who say there is no resur¬ 
rection; and they asked him, saying, 

23 Master, Moses wrote unto us in 
his law. If a man’s brother die, and 
leave a wife, and leave no children, 
that his brother should take his wife, 
and raise up seed unto his brother. 

24 Now there were seven brethren; 
the first took a wife, and dying left no 
seed. 

* 25 And the second took her, and 
died, neither left he any seed; and the 
third likewise. 

* 26 And the seven had her, and left 
no seed; last of all the woman died 
also. 

* 27 In the resurrection therefore, 
when they shall rise, whose wife shall 
she be of them, for the seven had her 
to wife? 

28 And Jesus answering said unto 
them. Ye do err therefore, because ye 
know not, and understand not the 
Scriptures, neither the power of God. 

29 For when they shall rise from 
the dead, they neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage; but are as the angels 
of God who are in heaven. 

* 30 And as touching the dead, that 
they rise; have ye not read in the book 
of Moses, how in the bush, God spake 
unto him, saying, 

* 31 lam the God of Abraham, and 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob? 

32 He is not therefore the God of 
the dead, but the God of the living; for 
he raiseth them up out of their graves. 
Ye therefore do greatly err. 

* 33 And one of the scribes came, and 
having heard them reasoning together, 
and perceiving that he had answered 


16 And they brought it. And he 
sailh unto them, Whose is this image 
and superscription? 

And they said 

unto him, Caesar’s. 

17 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Render to Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s, and to God the things that 
are God’s. 

And they marvelled at him. 

18 Then come unto him the Sad- 
ducees, which say there is no resurrec¬ 
tion; and they asked him, saying, 

19 Master, Moses wrote unto us, If 
a man’s brother die, and leave his wife 
behind him, and leave no children, 
that his brother should take his wife, 
and raise up seed unto his brother. 

20 Now there were seven brethren: 
and the first took a wife, and dying 
left no seed. 

21 And the second took her, and 
died, neither left he any seed: and the 
third likewise. 

22 And the seven had her, and left 
no seed: last of all the woman died 
also. 

23 In the resurrection therefore, 
when they shall rise, whose wife shall 
she be of them? for the seven had her 
to wife. 

24 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Do ye not therefore err, because 
ye know not the scriptures, neither the 
power of God? 

25 For when they shall rise from 
the dead, they neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage; but are as the angels 
which are in heaven. 

26 And as touching the dead, that 
they rise: have ye not read in the book 
of Moses, how in the bush God spake 
unto him, saying, 

I am the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob? 

27 He is not the God of the dead, 
but the God of the living: ye therefore 
do greatly err. 

28 And one of the scribes came, 
and having heard them reasoning to¬ 
gether, and perceiving that he had 
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them well, asked him, Which is the 
first commandment of all? 

34 And Jesus answered him, The 
first of all the commandments is: 
Hearken, and hear, 0 Israel; The Lord 
our God is one Lord, 

* 35 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy mind, and 
with all thy strength. 

36 This is the first commandment. 
And the second is like this, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself. There is 
none other commandment greater 
than these. 

37 And the scribe said unto him, 
Well, Master, thou hast said the truth; 
for there is one God, and there is none 
other but him. 

* 38 And to love him with all the 
heart, and with all the understanding, 
and with all the soul, and with all the 
strength; and to love his neighbor as 
himself, is more than all whole burnt 
offerings and sacrifices. 

* 39 And when Jesus saw that he an¬ 
swered discreetly, he said unto him, 
Thou art not far from the kingdom of 
God. 

40 And no man after that durst ask 
him, saying, Who art thou? 

41 And Jesus spake and said, while 
he taught in the temple, How say the 
scribes that Christ is the Son of David? 

42 For David himself said by the 
Holy Ghost, The Lord said unto my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, until 
I make thine enemies thy footstool. 

43 David therefore himself calleth 
him Lord; and whence is he his son? 

44 And the common people heard 
him gladly; but the high priest and the 
ciders were offended at him. 

45 And he said unto them in his 
doctrine, Beware of the scribes which 
love to go in long clothing, and have 
salutations in the market places, and 
the chief scats in the synagogues, and 
the uppermost rooms at feasts; 


answered them well, asked him, Which 
is the first commandment of all? 

29 And Jesus answered him, The 
first of all the commandments is, Hear, 
0 Israel; The Lord our God is one 
Lord: 

30 And thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy mind, 
and with all thy strength: 

this is the 

first commandment. 

31 And the second is like, namely 
this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. There is none other command¬ 
ment greater than these. 

32 And the scribe said unto him, 
Well, Master, thou hast said the truth: 
for there is one God; and there is none 
other but he: 

33 And to love him with all the 
heart, and with all the understanding, 
and with all the soul, and with all the 
strength, and to love his neighbour as 
himself, is more than all whole burnt 
offerings and sacrifices. 

34 And when Jesus saw that he 
answered discreetly, he said unto him, 

Thou are not far from the kingdom 
God. 

And no man after that durst ask 
him any question. 

35 And Jesus answered and said, 
while he taught in the temple. How 
say the scribes that Christ is the son of 
David? 

36 For David himself said by the 
Holy Ghost, The Lord said to my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, till 1 
make thine enemies thy footstool. 

37 David therefore himself calleth 
him Lord; and whence is he then his 
son? 

And the common people heard 
him gladly. 

38 And he said unto them in his 
doctrine, Beware of the scribes, which 
love to go in long clothing, and love 
salutations in the marketplaces, 

39 And the chief seals in the 
synagogues, and the uppermost rooms 
at feasts: 
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46 Who devour widows’ houses, 
and for a pretence make long prayers; 
these shall receive greater damnation. 

47 And after this, Jesus sal over 
against the treasury, and beheld how 
the people cast money into the trea¬ 
sury; and many that were rich cast in 
much. 

48 And there came a certain poor 
widow, and she cast in two mites, 
which make a farthing. 

49 And Jesus called his disciples, 
and said unto them. Verily 1 say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast 
more in, than all they who have cast 
into the treasury; 

50 For all the rich did cast in of 
their abundance; but she, notwith¬ 
standing her want, did cast in all that 
she had; yea, even all her Living. 

CHAPTER 13 

1 And as Jesus went out of the tem¬ 
ple, his disciples came to him for to 
hear him, saying, Master, show us con¬ 
cerning the buildings of the Temple. 

2 And he said unto them, Behold 
ye these stones of the temple, and all 
this great work, and buildings of the 
temple? 

3 Verily I say unto you, they shall 
be thrown down and left unto the 
Jews desolate. 

4 And Jesus said unto them, See ye 
not all these things, and do ye not 
understand them? 

5 Verily I say unto you, There shall 
not be left here upon this temple, one 
stone upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down. 

6 And Jesus left them and went up¬ 
on the mount of Olives. 

7 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples came unto him 
privately, saying, 

8 Tell us, when shall these things be 
which thou hast said, concerning the 
destruction of the temple, and the 
Jews? 

9 And what is the sign of thy com¬ 
ing, and of the end of the world, (or 


40 Which devour widows’ houses, 
and for a pretence make long prayers: 
these shall receive greater damnation. 

41 And Jesus sat over against the 
treasury, and beheld how the people 
cast money into the treasury: and 
many that were rich cast in much. 

42 And there came a certain poor 
widow, and she threw in two mites, 
which make a farthing. 

43 And he called unto him his 
disciples, and saith unto them, Verily 1 
say unto you, That this poor widow 
hath cast more in, than all they which 
have cast into the treasury: 

44 For all they did cast in of their 
abundance; but she of her want did 
cast in all that she had, even all her 
living. 

CHAPTER 13 

1 And as he went out of the 
temple, one of his disciples saith unto 
him, Master, see what manner of 
stones and what buildings are here! 

2 And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Seest thou these great buildings? 


there shall not be left one stone upon 
another, that shall not be thrown 
down. 


3 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives over against the temple, Peter 
and James and John and Andrew 
asked him privately, 

4 Tell us, when shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign when all 
these things shall be fulfilled? 
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the destruction of the wicked, which is 
the end of the world?) 

10 And Jesus answered and said un¬ 
to them, Take heed that no man de¬ 
ceive you, for many shall come in my 
name, saying, 1 am Christ, and shall 
deceive many. 

11 Then shall they deliver you up 
to be afflicted, and shall kill you, and 
ye shall be hated of all nations for my 
name’s sake. 

12 And then shall many be of¬ 
fended, and shall betray one another; 
and many false prophets shall arise, 
and shall deceive many; 

13 And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold; but he that shall endure unto the 
end, the same shall be saved. 

14 When ye therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel the prophet concerning the 
destruction of Jerusalem, then ye shall 
stand in the holy place. (Whoso read- 
eth let him understand.) 

15 Then let them who be in Judea 
flee into the mountains; 

16 And let him who is on the 
housetop flee, and not return to take 
anything out of his house; 

17 Neither let him who is in the 
field, return back to take his clothes. 

18 And woe unto them that are 
with child, and unto them that give 
suck in those days. 

19 Therefore pray ye the Lord, that 
your flight be not in the winter, nei¬ 
ther on the Sabbath day. 

20 For then, in those days, shall be 
great tribulation on the Jews, and up¬ 
on the inhabitants of Jerusalem; such 
as was not before sent upon Israel, of 
God, since the beginning of their king¬ 
dom, (for it is written their enemies 
shall scatter them,) until this time; no, 
nor ever shall be sent again upon Isra¬ 
el. 

21 All these things are the begin¬ 
nings of sorrows. 


5 And Jesus answering them began 
to say, Take heed lest any man deceive 
you: 

6 For many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive 
many. 

13 And ye shall be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake: 

12 Now the brother shall betray the 
brother to death, and the father the 
son; and children shall rise up against 
their parents, and shall cause them to 
be put to death. 

13... but he that shall endure un¬ 
to the end, the same shall be saved. 


14 But when ye shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel the prophet, standing where 
it ought not, (let him that readeth 
understand,) 

then let them that be in 
Judaea flee to the mountains: 

15 And let him that is on the 
housetop not go down into the house, 
neither enter therein, to take any thing 
out of his house: 

16 And let him that is in the field 
not turn back again for to take up his 
garment. 

17 But woe to them that are with 
child, and to them that give suck in 
those days! 

18 And pray ye that your flight be 
not in the winter. 

19 For in those days shall be 
affliction, such as was not from the 
beginning of the creation which God 
created unto this time, neither shall 
be. 


8 .. . these are the beginnings of 
sorrows. 
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22 And except those days should 
be shortened, there should no flesh be 
saved; but for the elect’s sake, accord¬ 
ing to the covenant, those days shall 
be shortened. 

23 Behold these things 1 have spo¬ 
ken unto you concerning the Jews. 

24 And then immediately after the 
tribulation of those days which shall 
come upon Jerusalem, if any man shall 
say unto you, Lo, here is Christ; or 
there; believe him not. 

25 For in those days there shall also 
arise false Christs, and false prophets, 
and shall show great signs and won¬ 
ders; insomuch, that if possible, they 
shall deceive the very elect, who are 
the elect according to the covenant. 

26 Behold, 1 speak these things un¬ 
to you, for the elect’s sake. 

27 And ye also shall hear of wars, 
and rumors of wars; see that ye be not 
troubled; for all I have told you must 
come to pass, but the end is not yet. 

28 Behold, 1 have told you before, 
wherefore if they shall say unto you, 
Behold, he is in the desert; go not 
forth; Behold, he is in the secret cham¬ 
bers; believe it not. 

29 For as the light of the morning 
cometh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west, and covereth the 
whole earth, so shall also the coming 
of the Son of Man be. 

30 And now 1 show unto you a par¬ 
able. Behold, wheresoever the carcass 
is, there will the eagles be gathered to¬ 
gether; 

31 So likewise, shall mine elect be 
gathered from the four quarters of the 
earth. 

32 And they shall hear of wars and 
rumors of wars. Behold, I speak unto 
you for mine elect’s sake. 

* 33 For nation shall rise against na¬ 
tion, and kingdom against kingdom; 

34 There shall be famines, and pes¬ 
tilences, and earthquakes in divers 
places. 

35 And again, because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of men shall wax 
cold; but he who shall not be over¬ 
come, the same shall be saved. 


20 And except that the Lord had 
shortened those days, no flesh should 
be saved: but for the elect’s sake, 
whom he hath chosen, he hath short¬ 
ened the days. 


21 And then if any man shall say to 
you, Lo, here is Christ; or, lo, he is 
there; believe him not: 

22 For false Christs and false 
prophets shall rise, and shall shew signs 
and wonders, to seduce, if it were 
possible, even the elect. 


23 But take ye heed: behold, I have 
foretold you all things. 

7 And when ye shall hear of wars 
and rumours of wars, be ye not trou¬ 
bled: for such things must needs be; 
but the end shall not be yet. 


8 For nation shall rise against na¬ 
tion and kingdom against kingdom: 
and there shall be earthquakes in 
divers places, and there shall be fam¬ 
ines and troubles: 
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36 And again this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world, for a witness unto all nations, 
and then shall the end come, or the 
destruction of the wicked. 


37 And again shall the abomination 
of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, be fulfilled. 

38 And immediately after the tribu¬ 
lation of those days, the sun shall be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give 
her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of heaven shall 
be shaken. 

39 Verily 1 say unto you, This gen¬ 
eration in which these things shall be 
shown forth, shall not pass away till all 
I have told you shall be fulfilled. 

40 Although the days will come 
that heaven and earth shall pass away, 
yet my words shall not pass away, but 
all shall be fulfilled. 

41 And as I said before, After the 
tribulation of those days, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shaken, 
then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of Man in heaven; and then shall all 
the tribes of the earth mourn; 

42 And they shall see the Son of 
Man coming in the clouds of heaven, 
with power and great glory. 

43 And whoso treasureth up my 
word shall not be deceived. 

44 For the Son of Man shall come; 
and he shall send his angels before him 
with the great sound of a trumpet, and 
they shall gather together his elect 
from the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other. 


9 But take heed to yourselves: for 
they shall deliver you up to councils; 
and in the synagogues ye shall be 
beaten: and ye shall be brought before 
rulers and kings for my sake, for a 
testimony against them. 

10 And the gospel must first be 
published among all nations. 


11 But when they shall lead you, 
and deliver you up, take no thought 
beforehand what ye shall speak, nei¬ 
ther do ye premeditate: but whatso¬ 
ever shall be given you in that hour, 
that speak ye: for it is not ye that 
speak, but the Holy Ghost. 


24 But in those days, after that 
tribulation, the sun shall be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light, 

25 And the stars of heaven shall 
fall, and the powers that are in heaven 
shall be shaken. 

30 Verily 1 say unto you, that this 
generation shall not pass, till all these 
things be done. 

31 Heaven and earth shall pass 
away: but my words shall not pass 
away. 


26 And then shall they see the Son 
of man coming in the clouds with 
great power and glory. 


27 And then shall he send his 
angels, and shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from the 
uttermost part of the earth to the 
uttermost part of heaven. 
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45 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree. When his branches are yet tender, 
and putteth forth leaves, ye know that 
summer is nigh at hand. 

46 So likewise, mine elect, when 
they shall see all these things, they 
shall know that he is near, even at the 
doors. 

47 But of that day and hour no one 
knoweth; no, not the angels of God in 
heaven, but my Father only. 


48 But as it was in the days of 
Noah, so it shall be also at the coming 
of the Son of Man; for it shall be with 
them as it was in the days which were 
before the flood. 

49 Until the day that Noah entered 
into the ark, they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in mar¬ 
riage, and knew not until the flood 
came and took them all away; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of Man be. 

50 Then shall be fulfilled that 
which is written, That in the last days, 
two shall be in the field, one shall be 
taken and the other left. 

51 Two shall be grinding at the 
mill; the one taken, and the other left. 

52 And what I say unto one, 1 say 
unto all men. 

53 Watch therefore, for ye know 
not at what hour your Lord doth 
come. 

54 But know this, if the good man 
of the house had known in what watch 
the thief would come, he would have 
watched, and would not have suffered 
his house to have been broken up; but 
would have been ready. 


28 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree; When her branch is yet tender, 
and putteth forth leaves, ye know that 
summer is near: 

29 So ye in like manner, when ye 
shall see these things come to pass, 
know that it is nigh, even at the doors. 

32 But of that day and that hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels 
which are in heaven, neither the Son, 
but the Father. 

33 Take ye heed, watch and pray: 
for ye know not when the time is. 

34 For the Son of man is as a man 
taking a far journey, who left his 
house, and gave authority to his ser¬ 
vants, and to every man his work, and 
commanded the porter to watch. 

35 Watch ye therefore: for ye know 
not when the master of the house 
cometh, at even, or at midnight, or at 
the cockcrowing, or in the morning: 

36 Lest coming suddenly he find 
you sleeping. 


37 And what I say unto you I say 
unto all, 

Watch. 
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55 Therefore, be ye also ready, for 
in such an hour as ye think not, the 
Son of Man cometh. 

56 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath made rul¬ 
er over his household, to give them 
meat in due season? 

57 Blessed is that servant whom his 
lord, when he cometh, shall find so do¬ 
ing. 

58 And verily I say unto you, he 
shall make him ruler over all his goods. 

59 But if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart. My lord delayeth his com¬ 
ing; and shall begin to smite his fellow 
servants, and to eat and drink with the 
drunken; 

60 The lord of that servant shall 
come in a day when he looketh not for 
him, and in an hour that he is not 
aware of, and shall cut him asunder, 
and shall appoint him his portion with 
the hypocrites. 

61 There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth; and thus cometh the 
end. 

CHAPTER 14 

1 After two days was the passover, 
and the feast of unleavened bread. 

2 And the chief priests, and the 
scribes, sought how they might take 

Jesus by craft, and put him to death. 

3 But they said among themselves, 
Let us not take him on the feast day, 
lest there be an uproar among the peo¬ 
ple. 

4 And Jesus being in Bethany, in 
the house of Simon the leper, as he sat 
at meat, there came a woman having 
an alabaster box of ointment of spike¬ 
nard, very precious, and she brake the 
box, and poured the ointment on his 
head. 

5 There were some among the dis¬ 
ciples who had indignation within 
themselves, and said, Why was this 
waste of the ointment made? for it 
might have been sold for more than 
three hundred pence, and have been 
given to the poor. And they murmured 
against her. 


CHAPTER 14 

1 After two days was the feast of 
the passover, and of unleavened bread: 
and the chief priests and the scribes 
sought how they might take him by 
craft, and put him to death. 

2 But they said, Not on the feast 
day, lest there be an uproar of the 
people. 

3 And being in Bethany in the 
house of Simon the leper, as he sat at 
meat, there came a woman having an 
alabaster box of ointment of spikenard 
very precious; and she brake the box, 
and poured it on his head. 

4 And there were some that had 
indignation within themselves, and 
said, Why was this waste of the oint¬ 
ment made? 

5 For it might have been sold for 
more than three hundred pence, and 
have been given to the poor. And they 
murmured against her. 
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6 And lesus said unto them, Let 
her alone; why trouble ye her? For she 
hath wrought a good work on me. 

7 Ye have the poor with you al¬ 
ways, and whensoever ye will, ye may 
do them good; but me ye have not al¬ 
ways. 

8 She has done what she could, and 
this which she has done unto me, shall 
be had in remembrance in generations 
to come, wheresoever my gospel shall 
be preached; for verily she has come 
beforehand to anoint my body to the 
burying. 

9 Verily 1 say unto you, Whereso¬ 
ever this gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, what she 
hath done shall be spoken of also for a 
memorial of her. 

10 And now the first day of un¬ 
leavened bread, when they killed the 
passover, his disciples said unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we go and pre¬ 
pare, that thou mayest eat the pass- 
over? 

* 11 And he sendeth forth two of his 
disciples, and said unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there shall meet you 
a man bearing a pitcher of water; fol¬ 
low him; 

* 1 2 And wheresoever he shall go in, 
say ye to the good man of the house, 
The Master saith. Where is the guest 
chamber, where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples? 

* 13 And he will show you a large 
upper room, furnished and prepared; 
there make ready for us. 

* 14 And his disciples went forth and 
came into the city, and found as he 
had said unto them; and they made 
ready the passover. 

* 15 And in the evening he cometh 
with the twelve. 

16 And as they sat and did eat, 
Jesus said, Verily 1 say unto you. One 
of you who eateth with me shall be¬ 
tray me. 

17 And they all began to be very 
sorrowful, and began to say unto him 
one by one, Is it I? and another said, Is 
it I? 

18 And he answered and said unto 


6 And Jesus said. Let her alone; 
why trouble ye her? she hath wrought 
a good work on me. 

7 For ye have the poor with you 
always, and whensoever ye will ye may 
do them good: but me ye have not 
always. 

8 She hath done what she could: 
she is come aforehand to anoint my 
body to the burying. 


9 Verily 1 say unto you, Whereso¬ 
ever this gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, this also 
that she hath done shall be spoken of 
for a memorial of her. 

12 And the first day of unleavened 
bread, when they killed the passover, 
his disciples said unto him, Where wilt 
thou that we go and prepare that thou 
mayest eat the passover? 

13 And he sendeth forth two of his 
disciples, and saith unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there shall meet you 
a man bearing a pitcher of water: 
follow him. 

14 And wheresoever he shall go in, 
say ye to the goodman of the house, 
The Master saith. Where is the guest- 
chamber, where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples? 

15 And he will shew you a large 
upper room furnished and prepared: 
there make ready for us. 

16 And his disciples went forth, 
and came into the city, and found as 
he had said unto them: and they made 
ready the passover. 

17 And in the evening he cometh 
with the twelve. 

18 And as they sat and did eat. 
Jesus said, Verily I say unto you. One 
of you which eateth with me shall 
betray me. 

19 And they began to be sorrowful, 
and to say unto him one by one. Is it 
I? and another said, Is it 1? 

20 And he answered and said unto 
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them, It is one of the twelve who dip- 
peth with me in the dish. 

* 19 The Son of Man indeed goeth as 
it is written of him; but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of Man is be¬ 
trayed! Good were it for that man if 
he had never been born. 

20 And as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread and blessed it, and brake, and 
gave to them, and said, Take it, and 
eat. 

21 Behold, this is for you to do in 
remembrance of my body; for as oft as 
ye do this ye will remember this hour 
that I was with you. 

* 22 And he took the cup, and when 
he had given thanks, he gave it to 
them; and they ail drank of it. 

23 And he said unto them, This is in 
remembrance of my blood which is 
shed for many, and the new testament 
which 1 give unto you; for of me ye 
shall bear record unto all the world. 

24 And as oft as ye do this ordi¬ 
nance, ye will remember me in this 
hour that I was with you and drank 
with you of this cup, even the last 
time in my ministry. 

25 Verily I say unto you. Of this ye 
shall bear record; for I will no more 
drink of the fruit of the vine with you, 
until that day that 1 drink it new in 
the kingdom of God. 

26 And now they were grieved, and 
wept over him. 

* 27 And when they had sung a 
hymn, they went out into the mount 
of Olives. 

* 28 And Jesus said unto them, All ye 
shall be offended because of me this 
night; for it is written, I will smite the 
shepherd and the sheep shall be scat¬ 
tered. 

* 29 But after that I am risen, I will 
go before you into Galilee. 

30 And he said unto Judas Iscariot, 
What thou doest, do quickly; but be¬ 
ware of innocent blood. 

31 Nevertheless, Judas Iscariot, 
even one of the twelve, went unto the 
chief priests to betray Jesus unto 
them; for he turned away from him, 


them, It is one of the twelve, that 
dippeth with me in the dish. 

21 The Son of man indeed goeth, as 
it is written of him: but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of man is 
betrayed! good were it for that man if 
he had never been born. 

22 And as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed, and brake it, and 
gave to them, and said, Take, eat: this 
is my body. 


23 And he took the cup, and when 
he had given thanks, he gave it to 
them: and they all drank of it. 

24 And he said unto them, This is 
my blood of the new testament, which 
is shed for many. 


25 Verily I say unto you, I will 
drink no more of the fruit of the vine, 
until that day that I drink it new in 
the kingdom of God. 


26 And when they had sung an 
hymn, they went out into the mount 
of Olives. 

27 And Jesus saith unto them. All 
ye shall be offended because of me 
this night: for it is written, I will smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep shall be 
scattered. 

28 But after that I am risen, I will 
go before you into Galilee. 


10 And Judas Iscariot, one of the 
twelve, went unto the chief priests, to 
betray him unto them. 
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and was offended because of his 
words. 

32 And when the chief priests 
heard of him they were glad, and 
promised to give him money; and he 
sought how he might conveniently be¬ 
tray Jesus. 

33 But Peter said unto Jesus, Al¬ 
though all men shall be offended with 
thee, yet I will never be offended. 

* 34 And Jesus said unto him. Verily 
I say unto thee, That this day, even in 
this night, before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. 

35 But he spake the more vehe¬ 
mently. If I should die with thee, yet 
will I not deny thee in any wise. Like¬ 
wise also said they all. 

36 And they came to a place which 
was named Gethsemane, which was a 
garden; and the disciples began to be 
sore amazed, and to be very heavy, 
and to complain in their hearts, 
wondering if this be the Messiah. 

37 And Jesus knowing their hearts, 
said to his disciples, Sit ye here, while 
I shall pray. 

38 And he taketh with him, Peter, 
and James, and John, and rebuked 
them, and said unto them, My soul is 
exceeding sorrowful, even unto death; 
tarry ye here and watch. 

* 39 And he went forward a little, 
and fell on the ground, and prayed, 
that if it were possible the hour might 
pass from him. 

40 And he said, Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee; take 
away this cup from me; nevertheless, 
not my will, but thine be done. 

* 41 And he cometh and frndeth 
them sleeping, and said unto Peter, 
Simon, sleepest thou? Couldest not 
thou watch one hour? 

* 42 Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. 

43 And they said unto him, The 
spirit truly is ready, but the flesh is 
weak. 

* 44 And again he went away and 
prayed, and spake the same words. 


11 And when they heard it, they 
were glad, and promised to give him 
money. And he sought how he might 
conveniently betray him. 

29 But Peter said unto him, Al¬ 
though all shall be offended, yet will 
not I. 

30 And Jesus saith unto him, Verily 
I say unto thee, That this day, even in 
this night, before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. 

31 But he spake the more vehe¬ 
mently, If I should die with thee, I will 
not deny thee in any wise. Likewise 
also said they all. 

32 And they came to a place which 
was named Gethsemane: 

33 .. . and began to be sore 
amazed, and to be very heavy; 


32 . . . and he saith to his disciples, 
Sit ye here, while I shall pray. 

33 And he taketh with him Peter 
and James and John, 

34 And saith unto them, My soul is 
exceeding sorrowful unto death: tarry 
ye here, and watch. 

35 And he went forward a little, 
and fell on the ground, and prayed 
that, if it were possible, the hour 
might pass from him. 

36 And he said, Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee; take 
away this cup from me: nevertheless 
not what I will, but what thou wilt. 

37 And he cometh, and findeth 
them sleeping, and saith unto Peter, 
Simon, sleepest thou? couldest not 
thou watch one hour? 

38 Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. 

The spirit truly is 
ready, but the flesh is weak. 

39 And again he went away, and 
prayed, and spake the same words. 
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45 And when he returned, he found 
them asleep again, for their eyes were 
heavy; neither knew they what to an¬ 
swer him. 

46 And he cometh to them the 
third time, and said unto them, Sleep 
on now and take rest; it is enough, the 
hour is come; behold, the Son of Man 
is betrayed into the hands of sinners. 

47 And after they had finished 
their sleep, he said. Rise up, let us go; 
lo, he who betrayeth me is at hand. 

* 48 And immediately while he yet 
spake, cometh Judas, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great multi¬ 
tude, with swords and staves, from the 
chief priests, and the scribes and the 
elders. 

49 And he who betrayed him, had 
given them a token, saying, Whomso¬ 
ever I shall kiss, that same is he; take 
him, and lead him away safely. 

* 50 And as soon as he was come, he 
goeth straightway to him, and said, 
Master, Master, and kissed him. 

* 51 And they laid their hands on 
him,.and took him. 

52 And one of them, who stood by, 
drew his sword, and smote a servant of 
the high priest, and cut off his ear. 

53 But Jesus commanded him to re¬ 
turn his sword, saying, He who taketh 
the sword shall perish with the sword. 
And he put forth his finger and healed 
the servant of the high priest. 

54 And Jesus answered and said un¬ 
to them. Are ye come out as against a 
thief, with swords and staves to take 
me? 

* 55 I was daily with you in the tem¬ 
ple teaching, and ye took me not; but 
the Scriptures must be fulfilled. 

56 And the disciples, when they 
heard this saying, all forsook him and 
fled. 

57 And there followed him a cer¬ 
tain young man, a disciple, having a 
linen cloth cast about his naked body; 
and the young man laid hold on him, 
and he left the linen cloth and fled 
from them naked, and saved himself 
out ol their hands. 


40 And when he returned, he found 
them asleep again, (for their eyes were 
heavy,) neither wist they what to 
answer him. 

41 And he cometh the third time, 
and saith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your rest: it is enough, the 
hour is come; behold, the Son of man 
is betrayed into the hands of sinners. 

42 Rise up, let us go; lo, he that 
betrayeth me is at hand. 

43 And immediately, while he yet 
spake, cometh Judas, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great multitude 
with swords and staves, from the chief 
priests and the scribes and the elders. 

44 And he that betrayed him had 
given them a token, saying, Whomso¬ 
ever I shall kiss, that same is he; take 
him, and lead him away safely. 

45 And as soon as he was come, he 
goeth straightway to him, and saith, 
Master, master; and kissed him.

49 1 was daily with you in the 
temple teaching, and ye took me not: 
but the scriptures must be fulfilled. 

50 And they all forsook him, and 
fled. 

51 And there followed him a cer¬ 
tain young man, having a linen cloth 
cast about his naked body; and the 
young men laid hold on him: 

52 And he left the linen cloth, and 
fled from them naked. 
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* 58 And they led Jesus away to the 
high priest, and with him were as¬ 
sembled all the chief priests, and the 
elders, and the scribes. 

59 And Peter followed him afar off, 
even unto the palace of the high priest; 
and he sat with the servants, and 
warmed himself at the fire. 

60 And the chief priests and all the 
council sought for witness against 
Jesus, to put him to death, but found 
none; 

61 Though many bare false witness 
against him, yet their witness agreed 
not together. 

62 And there arose certain men and 
bare false witness against him, saying, 
We heard him say, I will destroy this 
temple that is made with hands, and 
within three days I will build another 
made without hands; 

63 But neither did their witness 
agree together. 

* 64 And the high priest stood up in 
the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, 

65 Answerest thou nothing? Know- 
est thou not what these witness against 
thee? 

* 66 But he held his peace, and an¬ 
swered nothing. 

* 67 Again the high priest asked him 
and said unto him, Art thou the 
Christ, the Son of the Blessed? 

* 68 And Jesus said, I am; and ye 
shall see the Son of Man sitting on the 
right hand of power, and coming in 
the clouds of heaven. 

* 69 Then the high priest rent his 
clothes and said, What need we any 
further witnesses? Ye have heard the 
blasphemy; what think ye? 

* 70 And they all condemned him to 
be guilty of death. 

* 71 And some began to spit on him, 
and to cover his face, and to buffet 
him, and to say unto him, Prophesy; 

* 72 And the servants did strike him 
with the palms of their hands. 

* 73 And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there cometh one of the maids 
of the high priest, 


53 And they led Jesus away to the 
high priest: and with him were as¬ 
sembled all the chief priests and the 
elders and the scribes. 

54 And Peter followed him afar off, 
even into the palace of the high priest: 
and he sat with the servants, and 
warmed himself at the fire. 

55 And the chief priests and all the 
council sought for witness against 
Jesus to put him to death; and found 
none. 

56 For many bare false witness 
against him, but their witness agreed 
not together. 

57 And there arose certain, and 
bare false witness against him, saying, 

58 We heard him say, 1 will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, 
and within three days I will build 
another made without hands. 

59 But neither so did their witness 
agree together. 

60 And the high priest stood up in 
the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing? what is it 
which these witness against thee? 

61 But he held his peace, and 
answered nothing. 

Again the high 
priest asked him, and said unto him, 
Art thou the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed? 

62 And Jesus said, I am: and ye 
shall see the Son of man sitting on the 
right hand of power, and coming in 
the clouds of heaven. 

63 Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, and saith, What need we any 
further witnesses? 

64 Ye have heard the blasphemy: 
what think ye? 

And they all con¬ 
demned him to be guilty of death. 

65 And some began to spit on him, 
and to cover his face, and to buffet 
him, and to say unto him. Prophesy: 
and the servants did strike him with 
the palms of their hands. 

66 And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there cometh one of the maids 
of the high priest: 
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74 And when she saw Peter warm¬ 
ing himself, she looked upon him and 
said. Thou also wast with Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

* 75 But he denied, saying, 1 know 
not, neither understand i what thou 
sayest. 

* 76 And he went out into the porch; 
and the cock crew. 

77 And a maid saw him again, and 
began to say to them who stood by. 
This is one of them. 

* 78 And he denied it again. 

79 And a little after, they who 
stood by, said again to Peter, Surely 
thou art one of them; for thou art a 
Galilean, thy speech agreeth thereto. 
But he began to curse and to swear, 
saying, 1 know not this man of whom 
ye speak. 

* 80 And the second time the cock 
crew; 

81 And Peter called to mind the 
words which Jesus said unto him, Be¬ 
fore the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. 

82 And he went out, and fell upon 
his face, and wept bitterly. 

CHAPTER 15 

* 1 And straightway in the morning, 
the chief priests held a consultation 
with the elders and scribes; 

2 And the whole council con¬ 
demned him, and bound him, and car¬ 
ried him away, and delivered him to 
Pilate. 

* 3 And Pilate asked him, Art thou 
the King of the Jews? 

4 And Jesus answering, said unto 
him, 1 am, even as thou sayest. 

* 5 And the chief priests accused him 
of many things; but he answered noth¬ 
ing. 

* 6 And Pilate asked him again, say¬ 
ing, Answerest thou nothing? Behold 
how many things they witness against 
thee. 

* 7 But Jesus yet answered nothing; 
so that Pilate marvelled. 

8 Now it was common at the feast, 


67 And when she saw Peter warm¬ 
ing himself, she looked upon him, and 
said, And thou also wast with Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

68 But he denied, saying, I know 
not, neither understand I what thou 
sayest. 

And he went out into the 
porch; and the cock crew. 

69 And a maid saw him again, and 
began to say to them that stood by, 
This is one of them. 

70 And he denied it again. 

And a 

little after, they that stood by said 
again to Peter, Surely thou art one of 
them: for thou art a Galilaean, and thy 
speech agreeth thereto. 

71 But he began to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not this man of 
whom ye speak. 

72 And the second time the cock 
crew. 

And Peter called to mind the 
word that Jesus said unto him, Before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny 
me thrice. 

And when he thought there¬ 
on, he wept. 

CHAPTER 15 

1 And straightway in the morning 
the chief priests held a consultation 
with the elders and scribes 

and the 

whole council, and bound Jesus, and 
carried him away, and delivered him to 
Pilate. 

2 And Pilate asked him, Art thou 
the King of the Jews? 

And he answer¬ 
ing said unto him, Thou sayest it. 

3 And the chief priests accused him 
of many things: but he answered 
nothing. 

4 And Pilate asked him again, say¬ 
ing, Answerest thou nothing? Behold 
how many things they witness against 
thee. 

5 But Jesus yet answered nothing; 
so that Pilate marvelled. 

6 Now at that feast he released 
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for Pilate to release unto them one 
prisoner, whomsoever they desired. 

9 And there was a man named Ba- 
rabbas, bound with them who had 
made insurrection with him, who had 
committed murder in the insurrection. 

10 And the multitude, crying 
aloud, began to desire him to deliver 
Jesus unto them. 

11 But Pilate answered unto them, 
saying, Will ye that I release unto you 
the King of the Jews? 

* 12 For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered him for envy. 

13 But the chief priests moved the 
people that he should rather release 
Barabbas unto them, as he had before 
done unto them. 

14 And Pilate spake again and said 
unto them, What will ye then that I 
shall do with him whom ye call the 
King of the Jews? 

15 And they cried out again. De¬ 
liver him unto us to be crucified. 
Away with him. Crucify him. 

*16 Then Pilate said unto them, 
Why, what evil hath he done? 

17 But they cried out the more ex¬ 
ceedingly, Crucify him. 

18 And now Pilate, willing to con¬ 
tent the people, released Barabbas un¬ 
to them, and delivered Jesus, when he 
had scourged him, to be crucified. 

* 19 And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall called Praetorium; and 
they called together the whole band; 

20 And they clothed him with pur¬ 
ple, and platted a crown of thorns and 
put it upon his head; 

21 And began to salute him, saying, 
Hail, King of the Jews. 

* 22 And they smote him on the head 
with a reed, and did spit upon him, 
and bowing their knees worshipped 
him. 

* 23 And when they had mocked 
him, they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on him, 
and led him out to crucify him. 

24 And they compelled one Simon, 
a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming 


unto them one prisoner, whomsoever 
they desired. 

7 And there was one named Barab¬ 
bas, which lay bound with them that 
had made insurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in the insurrec¬ 
tion. 

8 And the multitude crying aloud 
began to desire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. 

9 But Pilate answered them, saying, 
Will ye that I release unto you the 
King of the Jews? 

10 For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered him for envy. 

11 But the chief priests moved the 
people, that he should rather release 
Barabbas unto them. 

12 And Pilate answered and said 
again unto them, What will ye then 
that 1 shall do unto him whom ye call 
the King of the Jews? 

13 And they cried out again, Cruci¬ 
fy him. 

14 Then Pilate said unto them, 
Why, what evil hath he done? 

And 

they cried out the more exceedingly, 
Crucify him. 

15 And so Pilate, willing to content 
the people, released Barabbas unto 
them, and delivered Jesus, when he 
had scourged him, to be crucified. 

16 And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall, called Praetorium; and 
they call together the whole band. 

17 And they clothed him with 
purple, and platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it about his head, 

18 And began to salute him, Hail, 
King of the Jews! 

19 And they smote him on the 
head with a reed, and did spit upon 
him, and bowing their knees wor¬ 
shipped him. 

20 And when they had mocked 
him, they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on him, 
and led him out to crucify him. 

21 And they compel one Simon a 
Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out 
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out of the country, the father of Alex¬ 
ander and Rufus, to bear his cross. 

25 And they bring him unto the 
place called Golgotha, which is, (being 
interpreted,) The place of a burial. 

26 And they gave him to drink, vin¬ 
egar mingled with gall; and when he 
had tasted the vinegar, he would not 
drink. 

* 27 And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, casting 
lots upon them, what every man 
should take. 

28 And it was the third hour, when 
they crucified him. 

29 And Pilate wrote his accusation 
and put it upon the cross, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

30 There were certain of the chief 
priests who stood by, that said unto 
Pilate, Write, that he said, 1 am the 
King of the Jews. 

31 But Pilate said unto them, What 
1 have written, 1 have written. 

32 And with him they crucified 
two thieves, the one on his right hand, 
the other on his left. 

* 33 And the scripture was fulfilled 
which said, And he was numbered 
with the transgressors. 

34 And they who passed by railed 
on him, wagging their heads, and say¬ 
ing, All, thou who destroyest the tem¬ 
ple and buildest it in three days, save 
thyself, and come down from the 
cross. 

*35 Likewise also, the chief priests 
mocking, said among themselves with 
the scribes, He saved others; himself he 
cannot save. 

* 36 Let Christ, the King of Israel, 
descend now from the cross, that we 
may see and believe. 

37 And one of them who was cruci¬ 
fied with him, reviled him also, saying, 
If thou art the Christ, save thyself and 
us. 

* 38 And when the sixth hour was 
come, there was darkness over the 
whole land, until the ninth hour. 

* 39 And at the ninth hour, Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eloi, 
Eloi, lama sabachthani? which is, being 


of the country, the father of Alex¬ 
ander and Rufus, to bear his cross. 

22 And they bring him unto the 
place Golgotha, which is, being in¬ 
terpreted, The place of a skull. 

23 And they gave him to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh: but he 
received it not. 

24 And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, casting 
lots upon them, what every man 
should take. 

25 And it was the third hour, and 
they crucified him. 

26 And the superscription of his 
accusation was written over, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 


27 And with him they crucify two 
thieves; the one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. 

28 And the scripture was fulfilled, 
which saith. And he was numbered 
with the transgressors. 

29 And they that passed by railed 
on him, wagging their heads, and 
saying, Ah, thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in three days, 

30 Save thyself, and come down 
from the cross. 

31 Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking said among themselves with 
the scribes, He saved others; himself he 
cannot save. 

32 Let Christ the King of Israel 
descend now from the cross, that we 
may see and believe. 

And they that 

were crucified with him reviled him. 

33 And when the sixth hour was 
come, there was darkness over the 
whole land until the ninth hour. 

34 And at the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eloi, 
Eloi, lama sabachthani? which is, being 
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interpreted, My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me? 

40 And some of them who stood 
by, when they heard him, said, Be¬ 
hold, he calieth Elias.

42 Again, how cansl thou say to 
thy brother, Let me pull out the mote 
that is in thine eye, when thou thyself 
beholdest not the beam which is in 
thine own eye?

35 Let your loins be girded about, 
and your lights burning; 

36 And ye yourselves like unto men 
that wait for their lord, when he will 
return from the wedding; that when he 
comcth and knocketh, they may open 
unto him immediately. 

37 Blessed are those servants, 
whom the lord when he comcth shall 
find watching: verily 1 say unto you, 
that he shall gird himself, and make 
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them sit down to meat, and will come 
forth and serve them. 

41 For, behold, he cometh in the 
first watch of the night, and he shall 
also come in the second watch, and 
again he shall come in the third watch. 

42 And verily I say unto you. He 
hath already come, as it is written of 
him; and again when he shall come in 
the second watch, or come in the third 
watch, blessed are those servants when 
he cometh, that he shall Find so doing; 

43 For the Lord of those servants 
shall gird himself, and make them to 
sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and serve them. 

44 And now, verily I say these 
things unto you, that ye may know 
this, that the coming of the Lord is as 
a thief in the night. 

45 And it is like unto a man who is 
an householder, who, if he walcheth 
not his goods, the thief cometh in an 
hour of which he is not aware, and 
taketh his goods, and divideth them 
among his fellows.

49 And the Lord said, I speak unto 
those whom the Lord shall make rulers 
over his household, to give his children 
their portion of meat in due season. 

50 And they said, Who then is that 
faithful and wise servant? 

5 1 And the Lord said unto them, It 
is that servant who watcheth, to im¬ 
part his portion of meat in due season. 

52 Blessed be that servant whom 
his Lord shall Find, when he cometh, 
so doing. 

* 53 Of a truth 1 say unto you, that 
lie will make him ruler over all that he 
hath.

32 Or what king, going to make war 
against another king, sitteth not down 
first, and consulteth whether he be 
able with ten thousand, to meet him 
who cometh against him with twenty 
thousand. 

* 33 Or else, while the other is yet a 
great way off, he sendeth an embas¬ 
sage, and desireth conditions of peace. 

34 So likewise, whosoever of you 
forsaketh not all that he hath he 
cannot be my disciple.

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4 In him was the gospel, and the 
gospel was the life, and the life was the 
light of men; 

5 And the light shineth in the 
world, and the world perceiveth it not. 

7 The same came into the world for 
a witness, to bear witness of the light, 
to bear record of the gospel through 
the Son, unto all, that through him 
men might believe. 

8 He was not that light, but came 
to bear witness of that light, 

9 Which was the true light, which 
lighteth every man who cometh into 
the world; 

10 Even the Son of God. He who 
was in the world, and the world was 
made by him, and the world knew him 
not. 

12 But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God; only to them who believe 
on his name. 

13 He was born, not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the will 
of man, but of God. 

14 And the same word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, and we 
beheld his glory, the glory as of the 
Only Begotten of the Father, full of 
grace and truth. 

15 John bear witness of him, and 
cried, saying, This is he of whom I 
spake; He who cometh after me, is 
preferred before me; for he was before 
me.

20 For every one who doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to the 
light, lest his deeds should be re¬ 
proved. 

21 But he who loveth truth, com¬ 
eth to the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest. 

22 And he who obeyeth the truth, 
the works which he doeth they are of 
God. 

* 23 After these things came Jesus 
and his disciples into the land of 
Judea; and there he tarried with them, 
and baptized; 

* 24 And John also was baptizing in 
AEnon, near to Salim, because there 
was much water there; and they came 
and were baptized; 

* 25 For John was not yet cast into 
prison. 

* 26 Then there arose a question 
between some of John’s disciples, and 
the Jews, about purifying. 

27 And they came unto John, and 
said unto him, Rabbi, he who was with 
thee beyond Jordan, to whom thou 
bearest witness, behold, the same bap- 
tizeth, and he receiveth of all people 
who come unto him. 

* 28 John answered and said, A man 
can receive nothing, except it be given 
him from heaven. 

* 29 Ye yourselves bear me witness 
that I said, I am not the Christ, but 
that I am sent before him. 

30 He who hath the bride, is the 
bridegroom; but the friend of the 
bridegroom, who standeth and heareth 
him, rejoiceth greatly because of the 
bridegroom’s voice; this my joy there¬ 
fore is fulfilled. 

* 31 He must increase, but I must 
decrease. 

32 He who cometh from above is 
above all; he who is of the earth is 


not believed in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God. 


19 And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to the 
light, lest his deeds should be re¬ 
proved.

36 And he who believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life; and shall 
receive of his fulness. But he who 
believeth not the Son, shall not receive 
of his fulness; for the wrath of God is 
upon him. 

CHAPTER 4 

1 When therefore the Pharisees had 
heard that Jesus made and baptized 
more disciples than John, 

2 They sought more diligently some 
means that they might put him to 
death; for many received John as a 
prophet, but they believed not on 
Jesus.

* 12 Jesus answered and said unto 
her. If thou knewest the gift of God, 
and who it is that saith to thee, Give 
me to drink, thou wouldest have asked 
of him, and he would have given thee 
living water. 

* 13 The woman said unto him, Sir, 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and 
the well is deep; from whence then 
hast thou that living water?

* 34 But he said unto them, I have 
meat to eat that ye know not of. 

35 Therefore said the disciples one 
to another, Hath any man brought him 
meat to eat? 

36 Jesus said unto them, My meat 
is to do the will of him who sent me, 
and to finish his work. 

37 Say not ye there are yet four 
months, then cometh harvest? Behold, 
1 say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and 
look on the fields; for they are white 
already to harvest. 

38 And he who reapeth, receiveth 
wages, and gathereth fruit unto life 
eternal; that both he who soweth, and 
he who reapeth, may rejoice together. 

* 39 And herein is that saying true, 
One soweth and another reapeth. 

40 I have sent you to reap that 
whereon ye bestowed no labor; the 
prophets have labored, and ye have 
entered into their labors.

CHAPTER 1 

1 Paul, an apostle, a servant of God, 
called of Jesus Christ, and separated to 
preach the gospel, 

2 (Which he had promised before 
by his prophets in the holy scriptures,) 

4 And declared the Son of God 
with power, by the Spirit according to 
the truth through the resurrection 
from the dead; 

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apostleship, through obedience, 
and faith in his name, to preach the 
gospel among all nations; 

6 Among whom ye also are called 
of Jesus Christ; 

7 Wherefore 1 write to all who are 
in Rome, beloved of God, called 
saints; Grace to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ, that you all are steadfast, 


CHAPTER 1 

1 Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
called to be an apostle, separated unto 
the gospel of God, 

2 (Which he had promised afore by 
his prophets in the holy scriptures,) 

4 And declared to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the 
spirit of holiness, by the resurrection 
from the dead: 

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apostleship, for obedience to the 
faith among all nations, for his name: 

6 Among whom are ye also the 
called of Jesus Christ: 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved 
of God, called to be saints: Grace to 
you and peace from God our Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your faith 
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and your faith is spoken of throughout 
the whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve, that without ceasing I make 
mention of you always in my prayers, 
that you may be kept through the 
Spirit, in the gospel of his Son, 

10 Making request of you, to re¬ 
member me in your prayers, I now 
write unto you, that you will ask him 
in faith, that if by any means, at 
length, I may serve you with my 
labors, and may have a prosperous 
journey by the will of God, to come 
unto you. 

1 l For I long to sec you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
that it may be established in you to 
the end; 

12 That I may be comforted to¬ 
gether with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that oftentimes I 
purposed to come unto you, (but was 
hindered hitherto,) that 1 might have 
some fruit among you also, even as 
among other Gentiles. 

15 And, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you that 
arc at Rome also. 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed through faith on his 
name; as it is written, The just shall 
live by faith. 

1 8 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against ail ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men; who love 
not the truth, but remain in unrigh¬ 
teousness, 

19 After that which may be known 
of God is manifest to them. 

20 For God hath revealed unto 
them the invisible things of him, from 
the creation of the world, which are 
clearly seen; things which are not seen 
being understood by the things that 
are made, through his eternal power 
and Godhead; so that they are without 
excuse; 

21 Because that, when they knew 


is spoken of throughout the whole 
world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel of 
his Son, that without ceasing 1 make 
mention of you always in my prayers; 

10 Making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a prosper¬ 
ous journey by the will of God to 
come unto you. 


11 For 1 long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, to 
the end ye may be established; 

1 2 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now 1 would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that oftentimes I 
purposed to come unto you, (but was 
let hitherto,) that 1 might have some 
fruit among you also, even as among 
other Gentiles. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you that 
are at Rome also. 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed from faith to faith: as 
it is written, The just shall live by 
faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who hold 
the truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; for 
God hath shewed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that they arc 
without excuse: 


21 Because that, when they knew 
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God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were they thankful, but be¬ 
came vain in their imaginations, and 
their foolish hearts were darkened. 

28 And even as they did not like to 
retain God according to some knowl¬ 
edge, God gave them over to a repro¬ 
bate mind, to do those things which 
are not convenient; 

32 And some who, knowing the 
judgment of God, that they which 
commit such things are worthy of 
death, are inexcusable, not only do the 
same, but have pleasure in them that 
do them. 

CHAPTER 2 

1 Therefore thou art inexcusable, O 
man, whosoever thou art that thus 
judgest; for wherein thou judgest an¬ 
other, thou condemnest thyself; for 
thou that judgest doest the same 
things. 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to the gospel. 

CHAPTER 3 

1 What advantage then hath the 
Jew over the Gentile? or what profit 
of circumcision, who is not a Jew from 
the heart? 

2 But he who is a Jew from the 
heart, I say hath much every way; 
chiefly because that unto them were 
committed the oracles of God. 

5 But if we remain in our unrigh¬ 
teousness and commend the righteous¬ 
ness of God, how dare we say, God is 
unrighteous who taketh vengeance? (I 
speak as a man who fears God,) 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie, (as it is 
called of the Jews,) unto his glory; 
why yet am I also judged as a sinner? 
and not received? Because we are 
slanderously reported; 


God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

28 And even as they did not like to 
retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind, to 
do those things which are not con¬ 
venient; 

32 Who knowing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in them 
that do them. 


CHAPTER 2 

1 Therefore thou art inexcusable, O 
man, whosoever thou art that judgest: 
for wherein thou judgest another, thou 
condemnest thyself; for thou that 
judgest doest the same things. 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel. 

CHAPTER 3 

1 What advantage then hath the 
Jew? or what profit is there of circum¬ 
cision? 

2 Much every way: chiefly, because 
that unto them were committed the 
oracles of God. 


5 But if our unrighteousness com¬ 
mend the righteousness of God. what 
shall we say? Is God unrighteous who 
taketh vengeance? (I speak as a man) 


7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his 
glory; why yet am I also judged as a 
sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slander¬ 
ously reported, 
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8 And some affirm that we say, 
(whose damnation is just,) Let us do 
evil that good may come. But this is 
false. 

9 If not so; what then are we better 
than they? No, in no wise; for we have 
proved before, that Jews and Gentiles 
are all under sin. 

20 For by the law is the knowledge 
of sin; therefore by the deeds of the 
law shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight. 

24 Therefore being justified only 
by his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus; 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith alone without 
the deeds of the law. 

30 Seeing that God will justify the 
circumcision by faith, and uncircum¬ 
cision through faith. 

CHAPTER 4 

2 For if Abraham were justified by 
the law of works, he hath to glory in 
himself; but not of God. 

4 Now to him who is justified by 
the law of works, is the reward reck¬ 
oned, not of grace, but of debt. 

5 But to him that seeketh not to be 
justified by the law of works, but 
believeth on him who justifieth not 
the ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. 

6 Even as David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom 
God imputelh righteousness without 
the law of works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they through 
faith whose iniquities are forgiven, and 
whose sins are covered. 

16 Therefore ye are justified of 
faith and works, through grace, to the 
end the promise might be sure to all 
the seed; not to them only who are of 
the law, but to them also who are of 
the faith of Abraham; who is the 
father of us all. 


and as some affirm 
that we say,) Let us do evil, that good 
may come? whose damnation is just. 

9 What then? are we better than 
they? No, in no wise: for we have 
before proved both Jews and Gentiles, 
that they are all under sin; 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified in 
his sight: for by the law is the knowl¬ 
edge of sin. 

24 Being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is 
in Christ Jesus: 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith without the 
deeds of the law. 

30 Seeing it is one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith. 

CHAPTER 4 

2 For if Abraham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory; but 
not before God. 

4 Now to him that worketh is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of 
debt. 

5 But to him that worketh not, but 
believeth on him that justifieth the 
ungodly, his faith is counted for righ¬ 
teousness. 

6 Even as David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom 
God imputeth righteousness without 
works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose 
iniquities are forgiven, and whose sins 
are covered. 

16 Therefore it is of faith, that it 
might be by grace; to the end the 
promise might be sure to all the seed; 
not to that only which is of the law, 
but to that also which is of the faith of 
Abraham; who is the father of us all, 
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CHAPTER 5 

3 And not only this, but we glory 
in tribulations also; knowing that trib¬ 
ulation worketh patience; 

13 (For, before the law, sin was in 
the world; yet sin is not imputed to 
those who have no law. 

14 Nevertheless, death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude of 
Adam’s transgression, who is the figure 
of him that was to come. For I say, 
that through the offence, death 
reigned over all. 

15 But the offence is not as the free 
gift, for the gift aboundeth. For, if 
through the offence of one, many be 
dead; much more the grace of God, 
and the gift by grace, hath abounded 
by one man, Jesus Christ, unto many. 

16 And not as, by one that sinned, 
is the gift; for the judgment is by one 
to condemnation, but the free gift is 
of many offenses unto justification. 

CHAPTER 6 

7 For he that is dead to sin is freed 
from sin. 

14 For in so doing sin shall not 
have dominion over you; for ye are 
not under the law, but under grace. 

17 But God be thanked, that ye are 
not the servants of sin, for ye have 
obeyed from the heart that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you.

14 For we know that the com¬ 
mandment is spiritual; but when I was 
under the law, I was yet carnal, sold 
under sin.

23 1 find then that under the law, 
that when I would do good evil was 
present with me; for I delight in the 
law of God after the inward man.

25 But my members are warring 
against the law of my mind, and 
bringing me into captivity to the law 
of sin which is in my members. 

26 And if I subdue not the sin 
which is in me, but with the flesh serve 
the law of sin; 0 wretched man that I 
am! who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death? 

27 I thank God through Jesus

8 But that which beareth thorns 
and briers is rejected, and is nigh unto 
cursing; whose end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things that 
accompany salvation, though we thus 
speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous to 
forget your work and labour of love, 
which ye have shewed toward his 
name, in that ye have ministered to 
the saints, and do minister.

* 10 For the accuser of our brethren 
is cast down, which accused them 
before our God day and night. 

11 For they have overcome him by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony; for they 
loved not their own lives, but kept the 
testimony even unto death. Therefore, 
rejoice O heavens, and ye that dwell in 
them. 

12 And after these things I heard 
another voice saying, Woe to the in- 
habiters of the earth, yea, and they 
who dwell upon the islands of the sea! 
for the devil is come down unto you, 
having great wrath, because he know- 
eth that he hath but a short time. 

13 For when the dragon saw that 
he was cast unto the earth, he perse¬ 
cuted the woman which brought forth 
the man child. 

14 Therefore, to the woman were 
given two wings of a great eagle, that 
she might flee into the wilderness, into 
her place, where she is nourished for a 
time, and times, and half a time, from 
the face of the serpent. 

15 And the serpent casteth out of 
his mouth water as a flood after the 
woman, that he might cause her to be 
carried away of the flood.
